We are pub- 
lishing this series in response to suggestions from our readers, who want more 
coverage of more people in Biography Today. Severn volumes, covering Art- 
ists, Authors, Performing Artists, Scientists and Inventors, Sports Figures, 
and World Leaders, have appeared thus far in the Subject Series. Each of 
these hardcover volumes is 200 pages in length and covers approximately 10 
individuals of interest to readers ages 9 and above. The length and format of 
the entries are like those found in the regular issues of Biography Today, but 
there is no duplication between the regular series and the special subject vol- 
umes. 



The Plan of the Work 

As with the regular issues of Biography Today, this special subject volume on 
Sports was especially created to appeal to young readers in a format they 
can enjoy reading and readily understand. Each volume contains alphabeti- 
cally arranged sketches. Each entry provides at least one picture of the indi- 
vidual profiled, and bold-faced rubrics lead the reader to information on 
birth, youth, early memories, education, first jobs, marriage and family, ca- 
reer highlights, memorable experiences, hobbies, and honors and awards. 
Each of the entries ends with a list of easily accessible sources designed to 
lead the student to further reading on the individual and a current address. 
Obituary entries are also included, written to provide a perspective on the in- 
dividual's entire career. Obituaries are clearly marked in both the table of 
contents and at the beginning of the entry. 

Biographies are prepared by Omnigraphics editors after extensive research, 
utilizing the most current materials available. Those sources that are general- 
ly available to students appear in the list of further reading at the end of the 
sketch. 



Indexes 

A new index now appears in all Biography Today publications. In an effort to 
make the index easier to use, we have combined the Name and General 
Index into one, called the Cumulative Index. This new index contains the 
names of all individuals who have appeared in Biography Today since the se- 
ries began. The names appear in bold faced type, followed by the issue in 
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which they appeared. The Cumulative Index also contains the occupations, 
nationalities, and ethnic and minority origins of individuals profiled. The 
Cumulative Index is cumulative, including references to all individuals who 
have appeared in the Biography Today General Series and the Biography 
Today Special Subject volumes since the series began in 1992. 

The Birthday Index and Places of Birth Index will continue to appear in all 
Special Subject volumes.

Tori Allen 1988- 

American Rock Climber 

V\^nner of a Gold Medal in Speed Climbing at Age 14 
at the 2002 X Games 



BIRTH 

Victoria Arm AUen — known to her family and friends as Tori 
— was bom on July 30, 1988, in Auburn, Alabama. Her father, 
Steve AUen, and her mother, Shawn AUen, worked as Chris- 
tian missionaries in Africa during her chUdhood. When Tori and 
her yormger brother, Clark, became interested in rock cUmbing 
their parents bought a cUmbing gym in IndianapoUs, Indiana. 
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YOUTH 

As Christian missionaries, the Allens agreed to spend several years in 
Africa spreading their religion and helping the local people. When Tori was 
four years old, the family left the United States and moved to Albertville, 
France, to receive missionary training. They spent a year there learning 
French, and they also attended the 1992 V\^nter Olympic Games. After 
Tori's parents completed their training, the family moved to Benin, a small 
country located on the Gulf of Guinea in West Africa, near Nigeria. They 
spent the next four years living in the village of Savalou among French- 
speaking Africans. 

"1 had a very original childhood," Tori 
recalled. "1 grew up in a West African 
village. 1 spent my days in the village 
cooking with the women, selling in 
the market place with my favorite 
vendors, tying babies on my back, 
playing games in the courtyards. ... 1 
loved it there." Growing up in Africa 
helped Tori get used to being the cen- 
ter of attention. "She was the only 
white kid in a village of 5,000, and 
people stared,"her father noted. 

One of Tori's favorite things about 
Africa was playing with her pet Mona 
monkey, Georgie. "She was just days 
old when we got her so she thought 1 
was her mom," she remembered. "She 
just hung on my dresses and went 
everywhere with me — to school, to 
market, on walks, to church." Tori par- 
ticularly enjoyed climbing trees with Georgie. In 1996, as the Allens con- 
cluded their scheduled mission and prepared to return to the United 
States, Georgie was bitten by a poisonous snake and died. But Tori never 
forgot her first pet and favorite playmate. Once the family settled in 
Indianapolis, Indiana, she began collecting the toy monkeys that would 
eventually fill her bedroom. 

Tori was a very athletic girl who enjoyed all sorts of sports. She became an 
accomplished ballerina and figure skater shortly after moving to Indianap- 
olis. But she discovered her best sport by accident in December 1998, 
when she accompanied her father on a shopping trip to Galyan's — an 
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outdoor-equipment store that contained an indoor climbing wall. "We'd 
never done rock cUmbing until right before Christmas, when Dad and I 
went shopping at Galyan's/'she recalled. "They had a climbing wall, and it 
looked like a blast. We put on some cUmbing shoes and just did it."The 
tiny girl impressed bystanders by making it aU the way to the top of the 
wall on her first try. She soon returned to Galyan's with her younger 
brother, who also became hooked on climbing. A month later. Tori entered 
and won her first junior climbing competition. 

EDUCATION 

AUen was home-schooled by her mother until she was 13 years old. She 
entered Lawrence Central High School in Indianapolis as a freshman in 
the fall of 2001, and she expects to graduate in 2005. She is a good student 
and also competes on her high school track team in the pole vault event. 



CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

Claiming Numerous Junior Climbing Titles 

Climbing competitions usually take place indoors, on ar tifi cial walls cov- 
ered with oddly shaped hand- and foot-holds, in order to ensure that aU 
competitors face the same conditions. Competitions can be conducted 
under a number of different formats. In bouldering, for example, competi- 
tors must climb a predetermined route up a 20-foot wall. In speed climb- 
ing, competitors race to see who can climb to the top of a 60-foot wall and 
tag a buzzer first. In difficulty events, competitors can win either by finish- 
ing the most climbs in a series or by reaching the highest point on a route. 
In dyno events, competitors start off by using a certain set of holds and 
must jump upwards to grab another set of holds. 

Thanks to the controlled conditions indoors, this sort of climbing is not 
dangerous when it is done properly. The competitors wear sling-shaped 
harnesses connected to ropes that are held by spotters on the ground. The 
ropes remain slack when the competitors are climbing, but they become 
taut and catch the competitors if they slip off the wall. "The kids have 
never had so much as a bruise [from competitive cUmbing]," Shawn AUen 
said. 




Within a few months of her first cUmbing experience, AUen was winning 
cUmbing competitions across the Midwest. After winning her age group at 
the Ohio River VaUey Regional Tournament, she qualified for the 1999 U.S. 
Competition CUmbing Association (USCCA) Junior National Champion- 
ship. AUen defeated 30 top young climbers from aU over the United States

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to claim the junior title and be named to the U.S. Junior National Team. 
Her brother, Clark, finished third in his age group and also made the na- 
tional team. In September 1999, they went on to compete against 90 kids 
from six countries at the Touchstone International Tournament in San 
Francisco, California. Both of the AUen siblings finished first in their age 
divisions and earned the right to represent the United States at the 2000 
Junior Olympic Games in Moscow, Russia. 

Tori AUen went on to claim more than 
two dozen junior climbing titles over 
the next three years, including four 
consecutive Junior National Cham- 
pionships. In 2000 she won the junior 
division at the Gorge Games, a presti- 
gious competition held each year in 
the Columbia River Gorge near Port- 
land, Oregon. The Gorge Games fea- 
ture climbing, kayaking, mountain bik- 
ing, and other outdoor adventure 
sports. In 2001 AUen entered the adult 
competition at the Gorge Games. She 
was the youngest participant in any 
event, and most of her competitors in 
the climbing competition were 20 to 
30 years old. But AUen easUy won the 
bouldering event, climbing every route 
without a faU. She also finished third 
in the dyno event. "Getting first in the actual climbing competition was the 
main thing," her father said afterward. "The dyno thing is more like trick 
climbing." In the faU of 2001, AUen defeated adult competitors once again 
to win the women's bouldering event at the Outdoor Rock Climbing World 
Championships in Orlando, Florida. 

Setting World Records with Outdoor Climbs 

In addition to participating in organized climbing competitions, AUen en- 
joyed chaUenging herself by climbing natural cliffs outdoors. In 2000, for 
example, she successfully climbed a route caUed Harvest in Kentucl<y's 
Red River Gorge. In rock climbing, different routes are ranked between 5.0 
and 5.15 (from easiest to hardest), based on their degree of difficulty. 
CUmbs that are rated above 5.10 are further divided into a, b, c, and d lev- 
els (from hardest to easiest). Harvest was rated as 5.13a, making it a very 
difficult climb. In fact, an average person would require many years of 
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training and practice before they could master the route. By completing 
Harvest, Allen set a world record as the youngest person ever to climb a 
route with a 5.13a degree of difficulty on the first attempt. 

In September 2001 Allen established another world record as the young- 
est woman ever to climb to the summit of a famous mountain called El 
Capitan in Yosemite National Park in California. She spent three days 

climbing 3,000 feet up a route called 
The Nose. She was accompanied by 
the famous speed-cUmber Hans Flo- 
rine and a film crew that captured the 
feat on video. Allen kept an online 
diary of her experiences on El Capi- 
tan. "Right now 1 am camping out on 
a ledge called Dolt Tower," she wrote. 
"1 am about 1,500 feet in the air and 1 
am getting ready to go to sleep in my 
hammock hanging from the rock. 
Everything you do on a rock face is 
an experience; from sleeping to going 
to the bathroom. The second one is 
especially hard for girls." 

Upon reaching the summit, AUen only 
got to enjoy her accomplishment for a 
few minutes before she had to return 
to the real world. "Hans and 1 got to 
put a rock on the summit tower and 
sign the suiruniteers' paper in the 
box," she recalled. "After we had sum- 
mitted 'The Nose,' we got the joy of 
hiking eight-and-a-half miles down 
the back side of it. To make it worse, 1 
had 30 pounds of gear on my back. 1 
have never been so happy and so tired in my life." Swarms of reporters 
met Allen at the bottom of the mountain. After completing a series of in- 
terviews, she returned to her motel room to catch up on her homework. 

Taking Up Competitive Pole Vaulting 

At the time AUen climbed El Capitan in 2001, she had just started classes 
as a freshman at Lawrence Central High School. She had also joined the 
school's track team as a pole vaulter. In the track and field event known as 
the pole vault, athletes run at fuU speed while carrying a long, flexible pole. 
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At the end of the runway, they plant the end of the pole in a small box set 
into the ground. Holding the other end, they use the pole to launch them- 
selves high into the air. The goal is to propel their bodies over the top of a 
crossbar that rests gently between two uprights or stanchions. The winner 
of the pole vault event is the athlete who goes the highest without knock- 
ing down the crossbar. Pole vaulting requires a wide range of athletic abili- 
ties, including speed, coordination, timing, strength, body control, and 
courage. 

AUen was inspired to begin pole 
vaulting competitively after watching 
American Stacy Dragila win the first 
gold medal ever awarded in women's 
pole vault at the 2000 Olympic Games 
in Sydney, Australia. (For more infor- 
mation on Dragila, see Biography To- 
day Sports, Vol. 6.) AUen immediately 
showed great natural ability in the 
pole vault. In fact, she was invited to 
attend an eUte pole vault camp at the 
University of Nebraska in the summer 
of 2001. 

Girls' pole vault was not a sanctioned 
event in Indiana high school athletics, 
however, so AUen was forced to prac- 
tice with the boys' team at Lawrence 
Central. She felt that it was unfair for 
her to have to compete against boys 
who were much larger and stronger 
than she was. "A 15 -year- old girl can't 
bench press as much as a 15-year-old 
boy, so it's ridiculous to put us against 
each other," she stated. "It's just not 
right." To demonstrate her point, 
AUen noted that the Indiana state record for boys' high school pole vault 
(16 feet, 9 inches) was nearly a foot higher than the world record for 
women's pole vault held by DragUa. 

Upon doing some research, AUen found out that girls' pole vault was a 
sanctioned high school athletic event in 42 other states. Girls in these 
states had the opportunity to earn coUege scholarships in pole vaulting 
and possibly qualify for the U.S. Olympic Team. AUen and her parents 
eventuaUy decided to file a lawsuit against the Indiana High School Ath- 
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letic Association (IHSAA) to force them to sanction the event. The lawsuit 
argued that Indiana violated Title DC — a 1972 law that prohibited people 
from being excluded on the basis of sex from any education program or 
activity that received federal funding — by not giving Allen the opportuni- 
ty to compete in girls' pole vault. 

Unfortunately as of the end of 2002 it did not appear that the situation 
would be resolved soon. The commissioner of the IHSAA claimed that the 
state was not discriminating against Allen because she was free to com- 
pete on the boys' pole vault team if she wanted to. He also took a poll of 
state track coaches and found that only 30 percent favored adding girls' 
pole vault to the list of sanctioned events. 

Meanwhile, Allen managed to win the pole vault event at her county's 
freshman track meet despite competing against boys. After competing for 
only two years, she improved her best jump to 10 feet, 7% inches and set a 
national record for girls her age. She also won the youth girls division at 
the USA Track and Field Junior Olympics in the summer of 2002. Allen re- 
mained hopeful that Indiana would sanction her event before she gradu- 
ated from high school. "I hope this comes not just for me," Allen said. "I 
know there are other girls who also would like to pole vault."

Winning a Gold Medal 
at the X Games 

In addition to pole vaulting, AUen 
continued with her climbing train- 
ing. By the beginning of the 2002 
indoor climbing season, AUen was 
one of the top-ranked climbers in 
the United States. She regularly 
competed against — and defeated 
— the best adult women cUmbers 
in the nation. In April, for exam- 
ple, she won the U.S. National 
Championships in indoor climb- 
ing in San Francisco, CaUfomia. In 
July she overcame a faU on the first 
route to win another gold medal at 
the Gorge Games. Although some 
of her older competitors did not 
like losing to a teenager, most of 
them respected her talent and ap- 
preciated her energy and hard 
work. "There are some women 
who basically want a rule to be 
made that you have to be a cer- 
tain age to compete [in the adult 
events]," her mother acknowl- 
future of the sport in Tori. . . .

In August 2002 AUen made her first appearance at the X Games in PhUa- 
delphia, Pennsylvania. The X Games are sometimes caUed the Olympics of 
alternative or extreme sports. The annual event features sports like skate- 
boarding, wakeboarding, street luge, speed cUmbing, and motocross. 
Athletes from around the world compete in a variety of events for medals 
and more than $1 million in prize money. It attracts thousands of specta- 
tors as weU as a national television audience. Over 200,000 spectators at- 
tended the 2002 X Games, and hundreds of thousands more watched 
events broadcast on prime-time television. AUen competed in the speed- 
cUmbing event. Since her competitors included many experienced Euro- 
pean speed-climbing speciaUsts, the 14-year-old AUen was not expected 
to win the event. 
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But AUen thrilled the pro-American crowd by scaling the 60-foot wall in 
13.417 seconds — breaking the record set the previous year by nearly four 
seconds — to win the competition and claim $20,000 in prize money She 
thus became the first American woman to win an X Games medal in 
speed climbing. "My competition was tough, many gold medal winners," 
she noted. "But I just tried as hard as 
I could to get to the top of the wall 
without slipping." 



AUen was pleased with the outpour- 
ing of support she received from the 
crowd in PhUadelphia. She hoped that 
her success would help attract more 
Americans to the sport of climbing. "I 
hope this reaUy gets Americans into 
the sport, to show that we can com- 
pete with anyone in the world," she 
stated. "I think me being in this and 
winning helped draw a big crowd. It 
was pretty cool to hear the crowd 
going like that." In September 2002, 
AUen claimed another high-profile 
victory against international compe- 
tition by winning gold medals in 
both the speed climbing and difficulty 
events at the Youth World Champion- 
ships in France. 

Promoting the Sport of Climbing 



"I am not obsessed with 
what I eat but I try to always 
make good decisions about 
eating, sleeping, and other 
activities," Allen said about 
her training program.

At five feet taU and under 100 pounds, 

AUen might seem to be an unlikely 
champion in a sport that requires 

strength and a long reach. Climbing experts attribute her success to her 
flexibiUty, her strength in comparison to her weight, and her "positive ape 
index" — a climbing term that describes someone with exceptionally 
long arms and fingers. 



AUen also works hard to stay on top of her sport. She climbs four days per 
week for about four hours each time. She concentrates on endurance for 
two of these days, and on power for the other two days. She also runs, Ufts 
weights, participates in kickboxing, and trains for the pole vault. "I am not 
obsessed with what I eat but I try to always make good decisions about eat- 
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ing, sleeping, and other activities," she explained. "I woiold never do any- 
thing to intentionally hurt my body and that is why I am totally against 
drugs, drinking, and smoking. I am proud of my hard work and my reputa- 
tion. I don't plan on ruining things by giving in to the people around me 
who are making poor decisions." 



Allen has received a great deal of media attention for her climbing feats. 
She has been featured in every major climbing publication, for example, as 
well as in various newspapers and in Sports Illustrated. "She's accessible 
and energetic, and she has already become a great ambassador for this 
sport," said junior climbing official Jeanne Niemer. 

Although Allen knows that many people would find climbing scary, she 
finds it exhilarating. "I love heights," she said. "To think you're so high up 
there and that you're in charge, you know?" Allen tries not to think 
about specific routes or holds, and instead tries to let her body take over. 
She believes that trying her best can take her a long way. "My dad 
bought me one of those inspirational pictures called 'Perseverance.' It

FUTURE PLANS 

Allen hopes that her future will hold a trip to the Olympic Games as an ath- 
lete, either in rock climbing or in pole vault. "1 want to go to the Olympics," 
she stated. "That's my Ufe dream." So far it seems as though pole vault 
might provide her best opportunity to compete. Women's pole vault was 
included as a medal sport for the first time in the 2000 Olympics in 
Sydney, AustraUa. While rock climbing has not yet been sanctioned as a 
medal sport, it has been included in the Games as an exhibition sport. 

Allen also plans to attend college in the future. She hopes to earn an ath- 
letic scholarship as a pole vaulter. She is considering attending Pepperdine 
University in CaUfomia because of its proximity to natural cliffs for rock 
climbing. "Have you seen the rock out there?" she said. "How could you 
not want to get out there every day?"

HOME AND FAMILY 

AUen lives in the Rocky Ripple neighborhood of Indianapolis with her 
family. Her parents are very supportive of her athletic goals. In fact, a year 
after she started climbing competitively they bought Climb Time, the 
Indianapolis climbing gym where she practiced. "We wanted to be with 
our kids," her father noted. "We didn't know the first thing about climb- 
ing." Nevertheless, the Allens turned Climb Time into a successful busi- 
ness. They gave the facility a thorough cleaning, replaced aU the floor 
padding, repaired the existing holds, and added thousands of new holds 
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to create diverse routes for cUmbers of all abilities. Thanks to their hard 
work, membership in the gym increased from 20 to 200 and monthly rev- 
enue doubled from about $11,000 to $23,000. 

HOBBIES AND OTHER INTERESTS 

Allen has a collection of over 500 toy monkeys. She often climbs with a 
tiny Curious George doll clipped to her belt in memory of her first climb- 
ing partner, Georgie the monkey. In fact, monkeys have become sort of a 
trademark for AUen — she often throws tiny monkey dolls to the crowd at 
climbing competitions. 

Thanks to her success in climbing competitions and her bubbly personali- 
ty, AUen has signed endorsement deals with 10 different companies. Her 
agent predicts that she could earn as much as $100,000 in sponsorship 
and prize money in 2003. AUen says that she wUl use part of earnings to 
help a famUy in Benin buy a house. She would also like to buy a pet mon- 
key, but her parents are not so sure about the idea. 

AUen wants to share her love of cUmbing with others and tries to help 
spread the popularity of her sport. For example, she does some coaching 
and has started a youth cUmbing club at her parents' gym. She also de- 
signs her own climbing clothes and hopes to start own line of clothing 
someday. "1 think my success wUl help others," she noted. "1 just want 
climbing to be big. ReaUy big." 

In her spare time, AUen enjoys going to the movies. She also plays electric 
bass guitar in the youth group band at her church and volunteers at the 
IndianapoUs ChUdren's Museum.

Five -Time World Champion of Women's Surfing 



BIRTH 

Layne Beachley was bom on May 24 , 1972, in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia. She was the adopted daughter of Neil Beachley, who 
worked as a marketing manager, and his wife Valerie. Her 
adoptive family also included an older brother, Jason. Layne's 
biological mother, Margaret Nickerson, made contact with her 
in 1998, and they have remained in touch since then. 
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YOUTH 



Beachley grew up as a tomboy who enjoyed playing outdoors with a group 
of neighborhood boys. She was very well-coordinated and learned to ride 
a skateboard at the age of two. "I remember stealing my brother's skate- 
board during one of his birthday parties and charging down the street, 

only to return home with half of my 
big toe missing," she noted. By the 
time she was three, Beachley could 
ride her skateboard while her father 
ran along and towed her behind him 
on a rope.

Beachle/s childhood home in Syd- 
ney was located a short bus ride from 
Manly Beach, where her father taught 
her to surf at the age of four. "I just 
pushed her out on the board and told 
her to stand up, and she did," her fa- 
ther recalled. Beachley started out by 
riding the waves created by a passing 
ferry along the shoreline, surfing on a 
styrofoam board. "She always had 
amazing balance," her brother recalled. 
"She used to jump fully clothed on a 
surfboard, plane to the other end, and 
get out without getting wet." At the 
age of five, she began paddling out to 
the edge of the roped-off swim area 
and then surfing back in, often run- 
ning into swimmers along the way. 

Sadly, Beachley's adoptive mother died 
from complications of surgery in 1978, 
when Layne was six years old. "I re- 
member Dad coming home and tell- 
ing me and I put my face in my piUow 
and cried for a while and that was it," 
she noted. "I don't think I really un- 
derstood the implications of it all." Being so young, Beachley retained only 
limited memories of her mother. "I don't have a clear recollection of her," 
she stated. "I do remember sitting on her lap early in the morning drink- 
ing the dregs out of her coffee cup. That must be why I have never liked 
coffee. I also remember the tantrums I would throw when she called me in 
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from playing outside for my afternoon nap. I still have the homemade 
blanket she used to cover me with." 

Following his wife's death, Neil Beachley depended on a family friend, 
Joan Tate, to help him care for the children. Tate played the role of a 
nanny — picking the children up after school, fixing them meals, allowing 
them to stay at her house when their father went out of town for busi- 
ness — but she also became a mother figure for young Layne. "Joan is a 
wonderful, nurturing woman who was the only mothering influence I 
would ever accept," she recalled. "I was a wretched child. I just wanted to 
play, to be outdoors, to be a tomboy. She let me do my thing, skateboard 
down the street at 100 miles per hour or ride my bike around the block 
and disappear or play tennis in the middle of the road, hit golf balls up the 
hill, climb trees. I was very hyperactive. If it was light, I was outside." 

Throughout her childhood, Beachley continued to spend a great deal of 
time at the beach. She learned early on that she faced an uphill battle as a 
girl involved in surfing — a sport dominated by boys. The boys around 
Sydney tended to be very protective of their favorite surfing spots, claim- 
ing that girls were not allowed on certain parts of the beach. Beachley ig- 
nored their warnings and often tried to surf in the boys' territory. "They'd 
pick me up by my wrists and ankles and heave me over the beach wall," 
she remembered. "I'd get right up, run back over the wall, and give as 
good as I got — and get thrown over again. This would sometimes hap- 
pen two or three times a day. I think that had a lot to do with who I am 
now." 

Beachley entered her first surfing contest at the age of 13, around the same 
time that she got her first fiberglass surfboard. At first, she did not really 
view surfing as a potential career. Instead, she planned to be either a pro- 
fessional tennis player or a stockbroker. She actually took a job in the stock 
exchange at one point, but it did not take long for her to migrate back to 
surfing. "After a couple weeks I realized, nope, that's not it,"she recalled. "I 
was an athlete." 

EDUCATION 

Beachley attended McKeUar Girls High School in Sydney, where she com- 
peted on the girls' surfing team. She won scholastic titles at the regional 
and state levels, then went on to compete in the National Scholastic Titles 
at Bells Beach in 1988. She earned her HSC — the equivalent of an Ameri- 
can high school diploma — the following year.

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 
Joining the Pro Tour 

Once Beachley decided to become a professional surfer, she worked hard 
to achieve her goal. She began competing on the Association of Surfing 
Professionals (ASP) World Championship Tour (WCT). In professional 
surfing events, competitors earn championship points and prize money by 
progressing through early group stages into later knock-out rounds. The last 
surfer re main ing after a series of head-to-head matchups is the winner. 

Beachley began competing on the WCT part-time in 1990. But without 
sponsors to provide equipment and help with travel expenses, she had to 
pay her own way by working at a series of odd jobs in restaurants, surf 
shops, and clothing stores. In 1991 she joined the pro tour full-time. She 
traveled to 15 competitions around the world between March and Decem- 
ber, lugging six surfboards with her everywhere she went. "At first it was a 
real struggle," she acknowledged. "Long plane rides, not knowing where I 
was going, where to stay, how to get there, foreign languages, foreign 
food, being away from friends and family and the comforts of home for 
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long periods of time. There is a lot more to doing the world tour than just 
surfing, but I was open to the experience." 

Beachley trained very hard during her early years on the WCT. In fact, she 
seemed to spend more time working out than practicing on her surfboard. 
"I was kind of psychotic about it," she admitted. "Td run up sand dunes 
with logs on my back. Fd ride a bike for 20 miles, run four miles, do 100 



sit-ups, then run back and do anoth- 
er 100 sit-ups. Just stupid things. Fd 
wake up feeling tike death. Sick with 
the flu, Fd go out and cycle at 5:30 
a.m. in the pouring rain to make my- 
self feel better. Otherwise, Fd feel 
guilty. ... It made me mentally tough 
but physically iU. I over-trained. . . . 
But without that training, I wouldn't 
have come this far. [There are] times 
in competition when you just cannot 
go any further, and you have to push 
yourself. That's what the training pre- 
pared me for." 

Beachley claimed her first professional 
surfing victory in 1993 at the Diet 
Coke Women's Classic at Narrabeen, 
Australia. "That's when my career 
changed for the better," she said of her 
first professional win. "I started believ- 
ing in myself, which is what makes a 
huge difference, especially in competi- 
tion. From then on I won at least one 
event every year."

Beachley won another event in 1994 and finished the year ranked fourth 
in championship points. American Lisa Anderson won the world title that 
year. Beachley claimed her third professional victory in 1995 and moved up 
to second in the world rankings behind Anderson. Beachley broke through 
to win five out of 11 WCT events in 1996, but inconsistent performances in 
the remaining events left her third in points at the end of the year, as An- 
derson claimed her third consecutive world championship. 

By the end of the 1996 season, Beachley developed chronic fatigue syn- 
drome. Her doctors blamed the condition on overtraining, too much travel- 
ing, and a poor diet that did not recognize her allergies to yeast and wheat. 
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"I wasn't allowed to surf for over a 
month/' she recalled. "I couldn't stay 
awake past eight o'clock at night, I 
couldn't get up before ten in the 
morning. I was dog-tired. It would be 
a beautiful sunny day outside and all 
I could do was sit on the couch and 
watch videos, then by four in the af- 
ternoon I was in tears, suicidal, be- 
cause I couldn't go surfing, couldn't 
go training, couldn't do anything I 
wanted to do." 

Beachley recovered during the off- 
season by making changes in her diet 
and cutting back on her trairung. She 
had another good year in 1997, win- 
ning two events and making the finals 
of many others. But she finished sec- 
ond in the world rankings once again, 
as Anderson claimed her fourth con- 
secutive championship. At this point, 
some critics claimed that Beachley did 
not have what it took to be a champi- 
on. The media started referring to her as a "bridesmaid," meaning that she 
stood in the shadows while her rival Anderson took the spotlight.

Winning Her First World Championship 

During the off-season, Beachley became romantically involved with fellow 
surfer Ken Bradshaw. Bradshaw, an American who was 20 years older 
than Beachley, was a legend in the world of surfing known for his mastery 
of big waves. He originated the sport of "tow-in surfing," in which surfers 
use motorized watercraft to tow them into the path of huge waves that 
break up to a mile offshore. Bradshaw used this method to ride waves up 
to 80 feet high, or the equivalent of a 10-storey building, at Outer Log 
Cabins off Hawaii. Bradshaw became Beachle/s boyfriend, mentor, coach, 
and traveling companion, and he played a large role in her later success. 
"Before I met Ken I doubted myself so often," she admitted. "I was afraid 
to win and step above everyone. He made me believe in myself." 

In addition to gaining Bradshaw's help, Beachley made some other changes 
before the 1998 season. She remained in Hawaii for several months in 
order to improve her technique in the small surf that she often encoun- 
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tered in women's contests. "I had to change my strategy and learn how to 
surf small waves/' she explained. "I get more of an adrenaline rush out of 
surfing big waves than just surfing in general. When there's power behind 
me, I don't have to put so much power into the wave; it's already under 
my feet. I can just generate my technique without having to concentrate 
on placing myself in a position on a wave where I can get the most power 
out of a turn." 



Beachley had a phenomenal year in 1998. She won three of the first four 
events on the pro tour on her way to claiming five victories for the year. In 
the meantime, her rival Anderson struggled with a back injury for much of 
the season. Beachle/s early success helped her clinch the world champi- 
onship with three events remaining. She captured her first world title by 
2,420 points — the largest point margin in the history of the sport — and 
took home $75,300 — the most prize money ever earned in a single sea- 
son by a female surfer. She also stopped Anderson's string of consecutive 
championships at four. 

Beachley was thrilled finally to become the world's top female surfer. But 
Bradshaw made sure that winning did not reduce her competitive drive. "I 
spent eight years getting to number one and I was almost relaxed and 
happy with that," Beachley recalled, "until Ken came up and said, 'You are 
the best women's surfer there is. Why can't you dominate for five years? 
Lisa [Anderson] won four consecutive. I'm setting you this goal: you win 
five world titles.' So basically Ken sets 

my goals and I go out and achieve 

them." 



Meeting Her Birth Mother 

In addition to achieving one of her 
professional goals in 1998, Beachley 
also accomplished one of her person- 
al goals — meeting her birth mother. 
Beachley had done some searching 
for her birth mother several years 
earUer, but she was only able to find 
limited information. In 1998, howev- 
er, her birth mother, Margaret Nick- 
erson, managed to find her. Nicker- 
son explained that she had given her 
daughter up for adoption because she 
was 17 years old, unmarried, and due 
to leave Australia and return to Glas-

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gow, Scotland. "She said she desperately wanted to keep me but she really 
^dn't have the resources to do it/'Beachley noted. "She had to go back to 
Scotland, and a single mother wasn't socially accepted, so she had to give 
me up." 

After speaking several times on the telephone, Beachley agreed to meet 
her birth mother in California, where Nickerson lived. The two women 
have met several times since then, and they are working together to define 
their relationship. "I tried to push her away a couple of times because Fm 
so focused oh my career," Beachley admitted. "We are creating a fiiend- 

ship, but I think she wanted a bit too 
much, too soon."Beachley claims that 
she has no hard feelings toward 
Nickerson for giving her up for adop- 
tion. "There's not an inch of resent- 
ment," she stated. "I have no problem 
with it because I love the way I was 
brought up. I loved my childhood. It 
created who I am, and I wouldn't 
change who I am for the world. Every 
experience I had was part of me." 

Defending the World Title 

As the 1999 WCT got underway, 
Beachley was determined to prove 
that her first world championship had 
not been a fluke. "I would like to be 
regarded as the best surfer ever," she 
stated. "When you achieve your goals, 
you set higher ones, and after winriing the title, I know the talents I have. I 
guess this season. I've got higher expectations more than anything." At the 
same time, Beachley realized that her competitors would be equally deter- 
mined to knock her off the throne. "I'm the one the other girls are going to 
target," she acknowledged. "I've got a buUseye this year and everyone's 
going to be aiming at it." 

Beachley turned in another fine performance in 1999. She won five events 
— despite suffering a tom knee ligament in the middle of the season — 
and successfully defended her world championship. Some people dis- 
counted her achievement, though, because her main rival, Anderson, had 
taken the year off to recover from injuries. "It's a lot of work being world 
champion," Beachley noted. "It's so much easier being number two. No 
one comes up to you and says, 'You suck, you don't deserve to be world

champion/ Or, 'You shouldn't have won today, you weren't on.' When 
you're number two, everyone gives you encouragement. They say, 'You can 
do it, you're the greatest, you deserve to be there.' I've learned not to take 
these things personally. I remember when I was number two, wanting to 
take Lisa out. That's what makes a true champion, being able to stay in 
there, handle the criticism, the ridicule, and the attention." 

Beachley sUenced many of the critics in 2000, when she won four WCT 
events to capture her third consecutive world title. Her most satisfying vic- 
tory came in the season-opening Billabong Pro in Australia in March, 
when she defeated Anderson head-to-head in the final. "I placed so much 
importance and emotion on the first contest victory that I felt like I had 
achieved it all," she remembered. "I came against Lisa Anderson in the 
final, and for the last two years the critics have been saying I wouldn't 
have won the two world championship titles if it hadn't been for her ab- 
sence because of her back injury. Finally I got to beat her outright, fair and 
square — it was a major accomplishment and I finally got to silence aU the 
critics." 

Beachley started out strong in the 2001 season, but then the European leg 
of the pro tour was canceled following the September 11 terrorist attacks 
on the United States. As a result, the world championship came down to 
the final event in Hawaii. Beachley came into the event leading by only 30 
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points, which meant that 10 of her competitors remained in the running 
to win the title. "I have never gone to Hawaii with less than a 600 point 
lead so it's a lot of pressure on me," she admitted. To make matters worse, 
Beachley's practice time was limited by a painful neck injury. 

When Beachley lost in the quarterfinals to South African Heather Clark, 
she figured that her hopes of winning a fourth consecutive world cham-

pionship were over. She was so upset 
about her poor performance that she 
stayed out in the water afterward, sit- 
ting on her board and crying. "I just 
wanted to cry like I'd never cried be- 
fore," she explained. "I had to let go, I 
had to go through that emotional 
grieving." To her amazement, howev- 
er, all of the other title contenders 
were knocked out of the competition 
one by one. She ended up winning 
the championship and equaling the 
record of four straight titles held by 
Lisa Anderson. "I was hoping it would 
be a lot more convincing than that," 
she said later. "I wanted to win. I didn't 
want to wait for other people to lose. 
But you can't have it your way all the 
time." 

Beachley knew that her close call in 
2001 would only give her competitors 
greater confidence going into 2002. 
"They've had a taste of what it's like 
to get close and next year will be 
tougher," she stated. "I'm going to 
have to work on some new moves 
and surf with more power and speed. 
I'm sure the judges get sick of seeing 
the same old stuff." 



Conquering the Big Waves 

While she was winning her fourth consecutive world championship in 
2001, Beachley was also earning a reputation as the world's best female 
big-wave surfer. She had always enjoyed riding large waves, and her asso- 
ciation with Bradshaw had introduced her to tow-in surfing. On January 
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Beachley surfing at the Billabong Pro event, the second ASP tour 
event of the 2001 season, in Tahiti. 



12, 2001, she rode the biggest wave ever surfed by a woman — a 30-footer 
at Outer Log Cabins. "I remember chasing the thing down and everyone 
just backing off because it was one of the biggest that came through, "she 
recalled.

In 2002 Beachley became the only woman to join a group of elite men 
surfers in the Billabong Odyssey — a $1 million, three -year quest to ride 
the world's biggest waves. She joined the group after Bradshaw's usual jet- 
ski partner suffered an injury. "I'm one of the boys and 1 don't consider 
myself just a girl in this situation," she stated. "When you're against 
Mother Nature, it's survival of the fittest, survival of the strongest — it's not 
gender biased. The reason 1 rode that 30-foot wave so successfully was be- 
cause 1 was mentally and physically prepared for the worst wipeout of my 
life. You've got to prepare yourself for the worst possible scenario and then 
hope for the best." As part of the Billabong Odyssey, Beachley surfed a 33- 
foot wave at Todos Santos Island off the Mexican coast. "1 wasn't really 
that challenged by it at aU,"she said afterward. "1 didn't get my hair wet." 
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Beachley actually preferred riding big offshore waves to surfing at some of 
the WCT locations, where the waves break in shallow water over danger- 
ous reefs. Her least favorite spot to surf is Teahupoo in Tahiti, which fea- 
tures razor-sharp coral that is nearly exposed as large waves approach it. 
She suffered broken ribs and herniated discs in her neck there once, but 
she came back to win a competition at the same place in 2001. "Tm so 
comfortable in big waves when there's deep water," she explained. "Tm

which is traveling around the world looking for the biggest waves to surf." 
The former couple parted on good terms and remain friends. "He and I 
are stiU prepared to work with each other in regards to my career and his 
big wave surfing," Beachley said. "But the romantic side of the relationship 
is over." 

Beachley put a great deal of pressure on herself as the 2002 season began. 
She badly wanted to win a fifth consecutive world championship in order 
to beat Anderson's record of four straight titles, as well as to claim her 
place in history as Australia's most successful surfer. But this desire made 
her overly anxious in the first few events of the WCT season. "I'm trying

Claiming a Record-Breaking Fifth 
Consecutive Championship 

As the 2002 WCT season got under- 
way, Beachley was distracted by a 
change m her personal life — she and 
Bradshaw decided to end their rela- 
tionship after nearly five years togeth- 
er. The main reason for the breakup 
was that Beachley wanted to live m 
her native Australia, while Bradshaw 
wanted to remain m Hawaii. "I miss 
my home, and Ken's place is Hawaii," 
she stated. "Traveling with me also 
stopped him from pursuing his dream. 
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too hard," she explained. "I came out all guns blazing this year and just put 
way to much expectation and pressure on myself." Though her perfor- 
mances were consistent, Beachley did not record her first victory until 
October at the Roxy Pro in France. None of her competitors had won 
more than one event either, though, so the victory moved her into first 
place in the point standings with only one event remaining. 

Beachley entered the season-ending BUlabong Pro in Hawaii with a 340- 
point lead over her closest rival. But she feU on the first wave of her quar- 
terfinal match and was knocked out of the competition. Her mistake 
opened the door for her competitors, three of whom were poised to take 
away her title by winning the event. Once again, Beachley found herself 
watching and waiting to see whether luck would bring her another cham- 
pionship. The finals were delayed a week due to poor weather conditions, 
which gave Beachley even more time to ponder her situation. When the 
day of the competition finally arrived, she tried to calm her nerves by free- 
surfing out of earshot of the announcers. "I can't stand to sit on the cliff 
and watch it aU unfold without my participation in it," she explained. 

Just as had happened the previous year, Beachle/s top rivals were elimi- 
nated from the competition one after the other. The contest organizers 
eventually sent someone over to where she was surfing to inform her that 
she had won her fifth world championship. "It was deja vu. It's a really 
frustrating way to win," she stated. "I'm in a state of disbelief. The guys on 
the jet ski came out and said, 'You've won, you've got to come in.' I said, 'I 
don't believe you.'" 

By claiming a fifth consecutive world title, Beachley became the most suc- 
cessful surfer in Australian history. No other Aussie has ever won more 
than four world titles. In fact, only American Kelly Slater has won six ca- 
reer world championships, and his titles did not come in consecutive 
years. Beachle/s 24 wins between 1993 and 2002 on the ASP World 
Championship Tour also tied fellow Australian Wendy Botha for most ca- 
reer professional surfing victories by a woman. Yet Beachley was not ready 
to stop there. "Now that I've won the five. I'm sure some of them are 
thinking, 'Well, she's got what she wanted and that's it, Layne Beachle/s 
done,"' she acknowledged. "But the goal is now six. Tm determined to 
continue achieving." 

Promoting the Sport of Surfing 

Beachley — whose nickname is "Beast" — believes that part of her job as 
world champion is to promote the sport of surfing, especially among 
young women. "I want to continue to be a role model for aU female ath-

letes and lead the way into a new era of women's surfing," she stated. 
Toward this end, Beachley agreed to appear as herself in the 2002 feature 
film Blue Crush. The movie follows the adventures of a group of indepen- 
dent-minded teenaged girls who live in Hawaii and love to surf. It features 
exciting scenes of surfing action, many of which were provided by Beach- 
ley's competitors on the pro tour. 

Beachley is gratified that surfing has been gaining popularity among 
women. In fact, 100 women competed on the pro tour in 2002 — twice as 
many as five years earlier. "It's fantastic to see so many women getting in- 
volved and inspiring each other," she noted. Makers of surfing equipment 
and apparel responded to the trend by expanding their offerings for 
women. At the same time, though, Beachley points out that professional 
women surfers stiU earn far less money than their male counterparts, and 
that women's competitions are often held in less -desirable locations. 

Although she admits that the life of a professional surfer has some nega- 
tive elements, Beachley loves her career. "It gets a little tedious at times," 
she said. "You learn to be comfortable living out of a suitcase and moving 
house every week or two. But I won't have this job for my whole life, so aU 
in all it's not too bad getting paid to see the world." She always tries to be- 
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have in a manner that makes her a good representative for her sport. "It's 
my responsibility as a world champion to be a role model and inspira- 
tion," she noted. "I've never done drugs, I've never tried pot, never had a 
puff of a cigarette. I'm completely drug-free." 

Beachley recognizes that surfing involves an element of danger, but she 
claims that this only makes the sport more fun. "I've never suffered a 
wipeout to the point where I want to give it away," she stated. "It just 
makes me more motivated to get back out there. You just get tossed 
around like you're on spin cycle, then you're on rinse, then you're on 
washing, and then you're on spin 
again . . . and then you're spat out. I 
pretend I'm a rag doll and start jok- 
ing with myself. It's aU mental. You've 
just got to accept that you're going to 
take the biggest poundings of your 
life and be able to relax under ex- 
treme duress. That's the secret. So 
there . . . you can aU go out there 
yourselves and do it now." 

The ups and downs that Beachley ex- 
perienced early in her career taught 
her a great deal about herself and 
helped her to become a five-time 
world champion. When she is asked 
to give advice to beginning surfers, 
she tells them to set goals, work hard to achieve them, and learn from their 
mistakes. "If you fight for something I think you appreciate it a lot more. I 
wouldn't change any of the adversity I've endured over my career because 
it's character-budding. It's who I am. I was not bom a world champion or a 
big -wave surfer. It stems from desire and commitment and sacrifice. 
You've got to know what you want from Hfe, then go out and get it," she 
said. "What doesn't kdl you makes you stronger! Every mistake is a learn- 
ing experience no matter how many times you may make the same error. 
Believe in yourself and surround yourself with people that believe in you 
too!" 

HOME AND FAMILY 

When she is not traveling to surfing competitions around the world, 
Beachley Lives in Dee Why, Australia. She says that spending time away 
from Australia always makes her anxious to return home. "I miss my fami-

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ly and friends/' she explained. "I miss the Australian culture, the sense of 
humor, the sarcasm. I miss being understood." 

Beachley is not married, though she has been linked romantically with 
several well-known men. After breaking up with legendary big-wave 
surfer Ken Bradshaw in 2002, she began dating Kirk Pengdly, a member of 
the rock band INXS. 

HOBBIES AND OTHER INTERESTS 

In her spare time, Beachley enjoys reading, watching movies, playing ten- 
nis, and practicing yoga. She also does promotional activities on behalf of 
her sponsors, which include Billabong, C3akley, Baby G, GaUaz, Island Style, 
and Boost. During the off-season, she sometimes appears as a sports ana- 
lyst on an Australian television station. Beachley has invested some of her 
prize money in real estate, and she owns three homes near Sydney in ad- 
dition to the one she lives in.

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Sue Bird 1980 - 

American Professional Basketball Player with the 
WNBA Seattle Storm 

Winner of Two NCAA Championships with the 
University of Connecticut Huskies 



BIRTH 

Suzanne Brigit Bird — knoAvn as Sue for short — was bom on 
October 18, 1980, in Syosset, a quiet suburb on Long Island in 
New York. Her father, Herschel, was a medical doctor special- 
izing in cardiac rehabilitation. Her mother, Nancy, worked as a 
nurse at Syosset High School. Sue has an older sister, Jennifer. 
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YOUTH 

Bird showed a strong competitive streak even as a child, when she hated 
to lose at board games like Candyland and Risk. She was an athletic girl 
who enjoyed playing aU kinds of sports, including soccer, tennis, track, and 
basketball. She honed her basketball talents by playing pickup games 
against neighborhood boys. One childhood friend recalled an incident 
when he beat her in a game, then took off his shirt and started to make a 
victory lap around the court. He was shocked when the basketball came 
flying across the court and hit him in the stomach. "I was just throwing 
the baU,"Bird said innocently. "I didn't mean to hit you there." 

Bird began playing organized basket- 
ball at the age of seven in a league 
organized by the Amateur Athletic 
Union (AAU). "My sister, who is five 
years older, played intramurals at a 
young age and I became interested 
by attending her games," she recalled. 

She ended up playing for a top-notch 
girls' team called the Liberty Belles, 
which won a regional championship 
and traveled to Salt Lake City, Utah, 
to compete for the AAU national 
championship. Bird played in a num- 
ber of competitive leagues over the 
next few years. During this time, she 
developed into a complete player. "I 
have the ability to shoot the ball. I can go by you. I can pull up," she ex- 
plained. "I don't have one superior strength in my game. I just do a lot of 
things pretty good, and it makes me a pretty good player." 

Bird's parents separated when she was 15 years old, and they eventually di- 
vorced. Though this situation was difficult for Bird, she remained close to 
both parents and learned a great deal from each of them. Her father tended 
to be blunt and often pointed out her mistakes, while her mother was al- 
ways supportive and emphasized the positive. "I had one telling me the 
truth and one being ultrasupportive,"Bird remembered. "It probably shaped 
my personality. They're so different, and I have both of them in me." 

EDUCATION 

Bird attended Syosset High School for two years. She was an honor roll 
student and earned varsity letters in soccer and track. But it was on the

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basketball court that she truly excelled, starting at point guard and averag- 
ing 20 points per game during her freshman year. In her sophomore sea- 
son she averaged 17.7 points, 6.0 rebounds, 5.6 assists, and 5.4 steals per 
game. 

Before the beginning of her junior year of high school. Bird decided to 
transfer to Christ the King, a private Catholic school in Queens, New York, 
that was known for its outstanding girls' basketball program. Christ the 
King had won seven consecutive state championships and produced a 
number of great women's basketball players, including WNBA star Cha- 
mique Holdsclaw. (For more information on Holdsclaw, see Biography To- 
day, Sep. 2000.) Several of Bird's AAU teammates attended Christ the King, 
and Bird wanted to join the Lady Royals in order to face tougher competi- 
tion on the court. "It's two different levels of competition," she explained. 
"I knew if I played against the best, it would make me a better player." 
Bird's parents rented an apartment in Middle Village, Queens, a few blocks 
away from her new school. They took turns living there with their daugh- 
ter during the week, and spent weekends in Syosset. 

Some people criticized Bird's decision to change schools. They accused 
Christ the King of recruiting players, which is not allowed in high school 
basketball. But Bird denied these charges. 

"Not at any point did any of the coaches ever approach me in a way, like, 
come to Christ the King," she said. "I had played with these girls in AAU 
and AAU started in sixth grade. So it was friends [that helped convince me 
to change schools]." Bob Mackey, one of Christ the King's assistant bas- 
ketball coaches, marveled at how Bird brushed off the criticism and re- 
mained focused on her goals. "She was going through a lot then, with the 
criticism for transferring and her parents getting divorced," he stated. "She 
was on top of everything, though. She was on top of her books, her bas- 
ketball, and life. All around her there was adversity and she never let the 
problems get her away from life. I think it aU prepared her for the college 
level." 

During her junior year. Bird averaged 17.4 points, 6.5 assists, and 5.0 steals 
per game. She led the Lady Royals to a 23-3 record and the New York 
State High School Championship. In her senior season. Bird averaged 16.3 
points, 3.9 rebounds, 7.3 assists, and 8.5 steals per game. Her strong per- 
formance at point guard helped Christ the King post a perfect 27-0 record 
and claim both the state and national championships. At the end of her 
high school career. Bird was honored as the player of the year for New 
York City and New York State for 1997-98. She was also named a high 
school All-American by Parade magazine. 
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Bird's basketball talents attracted the attention of many college scouts, and 
she received a number of scholarship offers from the nation's top women's 
basketball programs. Upon graduating from Christ the King in 1998, Bird 
decided to attend the University of Connecticut (UConn) in Storrs. "I have 
goals and I feel Connecticut is the 

place that will help me achieve them," 

she noted. "They have the greatest 
fans. The support is unbelievable. "Bird 
went on to make the dean's list as a 
student at UConn. She graduated with 
a bachelor's degree in communica- 
tions in 2002. 



CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

College — The University of 
Connecticut Huskies 

Bird entered UConn as part of one of 
the best recruiting classes in the histo- 
ry of women's basketball. She joined 
the Lady Huskies along with three 
other highly recruited players — center 
Tamika lATUiams and forwards Swin 
Cash and Asjha Jones.

She only started eight games in 1999, 
however, before suffering a season- 
ending knee injury. Bird was disap- 
pointed to miss most of her freshman » 

season, and she found it very frus- 
trating to watch from the bench. But the injury helped her realize that she 
had taken the game and her talent for granted. She vowed to come back 
and play with greater intensity frorri that time on. "I was dying to be out 
there. It's really hard to sit there and know there's nothing you can do. It's 
a helpless feeling," she noted. "Because of that experience, I value each 
game much more. You have to play every game like it's your last because it 
could be." 
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Bird also used her time on the 
sidelines to watch her teammates. 
She memorized their tendencies 
and noticed their strengths and 
weaknesses. When she was ready 
to return to the lineup, she used 
this information to improve her 
game. "I got to see what our team 
Ukes to do, what individuals like 
to do," she recalled. "Even though 
I didn't actually get playing expe- 
rience, I got watching experience. 
I was there every step of the way. 
... I kind of took notes. And I 
think that's kind of helped me." 

Without their star point guard 
on the floor, UConn struggled in 
the 1999 NCAA tournament. The 
highly touted Lady Huskies ended 
up being upset by Iowa State in 
the regional semifinals. But Bird 
came back during her sophomore 
year to average 10.9 points and 
4.3 assists per game. Her contri- 
butions helped lift her team to 
the NCAA championship against 
their arch-rivals, the University 
of Tennessee Lady Volunteers. When the season concluded. Bird was hon- 
ored as the Nancy Lieberman-Cline National Point Guard of the Year for 
2000. 

By her junior year. Bird had gained a reputation as a go-to player who was 
capable of making key plays in pressure situations. One of the biggest mo- 
ments of her college career came in the 2001 Big East Conference cham- 
pionship game. She hit a clutch shot at the buzzer to beat the top-ranked 
Notre Dame Fighting Irish by a score of 78-76 and give UConn its eighth 
consecutive conference title. The Lady Huskies reached the Final Four of 
the NCAA tournament that year, but they lost in the semifinal round. Bird 
once again averaged 10.9 points per game but increased her assist average 
to 5.0. She earned her second Nancy Lieberman-CUne National Point 
Guard of the Year award, and she was also named to the All-Big East 
Conference team.

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A Perfect Season 

As Bird's senior season got underway, UConn was the number one 
women's basketball team in the nation and the favorite to win the NCAA 
championship. The Lady Huskies' starting five — Bird, Cash, Jones, 
V\fiUiams, and sophomore guard Diana Taurasi — were widely regarded as 
the best in the game. Although each player possessed outstanding individ- 
ual talents, it was the way they played 
together as a team that was most im- 
pressive. Many people credited Bird 
with the success of her team. As the 
point guard, she was the leader on the 
court. She brought the ball down the 
floor, called plays, distributed passes, 
and helped her teammates reach their 
potential. "If we get everyone involved 
and the offense and defense is flow- 
ing we're really impossible to stop," 

Bird acknowledged. 

In addition to being a good baUhan- 
dler and playmaker, however. Bird was 
also a strong shooter. Throughout her 
college career, she engaged in a con- 
stant battle with Connecticut Head 
Coach Geno Auriemma, who always 
tried to convince her to shoot more. 

"For Sue it was always like,'Who can 1 
pass to now?' rather than taking the 
shot herself," Auriemma noted. "And 1 
wanted her to shoot more because 
she's a natural scorer who is very diffi- 
cult to defend because defenders 
know that while she's a very good 
shooter, she loves to pass." Bird tried 
to follow her coach's instructions, but 
shooting never came as naturally to her as passing and creating scoring 
opportunities for her teammates. "It's not really a battle," she said of her 
ongoing struggle with Auriemma. "I think he just wants certain things out 
of me so it'll help the team. It's not that I'm against that. It goes against 
some of my personality traits. I'm definitely willing to chip in and do 
whatever 1 need to do and fiU a role. He's stiU going to get mad at me if 1 
pass up a shot but I think I've been doing a much better job." 
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Connecticut Head Coach 
Geno Auriemma always 
tried to convince Bird to 
shoot more. "For Sue it 
was always like, 'Who 
can I pass to now?' 
rather than taking the 
shot herself," Auriemma 
noted. "And I wanted 
her to shoot more because 
she's a natural scorer 
who is very difficult to 
defend because defenders 
know that while she's 
a very good shooter, 
she loves to pass." 
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of the secret of the Lady Huskies' success was the close relationship 
that developed among the team's senior starters. Bird shared an off-cam- 
pus apartment with the three other members of her recruiting class — 
Swin Cash, Asjha Jones, and Tamika V\^ams. Bird learned a great deal 
from her African-American roommates. "Coming to college and rooming 
with someone of another race gave me a diff erent view of what people 
have to go through," Bird noted. Her teammates also talked about that 

learning experience. As Swin Cash 
explained, "The biggest thing she's 
learned from me is just that there's 
another side to the world," Cash said. 
"Where I come from — growing up 
in public housing and seeing drugs 
and alcohol and things she may not 
have experienced — I think it helps 
her to understand how society looks 
at people like me. I think it has 
helped her understand what it's like 
being African-American in the here 
and now." 

Thanks in part to the bond among the 
four senior starters, UConn exceeded 
aU expectations in 2002. The Lady 
Huskies finished the season with a 
perfect 39-0 record to match the best 
season ever in NCAA women's bas- 
ketball (set by Tennessee in 1998). 
They led the nation in scoring aver- 
age with 87.7 points per game, and 
set a new NCAA record by holding opponents to an average of 50 points 
per game. In fact, only one opponent ever came within 10 points of de- 
feating the Lady Huskies aU year. 

UConn defeated the Tennessee Lady Volunteers by a score of 79-56 in the 
semifinals of the NCAA tournament. Bird scored 18 points in that game, 
which was attended by the largest crowd ever to watch a women's basket- 
ball game. Then the Lady Huskies went on to face second-ranked 
Oklahoma in the NCAA finals. Though Bird stmggled a bit early in the 
game, she nailed sb< straight free throws down the stretch to help ice the 
victory, 82-70. UConn thus became only the fourth team in NCAA history 
to go undefeated and claim the championship. Bird averaged a team-high 
18.5 points during the season-ending tournament. 
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"When you're in 
high school thinking 
about college, you have 
all these ideas about 
how your career is 
going to play out and 
all these fantasies.

Bird completed her college career with a total of 1,378 points, 585 assists, 
and 243 steals. Her career averages were 11.7 points and 5.0 assists per 
game. She left UConn as the school's all-time career leader in three-point 
shooting percentage (45.9) and free throw percentage (89.2), and also set a 
school record for most assists in a season (231 during her senior year). The 
Lady Huskies posted an amazing record of 114-4 with Bird in the Lineup. 
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Looking back on her days with UConn, Bird admitted that her college 
basketball career had unfoWed in an even more spectacular fashion than 
she had hoped. "When you're in high school thinking about college, you 
have all these ideas about how your career is going to play out and all these 
fantasies," she noted. "I did have high expectations. What's happened this 
year, what's happened in my career, has outdone what I thought." 

At the end of her senior year. Bird received many postseason awards in 
recognition of her individual performance and her contributions to her 

team's remarkable season. She earned 
her third consecutive Nancy Lieber- 
man-CHne National Point Guard of 
the Year award, for example, and was 
named Big East Conference Player of 
the Year. She also was named a Kodak 
All-American and the Naismith Player 
of the Year. To top off her outstanding 
college career, she received the Honda 
Award and the Wade Trophy. Bird ac- 
cepted all of these honors with hu- 
mility, always sharing credit with her 
coaches, teammates, and family. "When 
you have teammates who are just as 
talented as you are, it's kind of weird 
to get all the attention,"she said. 

WNBA — The Seattle Storm 

Upon graduating from UConn in 
2002, Bird planned to begin a career 
as a professional basketball player in 
the Women's National Basketball As- 
sociation (WNBA), which plays in the 
summer. Although she looked forward to joining the WNBA she also felt 
reluctant to leave her college teammates. "Sometimes I find myself sitting 
in the locker room like a dork just thinking about how teams in the 
WNBA are probably not as close as we are," she explained. "How they 
don't eat pregame meals together and things like that. I'm going to miss 
how we just hang out here. I'm going to miss that the most." 

Bird was selected as the first overall pick in the 2002 WNBA draft by the 
Seattle Storm. She thus became the only guard ever taken with the top 
pick in the draft. "Point guards like her don't come along very often," said 
Storm Coach Lin Dunn. "She has great court vision and surprisingly good

speed and quickness. She can score, pass, and handle the ball, and she can 
lead. Her presence on the floor makes everybody better." Bird's starting 
salary with the Storm was $57,500, but she was expected to make ten 
times that amount through endorsement contracts. 

Bird was excited that her fellow seniors from the Lady Huskies were also 
selected high in the draft. In fact, UConn dominated the 2002 WNBA draft 
the way they had dominated the NCAA, with four players among the first 
six picks. Cash was selected second overall by the Detroit Shock, Jones 
was taken fourth overall by the Washington Mystics, and Williams went 
sixth overall to the Minnesota Lynx. 

Perhaps the biggest adjustment Bird had to make upon entering the 
WNBA was playing for a losing team. The Storm had posted a 10-22 record 
in 2001, and it had notched a dismal overall record of 16-48 during its first 
two years of existence. Bird was not accustomed to losing. She had lost only 
three games during her high school career with Christ the King, and only 
four games during her career at UConn — a total of seven losses in six 
years. Some observers pointed out that she could lose that many games in 
a month as a member of the Storm. "I personally really, really, really don't 
like to lose, so that's probably going to be a problem,"Bird admitted. 
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In the first game of her professional career, Bird scored 18 points and 
dished out six assists. But she also committed five turnovers as she strug- 
gled to adjust to the greater size and quickness of WNBA players. "I 
thought at times Sue looked like a rookie and at times she looked like an 
aU-pro player, "Dunn said afterward. "She did some good things for us of- 
fensively and was able to get us some big buckets, but she can't have five 
turnovers. "Though she initially struggled on the court. Bird made an im- 
mediate impact on the Storm with her star power. Her charm and positive 

attitude made her an instant favorite 
among fans, and her team saw a 
surge in ticket and merchandise sales 
as soon as she took the floor. 

Bird improved steadily over the course 
of her rookie season. In August she 
scored a franchise -record 33 points 
against the Portland Fire to help her 
team make the playoffs. The Storm 
finished the 2002 season with a 17-15 
record, which earned them fourth 
place in the Western Conference and 
the first playoff appearance in team 
history. Bird averaged 14.4 points and 
6.0 assists during her rookie season. 
She was named to the All-WNBA 
Team and was runner-up in voting for 
the WNBA Rookie of the Year award. 
Although the Storm lost to the Los Angeles Sparks in the first round of the 
playoffs. Bird had led the team to a remarkable turnaround. "As disappoint- 
ing as it is, I see the future and there is a lot of promise in it," she stated. 
"This was stiU a successful season because we got into the playoffs." 

NWBL — The Springfield Spirit 

When the WNBA season concluded. Bird signed a contract to play winter 
basketball with the Springfield Spirit of the National Women's Basketball 
League (NWBL). This relatively new six-team league offered top WNBA 
players a chance to play professionally in the United States rather than in 
Europe during the off-season. The Springfield Spirit featured several for- 
mer UConn players, including Rebecca Lobo, Kara Wolters, and Rita 
Wiliams. Bird's college roommate, Swin Cash, also joined the team in 2002. 
The Spirit hoped that the addition of Bird and Cash would help the team 
improve on its last-place finish of 2001.

Bird also became a member of the USA Basketball women's team, which 
represented the United States in international competitions, including the 
Olympics. She was the youngest member of the American team that went 
9-0 and won a gold medal at the World Championships in China in 2002. 
Barring injury. Bird is expected to become the starting point guard for 
Team USA at the 2004 Olympic Games. 

In recognition of Bird's outstanding year — which saw her lead teams to an 
NCAA championship, a world championship, and the WNBA playoffs — 
she was honored as the 2002 Sportswoman of the Year in the team catego- 
ry by the Women's Sports Foundation. People who knew her lined up to 
offer praise for her accomplishments on the court, as well as her leadership 
qualities off the court. "She's the best," said Christ the King Coach Bob 
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Mackey. "Adults love her because basically they want to see their kids 
grow up like her. Kids love her. Players look to her. Sue always has it to- 
gether. She's the complete package." 

HOME AND FAMILY 

Bird, who is single, remains close to her family. Her mother attended all of 
her home basketball games when she played for Connecticut, and her sis- 
ter made it to many games as well. Her father moved to Las Vegas, Ne- 
vada, after the divorce, but he traveled to see her play in the NCAA tour- 
nament and also watched several WNBA contests. 

People often ask whether Sue Bird is related to former NBA star Larry 
Bird. The two basketball players are not related, though Sue sometimes 
teases fans by making up an elaborate story about a family connection be- 
tween herself and the Boston Celtics legend. "I tell them he's my half- 
uncle,"she admitted. "I'll make up a total story about how my grandfather, 
on my dad's side, was married to Larry Bird's mother and they had Larry. 
Then, my grandfather and Larry Bird's mother got divorced and my 
grandfather remarried and had my dad. It really gets them going, but he's 
not my uncle. I wish, though, but he's not." 

HOBBIES AND OTHER INTERESTS 

In her free time. Bird enjoys hanging out with friends, listening to music, 
and watching movies. She has a remarkable memory for movie dialogue 
and can come up with a quote to fit almost any occasion. She also claims 
that she can recall the score and virtually every moment of every basket- 
ball game in which she has ever played.

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Fabiola da Silva 1979° 

Brazilian Professional Aggressive In-Line Skater 
Winner of Six Gold Medals in the X Games 



BIRTH 

Fabiola (pronounced fab-ee-OH-lah) Oliveria Samoes da Sil- 
va was bom on June 18, 1979, in Sao Paulo, Brazil. Brazil is the 
largest country on the continent of South America, and her 
hometown is a major city located near its Atlantic Coast. Her 
father, Ernesto, made a living by selling lottery tickets, while 
her mother, Claudette, worked as a housekeeper. Da SHva has 
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a younger sister, Fabiana, who is also an outstanding athlete. In 1997, 
Fabiana won a gold medal in the 1,500-meter event at the Pan-American 
Games junior track and field championships. Da Silva grew up speaking 
Portuguese, and she later learned to speak English. 

YOUTH 

Although da Silva's family did not have much money, she had an enjoy- 
able childhood. "Growing up in Brazil was fun," she recalled. "My parents 
worked hard and tried to give us the best they could. My sister and I learned 
pretty much how to do everything. We 
were very independent." Da Silva 
spent as much time as possible play- 
ing outdoors. She was a tomboy who 
liked swimming, volleyball, basket- 
ball, and skateboarding. "When I was 
little I always liked to play with the 
boys," she noted. "They had more fun 
toys than the girls." 

Da Shva took up kickboxing at the 
age of 12. She was good enough to 
become the junior regional champion 
in her weight class within a year. But 
when an opponent broke her nose 
during a practice match, she decided 
to look for another sport. It was 
around this time that da Silva re- 
ceived her first pair of in-line skates. 

She had enjoyed skating with traditional roller-skates for several years. 
When her mother saw how much Fabiola liked skating, she saved up 
money from her housekeeping job to buy her some in-line skates. These 
skates cost the equivalent of $500 in American money. 

After making the transition to tn-Hne skates, da Silva found that they were 
much easier to maneuver than her old roller-skates. "When I first tried it 
out I felt weird and uncoordinated," she remembered. "It took me a while 
to feel comfortable, but after that I picked it up real quick." Da Silva started 
hanging around at a skate park called RoUerbrothers in Sao Fhulo, where 
local teenaged boys went to practice doing tricks on their skateboards and 
in-line skates. Although da Silva was one of the only girls at the park, she 
quickly learned to perform tricks and stunts like the boys. "It looked cool, 
so I started doing it,"she said. Before long, da Silva joined the other kids in 
forrning teams and putting on amateur shows and competitions. 
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Da Silva spent as much 
time as possible playing 
outdoors. She was a tomboy 
who liked swimming, 
volleyball, basketball, and 
skateboarding. "When I was 
little I always liked to play 
with the hoys. They had more 
fun toys than the girls." 
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As she grew more interested in skating;, da Silva began watching video- 
tapes of the world's best skaters. She would replay their tricks over and 
over until she figured out how to do them. In 1995 tw'o American super- 
stars of professional skating, Chris Edwards and Arlo Eisenberg, visited 
Sao Paulo to put on a demonstration for the local skaters. "After they did 
their stuff, I got to skate a bit with them," da Silva recalled. "They really 
liked to see a girl skating out there! Afterwards, they asked me for my ad- 
dress, but I thought they were just being nice and that I wouldn't hear 
from them again."

A few months later, however, da Silva 
received an invitation from the Ameri- 
can skaters' sponsors to come to the 
United States to participate in a com- 
petition sponsored by the Aggressive 
Skaters Association (ASA). She was 
thrilled to make her first journey to 
America. "I was so excited," she re- 
membered. "Everything was so cool. I 
kept saying, 'Wow, everyone speaks 
English. Wow, I'm in the USA. Wow, 
aU these people can skate.'" The un- 
known 17-year-old girl from Brazil 
amazed onlookers by capturing first 
place in the "vert" competition at the 
1996 ASA World Tour event in Miami, 
Florida.

In the vert (short for vertical ramp) 
competition, skaters glide back and 
forth through an 11-foot-tall, U- 
shaped tube called a halfpipe. They 
gain speed on the downward ramps 
and perform tricks at the top of the 
upward ramps. Skaters are judged on 
the difficulty, performance, flow, and style of their tricks. Competitors usu- 
ally perform between 15 and 19 tricks within the 50-second time limit. 






Da Silva thrilled the crowd , at her first organized competition by sailing 
five to six feet in the air above the halfpipe and performing tricks that only 
the best male skaters would dare to try. She completed two 360- degree 
spins, an invert (a handstand performed on the coping at the upper edge 
of the halfpipe), and a backflip. When she finished, aU the professional 
skaters who had been watching rushed over to congratulate her. "It was 
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my favorite moment of skating," she remembered. "Everyone was coming 
up to me and telling me they Uked me. They said, 'Oh, you're good. You are 
so good.' It made me feel good inside." 

EDUCATION 

After winning the first competition she entered in the United States, da 
Silva knew she had the talent to be a professional aggressive in-line 
skater. But her mother insisted that she complete her education first. For 
the first two years of her career, da Silva lived with her family in Brazil, 
went to school, and traveled five times per year to skating competitions 
around the world. She graduated from Goaquin Leme Prado in Sao 
Paulo — the equivalent of an American high school — in 1998. 

Da Silva plans to attend college when her skating career is over. "I would 
love to go to school but I travel so much that I don't have time for it," she 
explained. "I would like to be a vet but I know I would have to choose 
study or skating. Skating is my fife and it's what makes me happy. So I'U 
keep skating until my body can't take it no more and then in the future I'U 
go to school. I know school wUl always be there and skating is not forever." 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

Winning Gold Medals at the X Games 

Da Silva's surprise victory in Miami in 1996 earned her a sponsorship deal 
with RoUerblade, one of the leading manufacturers of in-line skates. 
RoUerblade paid for her travel expenses and gave her free equipment, and 
she competed professionaUy as a member of the RoUerblade Riders team. 
"I had no idea they would pay you money to skate," she said after receiv- 
ing her sponsorship. Da SUva won a second ASA event in Queens, New 
York, and then appeared at the 1996 X Games in Newport, Rhode Island. 

The X Games are sometimes caUed the Olympics of alternative or extreme 
sports. The annual event features sports like skateboarding, wakeboarding, 
street luge, speed cUmbing, and motocross. Athletes from around the 
world compete in a variety of events for medals and prize money. It at- 
tracts thousands of spectators as weU as a national television audience. Da 
Silva continued her successful rookie season by claiming a gold medal at 
the X Games in the women's vert competition. She accompUshed this feat 
even though she and her coach were not informed that the time of her 
event had been changed. V\fithout having a chance to warm up before- 
hand, da SUva performed a flawless, high-flying routine.

Da Silva earned a second consecutive X Games gold medal in the wo- 
men's vert competition in 1997, and she claimed a third straight gold 
medal in 1998. After graduating from high school in Brazil that year, she 
moved to Santa Rosa, California. She felt that living in the United States 
would benefit her career by bringing her closer to professional in-line 
skating events, sponsors, and fans. "One of the reasons I moved to the 
United States was to learn English better, so I could speak to all my fans, 
especially the kids, about the lifestyle of skating," explained da Silva, who 
grew up speaking Portuguese. 

As a three-time champion, da Silva was the favorite in the women's vert 
competition at the 1999 X Games. Many people were surprised when 
she lost in the finals to Ayumi Kawasaki of Japan. But da Silva took the 
loss in stride and vowed to use the experience to her advantage. "There's 
been so much pressure on my back for three years," she admitted. "It's 
good if you don't win all the time and take a little break. Then you can 
get yourself right and come back stronger. That's my thinking. That's 
what I'm going to do." 
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True to her word, da Silva came back with a spectacular routine to reclaim 
the women's vert gold medal at the 2000 X Games. She performed a 720 
(two full rotations in the air) and a flatspin (a handstand spin with the 
body parallel to the ground) to defeat Kawasaki by half a point in the fi- 
nals. "I think the way I put tricks together worked," she said afterward. 
Then da Silva went on to capture gold in the women's park competition at 
the X Games. In the aggressive in-line skating events known as park or 
street competitions, skaters have 65 seconds to make their way through an 
obstacle course filled with benches, rails, and ramps. They m^e use of the 
obstacles to perform between 10 and 
17 tricks, which are judged on their 
difficulty and flow. Da Silva capped 
off her outstanding 2000 season by 
winning the ASA World Champion- 
ship in the women's vert event. 

Competing against the Men 

During the 2001 season, da Silva was 
the top-ranked female skater in the 
ASA for both street and vert events. 

She won the women's vert competi- 
tion at the X Games once again in 
2001 to claim her sixth gold medal. 

Unfortunately, she and her rival Ka- 
wasaki were the only women to quali- 
fy for the competition. 

Though highly popular among men, the vert event did not attract many 
women skaters. Some women felt that it was too difficult to master or too 
dangerous, and they generally preferred the street or park competition. "I 
am not discrirninating against girls," da Silva noted. "But sometimes girls 
say, 'Oh, I can't do that. I'm a girl.' I hate it when they say that. I want to die 
when they say that." Other women simply recognized that da Silva was so 
dominant in the vert that the best they could hope for was second place. 
The X Games ended up dropping the women's vert event from its sched- 
ule for 2002, and the ASA eliminated the women's vert competition that 
year as well. At this point, da Silva had claimed the ASA World Cham- 
pionship in women's vert three years in a row. 

Da Silva was disappointed that her best event was. being eUrninated from 
the ASA Pro Tour and the X Games. But the cancellation of women's vert 
did not end da Silva's days of competition. Two years earlier the ASA had 
made a special rule, often called the "Fabiola Rule," that allowed her to

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compete in the men's vert. "You don't get motivated if you don't have 
somebody to push you," she acknowledged at that time.

Once the Fabiola Rule was put in 
place in 2000, da Silva competed in the men's vert at scattered regional 
competitions and often finished in the top 10. In 2001, she and Kawasaki

want to show that girls can do anything they want to." By the end of the 
2002 season, da Silva was ranked 15th in the world in vert. She was the 
only woman included on the list of top competitors. 

Da Silva recognized that some men did not appreciate losing to a woman. 
"Some people get upset, you know, 'cause it's that macho thing," she 
noted. "But who cares. AU the girls are going to feel great." Another ad- 
vantage to joining the men's division was that it gave da Silva the oppor- 
tunity to compete for twice as much prize money as was offered in the 
women's division.

competed in the men's division as 
well as the women's division at the X 
Games, although both women failed 
to make the finals of the men's vert 
competition. 

In 2002 da Silva had no choice but to 
compete against men full-time in the 
vert. "I believe that girls can do it and 
I am going to keep skating and trying 
my hardest. In the beginning it will 
be hard, but in the future it's going to 
be good," she said. "I'm used to skat- 
ing with guys most of the time. It's 
always been that way. To be honest, I 
don't care what people think, and I 
don't care if I skate with girls or boys. 
I just want to skate and have fun." 

Da Silva proved that she could be 
competitive in the men's division by 
finishing third at a 2002 ASA Pro 
Tour event in Dallas, Texas. She fol- 
lowed this accomplishment by taking 
second place in men's vert at the 2002 
Latin American X Games in Brazil. "I 
hate when guys say girls can't do 
things," she stated. "In fact. I'd say that 
is what pushes me to be better. I just 
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Reaching the Top of Her Sport 

Da Silva is now widely regarded as the best women's vert skater in the 
world. She is also one of the most visible and respected athletes — among 
men or women — in her sport. In her home country of Brazil, she is 
known by her first name alone, like many of the country's top professional 
soccer players. Her fans around the world call her "Fab." 

Despite her widespread popularity, however, da Silva remains humble and 
often tries to downplay her impact on in-lme skating. "I don't want people 
to think of me as a big head," she explained. "It is so ugly on people, hav- 
ing a big head. You should be simple. I'm not like Michael Jordan. I'm just 
like everybody else."

Da Silva had the following advice for girls who are inter- 
ested in aggressive in-line skating: "Make sure you wear aU of your pads. 
Don't look at it as a 'guy sport.' If you feel comfortable, go out there and 
have fun. Do what makes you happy. It doesn't matter what it is."

In her spare time, Da SUva enjoys shopping, sleeping, and going to the 
beach. "I go to the beach a lot," she noted. "Maresias, in BrazU, is just 

beautiful — clean water, lots of trees, 
nice sand. Not many people go there, 
only the ones who live in the little 
town. It's almost deserted." 

Da SUva has signed endorsement 
deals with a number of companies, 
including RoUerblade, Mountain Dew, 
The Gap, Cornnuts, 50/50 Frames, 
Levis, and Harbinger pads. She has 
also allowed her likeness to be used 
in several video games. Overall, Da 
SUva earns about $70,000 per year in 
sponsorship and prize money, which 
gives her a higher annual salary than 
her parents combined. "I could have 
never dreamed of being where I am 
today," she stated. "One day I was in 
BrazU skating and today I have this 
good, lucky life. It's like I won the lot- 
tery."

YOUTH 

Johnson grew up in Livermore, California, southeast of San Francisco. He 
was an active boy who enjoyed playing basketball, baseball, and tennis, as 
well as skateboarding and riding motocross bikes. Always tall for his age, 
Johnson grew seven inches between the ages of seven and 12 and had 
reached six feet in height by the time he entered sixth grade. Being so 
much taUer than other kids made him feel self-conscious, especially when 
he became the subject of teasing. "I used to be a real outgoing person 
when I was younger," he recalled. "But then I started getting noticed a lot 
for my height. I felt like I was in a three -ring circus and didn't know how 
to handle it." 

One of Johnson's favorite activities as 
a boy was playing Little League base- 
ball. As a left-handed pitcher, he tried 
to copy the style of Vida Blue, a fa- 
mous left-handed pitcher for the 
Oakland A's. Johnson practiced pitch- 
ing for hours at a time by throwing a 
tennis ball against the door of his 
family's garage. "I'd get in the street 
and do my windup, and after I threw 
the tennis ball at the garage door 70 to 
80 times, the nails would start coming 
loose," he remembered. "My dad 
would have to hammer them back 
in." He also played catch with his fa- 
ther, who was an avid softball player. 

Johnson could always throw the ball very hard when he pitched in Little 
League, but he sometimes had trouble with his aim. This combination led 
some parents to complain that they did not want him to pitch because 
they were afraid their children might get hurt. Over time, as Johnson con- 
tinued to improve, he began to think about making a career for himself in 
professional baseball. "I wanted to be a police officer because they help 
and protect people," he noted. "But the more I played baseball, the more I 
enjoyed it. That's when I started working really hard at baseball." 

EDUCATION 

Determined to be known for something other than his height, Johnson 
fooled around a lot in school and tried to be the class clown. His behavior 
sometimes affected his studies. "I was in the principal's office a lot because

Johnson played baseball, basketball, and tennis at Livermore High School. 
As a senior, he led the league in scoring as a basketball player and pitched 
a perfect game (meaning that no opposing players reached base through 
either hits or walks) as a baseball player. By the time he graduated from 
high school in 1982, he had reached a height of six feet, nine inches. He 

was selected in the third round of the 
Major League Baseball (MLB) draft 
by the Atlanta Braves that year, but 
he decided to attend college instead 
of signing a pro contract. 
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"When I was younger 
and inexperienced, I was a 
very animated pitcher. 

I pitched with a lot of 
adrenaline. I was my own 
worst enemy when things 
weren't going well." 
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Johnson went to the University of 
Southern California (USC) on a dual 
scholarship for basketball and base- 
ball, but he quit basketball after his 
sophomore year in order to concen- 
trate on baseball. One of his team- 
mates on the USC baseball squad 
was future MLB home run champion 
Mark McGwire. Johnson posted a 
record of 16-12 (16 wins and 12 loss- 
es) over three seasons as a college 
pitcher as he continued to struggle with his control. "I was Kke six-foot- 
ten and 180 pounds," he remembered. "I threw hard, but I'd usually hit the 
backstop about every other pitch." In June 1985, at the end of his junior 
year, he was selected in the second round of the MLB draft by the 
Montreal Expos. This time, Johnson decided that he was ready to play pro 
baseball. 



CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 



The Ma j ors — Montreal Expos 

Like most young players, Johnson spent his first few years in the minor 
leagues. In baseball, some players start their professional careers in the 
major leagues. But many more start playing for a team in the minor 
leagues, also called the farm system. The teams in the minor leagues are 
affiliated with those in the major leagues. There are a variety of minor 
leagues, which are ranked according to the level of competition. The top or 
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best league is Class AAA (called Triple A), next is Class AA, then Class A, 
then below that are the rookie leagues. Players hope to move up through 
the system to a Class AAA team and then to the major leagues. 

Johnson started out with the Expos' Class A team in Jamestown, New York, 
then moved to the AA team in Jacksonville, Florida, before moving up to 
the AAA team in Indianapolis, Indiana. Throughout these years, Johnson 
gained a reputation as a moody and emotional player who struggled to 
control both his fastball and his temper. Still self-conscious about his 
height, he became annoyed when public-address annoimcers would intro- 
duce him as the tallest player in baseball, or when photographers would 
ask him to pose for pictures with the shortest player on the opposing team. 
He was easily flustered on the mound, too, and had a tendency to turn 
small mistakes into bigger ones. "When I was younger and inexperienced, I 
was a very animated pitcher," he explained. "I pitched with a lot of adrena- 
line. I was my own worst enemy when things weren't going well." 

In 1988, a group of Montreal scouts came to watch Johnson pitch in Indi- 
anapolis. They were looking for young players to promote to the big 
leagues. Unfortunately, Johnson was hit in the wrist of his pitching hand 
with a Line drive and had to leave the game early. Fmstrated at missing his 
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chance to impress the scouts, he smashed his right hand into the bat rack 
in the dugout. His left wrist turned out to be fine, but his right hand was 
broken. "Something had to give, and the bat rack was plywood three inch- 
es thick," he noted. This incident convinced the Expos to establish the 
Randy Johnson Rule, which allowed the team to fine players who hurt 
themselves in anger. 

Despite the injury, Johnson posted a record of 8-7 with a 3.26 eamed-mn 
average (ERA — the average number of earned mns given up by a pitcher 
per nine innings) in 1988, which was good enough to earn him a promo- 
tion to the big leagues in the fall of that year. He thus became the tallest 
player in MLB lustory at six feet, ten inches. More importantly to Johnson, 
he went 3-2 with a 2.42 ERA with the Expos and earned a spot in the 
team's starting rotation for the following season. Unfortunately, Johnson 
did not last long as a starter for Montreal. He lost the first seven games he 
pitched and posted a dismal 6.67 ERA. He suffered from a lack of control 
that caused him to walk too many batters. As a result, he was sent back to 
the minor leagues for the remainder of the year. 

Traded to the Seattle Mlaiiners 

In 1989, Johnson was traded to the Seattle Mariners. He played his first 
game for the Mariners in May of that year and defeated the New York 
Yankees by a score of 3-2. He went on to finish the season with a 7-9 
record and a 4.40 ERA. Although his statistics were not particularly im- 
pressive, many people started to take notice of the velocity of the young 
lefty's pitches. During the 1990 season, Johnson improved to 14-11 and 
made the MLB All-Star team for the first time in his career. But the best 
moment of the season came in June, when Johnson pitched the first no- 
hitter ever by a Mariners hurler during a game against the Detroit Tigers. 
Johnson could not wait to call his parents afterward and teU them about 
his accomplishment. "I talked to my mom, she was crying," he remem- 
bered. "My dad, my biggest critic, wanted to know why I walked six." 

Johnson became a solid performer for the Mariners, winning 13 games in 
1991 and 12 games in 1992. He threw as hard as anyone in the majors and 
led the league in strikeouts during the 1992 season with 241. But he con- 
tinued to have trouble controlling his pitches and also led the league in 
walks for the third consecutive year with 144. 

Johnson also struggled to control his emotions, often showing fits of tem- 
per or sulking over bad calls. When he was not pitching, he acted as if he 
did not take the game seriously. He often clowned around on the bench 
and played practical jokes on teammates. He once wore a Conehead cos- 
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tume in the dugout, for example, and he once waved to the crowd with a 
fake arm that then fell out of his sleeve. Finally, Johnson continued to be 
sensitive about his height and the attention it brought him. "Fm known 
more for my height than my pitching," he stated. "It's like I'm a freak, a 
sideshow act. I suppose it's not rude to ask me how tall I am; people just 
want to know. But if you were 300 pounds and people kept asking how 
much you weighed, would you like it?" 

Improving Consistency with the 
Help of a Legend 

By the 1992 season, Johnson had be- 
come so frustrated with his lack of 
control that he considered quitting 
baseball. "I had a million dollar arm, 
but I wasn't thinking enough about 
how to be a pitcher," he remembered. 

In August of that year, however, he 
met with Hall of Fame pitcher Nolan 
Ryan and Ryan's former pitching 
coach Tom House. (For more infor- 
mation on Ryan, see Biography Today, 

Oct. 1992, and Update in the 1993 
Annual Cumulation.) Ryan gave John- 
son valuable advice about dealing with 
the pressures of being a big-leagu'e 
pitcher. "Nolan said he saw a lot of 
himself in me — an unproven pitcher who had shined sporadically, "he re- 
called. "Nolan walked a lot of guys in his career, and he told me how he 
dealt with it. It was really beneficial." 

In the meantime. House helped Johnson correct a tiny flaw in his pitching 
mechanics that was affecting his consistency. "Tom noticed I was landing 
on the heel of my foot and spinning off toward third base," Johnson ex- 
plained. "As a result, my arm dropped, I was wide open, I became a 
sidearm pitcher and was inconsistent with my release point and location." 
Making small changes in his pitching style and his attitude on the mound 
made a huge difference in Johnson's performance. "I owe everything to 
Nolan and Tom," he stated. "Because of them, I now consistently throw the 
ball in the strike zone, I walk fewer guys, and I strike out more guys." 

In December 1992, Johnson's father died of heart disease. "After he passed 
away, I seriously thought about giving up baseball," Johnson recalled. 
"Baseball meant so little. I enjoyed the thrill of telling my dad how good I

was on a given night. When he passed away, I realized I had no one to call. 
Part of me had died too." Instead of quitting, however, Johnson decided to 
honor his father by becoming the best ballplayer he could possibly be. The 
loss of his father gave Johnson new perspective on what was important in 
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life. He became a bom-again Christian and started donating ten percent 
of his salary to charity. He also inscribed a cross and the word "Dad" on 
the palm of his baseball glove for inspiration. From that time on, Johnson 
approached his job with new confidence and maturity. "My heart got big- 
ger," he stated. "Determination can take you a long way. After my dad died 
I was convinced I could get through anything." 

Emerging as One of the Best Pitchers in Baseball 

When the 1993 season began. Mariners fans saw a new and improved 
Johnson. Up to that point in his career, his win-loss record was a mediocre 
49-48 and he had led the American 
League in walks for three straight 
seasons. But over the next nine years 
he would post an amazing 151-53 
record. In 1993, Johnson led the 
major leagues in strikeouts for a sec- 
ond time with 308 in 255 innings, 
while walking only 99. He posted a 
19-8 record that year with a 3.24 
ERA. He made his second All-Star 
tearn and pitched two scoreless in- 
nings. "My teammates now come up 
and ask when I'm pitching, instead of 
asking when I'm throwing,"he noted. 

"I think there's a big difference be- 
tween someone who tries to go in 
there and strike everybody out in- 
stead of being a pitcher and thinking 
about the entire game." 

In 1994 — with the season shortened due to a players' strike — Johnson 
became the Mariners' aU-time leader in victories. He compiled a 13-5 
record with a 3.19 ERA, led the league in strikeouts for the third straight 
year with 204 in 172 innings, and made his third appearance in the All- 
Star Game. Johnson was even more impressive in 1995. He went 18-2 for 
the year to set a new American League record for winning percentage, 
and he posted a 2.48 ERA. He also earned his fourth consecutive major- 
league strikeout title with 294 in 214 innings. His rate of 12.35 strikeouts 
per nine innings pitched broke the major-league record set by Nolan 
Ryan. Johnson was the starting pitcher for the All-Star Game, and he won 
the American League Cy Young Award — the award given annually to the 
top pitcher in each league.

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"I can look you in the eye and tell you I have never enjoyed playing base- 
ball more than I do now," Johnson said during his phenomenal 1995 sea- 
son. "Not in Little League, not in high school, not in college. The word po- 
tential used to hang over me like a cloud. People would say, 'What kind of 
game are we going to get today?' Now I'm content. Right now I'm enjoy- 
ing every aspect of my life." 

More important than his individual accomplishments, Johnson led the 
Mariners to the playoffs for the first time in the team's history. Seattle had 
trailed the California Angels in the standings by 11 games in August, but 
they came roaring back to tie on the last day of the season. The two teams 
played a one-game playoff to determine which one would win the divi- 
sion. Johnson took the mound for this game and pitched a 3-hitter. The 
Mariners' 9-1 victory gave the team its first-ever division title. 

Next, the Mariners faced the New York Yankees in a five-game wild-card 
playoff series. They lost the first two games, but then won game three with 
Johnson on the mound. After Seattle won game four to tie the series, 
Johnson came back on one day's rest to pitch three shutout innings in the 
deciding game, which the Mariners won 6-5 in extra innings. Seattle then 
moved on to the American League Championship Series, where they 
faced the powerful Cleveland Indians. Johnson won game three for the 
squad, then came back to pitch again in game six with the Mariners facing 
elimination. Although the left-handed ace performed well, he was clearly 
exhausted from the extra work of the playoffs. The Mariners lost 4-0 and 
were knocked out of the playoffs. 




Struggling through Injuries and Trade Rumors 

After a 5-0 start, Johnson went on the disabled list with a back injury dur- 
ing the 1996 season. He underwent surgery in August to correct a herniat- 
ed disk in his back. "There was no guarantee I would be back," he recalled. 
"I was on an operating table, so weak I couldn't pick up a cup of coffee." 
Although Johnson missed the remainder of the season, he worked hard to 
return to his former level of play. He came back strong during the 1997 
season, posting a 20-4 record to become the Mariners' first 20-game win- 
ner. He also led the American League in strikeouts per nine innings and 
was runner-up for the Cy Young Award behind Roger Clemens. 

The 1998 season proved to be a difficult one for Johnson. He was sched- 
uled to become a free agent in 1999, and Mariners' management decided 
that the team could not afford to sign their ace to a new contract. 
Negotiations between Johnson and the team broke down, and he became 
the center of a whirlwind of trade rumors. The uncertainty of the situation 
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affected Johnson's play, and he posted a disappointing 9-10 record with a 
4.33 ERA through July. Then the Mariners traded the big left-hander to the 
Houston Astros, a National League team that was picking up veteran 
players before the trade deadline in hopes of making it to the World 
Series. The trade seemed to rejuvenate Johnson, who won his first six 
starts and ended up 10-1 with a 1.28 ERA. Unfortunately, Johnson could 
not continue his magic in the playoffs. He was the losing pitcher in game 
one and game four as Houston was 
eliminated from the divisional cham- 
pionship. 

At the end of the 1998 season, some 
people suggested that Johnson had 
intentionally played poorly in Seattle 
because he was angry with team 
management. Johnson admitted that 
the conflict with management had af- 
fected his play, but he denied that it 
was intentional. "People are going to 
want to know how I could be 9-10 
with Seattle and 10-1 with Houston 
last year," he said. "I'U teU you exactly 
how I did it. Because I was happy. It's 
a five-letter word. I was much happier 
in Houston. I was happy with the en- 
vironment I was in. I was trying in 
Seattle. If anyone's ever seen me on 
the mound, I pitch with a lot of emo- 
tion. When you've got an employer 
screwing with your head, it's kind of 
tough." 



Joining the Arizona Diamondbacks 

Johnson became a free agent before the start of the 1999 season. Many 
teams were interested in acquiring him, so he had a choice of where to 
play out the remainder of his career. To the surprise of many baseball fans, 
he chose to join the Arizona Diamondbacks. The Diamondbacks were an 
expansion team that had lost 97 games in 1998, which was the team's first 
year in existence. But during the off-season Arizona acquired several 
proven veteran free agents, including a whole new starting pitching rota- 
tion. Johnson, who owned a home in Glendale, Arizona, signed a four- 
year contract worth $53 million to play for the Diamondbacks. "This com-

ing year I'm going to be extremely happy" he stated. "It's pretty special to 
be part of a community you actually live in as well. I'm excited about that. 
This is where my home is, it's where I want my family to be, and where I 
feel I can make the biggest impact of the teams that wanted me to pitch 
for them." 

Johnson continued to dominate with his new team. He posted a 17-9 rec- 
ord during the 1999 season and led the National League with a 2.48 ERA 
and 364 strikeouts. He came close to reaching Nolan Ryan's record of 383 
strikeouts set in 1973. In addition, his ratio of 5.2 strikeouts for every walk 
was the second-best ever. Johnson's strong performance earned him the 
National League Cy Young Award, making him only the third pitcher ever 
to win the coveted award in both leagues. He also led the Diamondbacks 
to the playoffs, but they were knocked out in the division championship 
series. Johnson pitched in game one and lost, which meant that he tied 
the record for most consecutive post-season losses by a pitcher with six. 

During the 2000 season, Johnson went 19-7 with a 2.64 ERA. He led the 
majors in strikeouts yet again with 347, and he became the 12th player in 
history to reach 3,000 career strikeouts. He tied a record by striking out 20 
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batters in one game against the Cincinnati Reds in June, and he recorded 
his 200th career victory in October. To top off his excellent year, Johnson 
won the Cy Young Award for the second season in a row. 



A Spectacular Season 

The 2001 season turned out to be the most satisfying of Johnson's career. 
With the addition of right-handed pitching ace Curt Schilling, the Dia- 
mondbacks put together the toughest pitching combination in baseball and 
went all the way to the World Series. Johnson posted a 21-6 record for the 
year with a 2.49 ERA. He led the majors in strikeouts for the eighth time 
with 372. The main difference this time was that Johnson did not have to 



carry the pitching load alone. His 
teammate Schilling went 22-6 during 
the 2001 season with a 2.98 ERA and 
293 strikeouts. Johnson and Schilling 
carried their team, which had a 43-56 
record in games when the two stars 
did not pitch. 

In addition to their impressive per- 
formances on the mound, Johnson 
and Schilling became close friends off 
the field. They played golf together 
every time the Mariners took a road 
trip. The loser had to buy a golf shirt 
at the pro shop, and the winner got 
to wear it into the clubhouse so their 
teammates would know who won. 
Johnson and Schilling pushed each 
other to perform at a new level aU 
year, but also reduced the pressure of 
being the lone ace on the pitching 
staff. "What helped most with Curt 
was that he's one of the few pitchers 
who knows the expectations put upon 
the ace in a rotation of five pitchers.

The Diamondbacks rode their two star pitchers into the playoffs, where 
they defeated the St. Louis Cardinals to win their division. Unfortunately, 
Johnson lost the game he started, which gave him a seven-game losing 
streak in the postseason dating back to 1995. But he broke the streak dur- 
ing the National League Championship Series, winning two games to 
help Arizona eliminate the Atlanta Braves. 

The 2001 World Series 

Arizona made it to the World Series 
faster than any other expansion team. 
There they faced the three-time de- 
fending champions, the mighty New 
York Yankees. The Yankees were big 
favorites going into the series, al- 
though some experts gave Arizona a 
chance thanks to Schilling and John- 
son. "This is what every player in that 
clubhouse has waited for," Johnson 
stated. "This is everybody's dream, to 
be here and to be playing the Yankees. 
It's the biggest stage in sports." The 
Diamondbacks won the first two 
games on the strength of their aces, 
with Johnson throwing a three-hit 
shutout with 11 strikeouts in game two. But the Yankees came back to win 
the next three games by one run each. With his team down 3-2 in the se- 
ries and facing elimination, Johnson won game six by a score of 15-2. 

Schilling started the decisive game seven and performed well for seven in- 
nings. TTien, in an unusual move, Diamondbacks Manager Bob Brenly 
brought in Johnson as a relief pitcher. "He said all along he's not going to 
play winter ball, so there's nothing to save it for," Brenly said. Johnson en- 
tered the final game with two outs in the eighth inning and his team be- 
hind 2-1. He got the next four outs to keep it a one-run game going into 
the bottom of the ninth. Then the Diamondbacks came back to win 3-2 on 
a bases-loaded single by Luis Gonzalez. Johnson received credit for the 
win, giving him three victories in the World Series. 

Johnson and Schilling shared the honor of World Series Most Valuable 
Player. The duo went 4-0 in the World Series with a combined 1.40 ERA. 
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"This is what every player 
in that clubhouse has 
waited for," Johnson said 
about making it to the 
World Series. "This is 
everybody's dream, to be 
here and to be playing 
the Yankees. It's the biggest 
stage in sports."

In fact, the two stars produced 224 of the 297 outs it takes a team to win a 
world championship through three rounds of playoffs. Afterward, Johnson 
won his third consecutive National League Cy Young Award. Schilling was 
the runner-up. "This has been a dream season. Not just because of the Cy 
Young Award but because another dream was fulfilled," Johnson said. "I 
know Curt's happy for me. I talked to him earlier today. He was calling me 
today to thank me for getting him to this next level where he's at. I 
thought that was the most flattering comment I've received to this point in 
my career." 

Johnson noted that the World Championship meant more to him than a 
whole trophy case fuU of individual honors. "If you are not at the pinnacle 
of your profession, the Super Bowl, the NBA Championship, World Series, 
you kind of feel short on your career," he explained. "I felt that way last 
year when I received my Cy Young Award. I stiU felt like I was not a com- 
plete player because I had not been to the World Series. I had some indi-

vidual accomplishments, but this is a team game, and it takes 25 guys to 
get to the World Series." 

In the 2002 season, Johnson continued his string of fine regular- season 
performances. He posted a 24-5 record with 334 strikeouts and a 2.32 
ERA, topping the National League in aU three categories. At the end of 
the season, he claimed his fourth consecutive National League Cy Young 
Award. Johnson thus became only the second pitcher in major-league his- 
tory to win four straight Cy Young Awards, and he tied the record of five 
career awards set by Roger Clemens. The Diamondbacks finished the 2002 
season with a 98-64 record to win their division, but they were swept in 
the first round of the playoffs by the St. Louis Cardinals. Johnson pitched 
in game one and allowed five runs in six innings. 

In March 2003, Johnson renegotiated his contract with the Arizona 
Diamondbacks. He signed a new two-year extension to his contract worth 
$33 million. That brings the total value of the deal he originally signed to 
almost $65 million Johnson's contract is the most lucrative annual deal for 
a baseball pitcher. But since he has earned a World Series trophy and five 
Cy Young Awards, including consecutive awards in the last four years, 
many agree he's worth it. 
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The Most Intimidating Pitcher of His Era 



The Big Unit is widely considered to be one of the most intimidating 
pitchers of his era. His career statistics through the 2002 season — 224 
wins, a 3.06 ERA, and five Cy Young Awards — speak for themselves. John- 
son has also struck out 3,746 batters in his career, and his average of 11.21 
strikeouts per nine irirdngs is the best in major- league history. 'T'm always 
trying to work on my control and get ahead of hitters," he stated. "That's 
pretty important for any pitcher, just being in control of the game more, dic- 
tating what's happening. I think I have a firm grasp on the majority of that, 
but there's always room for improvement." 



Aside from his statistics, however, 

Johnson's sheer presence on the 
mound is enough to intimidate hit- 
ters. His size and his unusual windup 
make it seem as if he is releasing the 
ball closer to hitters than most other 
pitchers, plus his fastball has been 
clocked at up to 100 rrules per hour. "I 
can be a little mtimidating when I 
pitch because I'm so much taller than 
everybody and I throw hard," he ad- 
mitted. "Hitters say it looks like I'm 
releasing the ball right on top of 
them." Johnson has proven to be near- 
ly impossible for left-handed batters 
to hit. In fact, lefties have chalked up a 

dismal .197 batting average against him over the course of his career. 
Many top left-handed hitters schedule their days off when Johnson is 
pitching so they do not have to face him. 
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"I can he a little 
intimidating when 
I pitch because I'm so 
much taller than 
everybody and I throw 
hard. Hitters say it looks 
like I'm releasing the hall 
right on top of them." 
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Ever since he turned his game around during the 1992 season, Johnson has 
gained a new appreciation for his sport and a new acceptance of his height. 
"Now I know it's been a gift from God to be this tail and to be left-handed 
and to have a fastball," he stated. "I really have a great life. I'm playing a 
sport I love and get grossly overpaid doing it. I'm not ashamed to say 
that." Johnson has learned some important lessons along the way to be- 
coming one of the best pitchers in baseball. "When things don't go your 
way, don't give up," he tells young fans. "Things haven't always gone my 
way. It took me a long time before I was able to throw the ball over the 
plate. There were times when I was really fmstrated. You should always 
believe in yourself. If you do, your dreams can come true." 
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MARRIAGE AND FAMILY 

Johnson met his wife, Lisa, at a charity golf tournament. They were mar- 
ried in 1993. The Johnsons have four children: daughters Samantha (born 
in 1994), WiUow (1998), and Alexandria (1999), and son Tanner (1996). They 
live in Glendale, Arizona, in a home with eight-foot doorways and high 
counters in order to accommodate Johnson's height. 

HOBBIES AND OTHER INTERESTS 

Johnson has a number of hobbies. He is an accomplished amateur pho- 
tographer whose work has been displayed in several art exhibitions. He 
also plays the drums and has had the opportunity to play with a few well- 
known bands, including Rush, Queensryche, and Soundgarden. Johnson 
also enjoys listening to music and maintains a collection of between 500 
and 600 old records. "The reason I got into collecting vinyl is because there 
are a lot of bands I grew up listening to that only had one or two success- 
ful albums," he explained. "It's hard to find them in compact disc. So you 
have to get them on vinyl." Finally, Johnson is involved in charity work. He 
is active in the fight against homelessness and cystic fibrosis, and he also 
participates in the Make-a-V\^sh Foundation.

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Jason Kidd 1973-

BIRTH 

Jason Frederick Kidd was born on March 23, 1973, in San 
Francisco, California. His father, Steve, worked as an airline 
supervisor for TWA. His mother, Anne, worked as a book- 
keeper for a bank. He has two younger sisters, Denise and 
Kimberly. 
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Jason comes from a mixed racial background — his father is African- 
American, and his mother is white. "I was different from the day I was 
bom," he stated. "I had two different cultures and two different back- 
grounds to learn from." 

YOUTH 

Kidd grew up as part of a wealthy, close-knit family on a ranch outside of 
Oakland, CaHfomia. He was a competitive boy who loved playing sports. 
He started out playing soccer, which was his favorite sport until he began 
playing basketball in the fourth grade. He stood out immediately on the 
basketball court. During his first year, 
he led his Catholic league team to a 
major victory, scoring 21 of the team's 
30 points. 

Kidd perfected his game on the asphalt 
courts in Oakland's playgrounds. It was 
there that he was "schooled" by NBA 
All-Star Gary Ihyton. "1 used to beat 
up on him to make him tough," Ihy- 
ton recalled. "He used to go home and 
teU his mother. But he'd come back 
every day and do something different 
to stop me from what 1 was doing to 
him." 

Kidd learned early on that the best way to be liked by the other players was 
to help them score baskets. Older boys often chose him to play on their 
teams because he passed the ball to them and made them look good. 
"Everybody wanted to score baskets," he noted. "1 would get picked [for 
teams] a lot because they knew 1 wouldn't shoot." He practiced aiming his 
passes by throwing the ball at flies on a wall beside his house. 

Neighborhood players also appreciated Kidd's fierce competitive spirit. In 
the sixth grade, for example, he charged right over a mailbox while playing 
in a neighborhood Thanksgiving football game. Such toughness is part of 
the reason he is often described as "a fullback with a basketball." Kidd's 
parents eventually convinced him to give up football. But he continued to 
play soccer and baseball, excelling at both. 

Kidd's athletic ability always shined the brightest on the basketball court, 
however. He was so talented, in fact, that he began receiving college re- 
cruiting letters before he even started high school. "Everybody started say- 
ing how great Jason was," his father recalled. "We were flattered, but afraid

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to accept it. I guess by high school we started believing he might be some- 
thing special." 

EDUCATION 

Kidd attended St. Joseph's of Notre Dame, a small Catholic high school in 
Alameda, California. He won the starting point guard position on the 
Pilots' varsity basketball team as a freshman. But when he posted poor 
grades in several of his classes, his parents threatened to pull him off the 
team. The threat convinced Kidd that he needed to pay more attention to 
his studies, and from that point on his grades improved. 

At the beginning of his high school career, Kidd did not have a strong out- 
side shot. He made up for this weakness with his masterful direction of the 
team's offense and his incredible passing abilities. But he also worked with 
his coach, Frank Laporte, to develop a reliable outside jump shot. During 
his freshman year, Kidd tallied 376 points, 263 assists, 278 rebounds, and 
157 steals. His impressive statistics helped him earn a number of regional 
honors as well as the California State Frosh Player of the Year award. Kidd 
also garnered praise from college coaches like Jerry Tarkanian of the 
University of Nevada-Los Vegas (UNLV), who called him "the next Magic 
Johnson, "referring to the legendary Los Angeles Lakers guard. 

Kidd continued to excel on the court during his sophomore season, post- 
ing 645 points, 320 assists, 297 rebounds, and 168 steals. He was named 
player of the year for his league and region. By his junior season, Kidd was 
a renowned high school star. So many people came to watch him play that 
the Pilots often had to hold home basketball games at the Oakland 
Coliseum, where the NBAs Golden State Warriors played. Colleges across 
the country sent recruiters to watch the young star, and he received nu- 
merous scholarship offers. St. Joseph's took advantage of Kidd's popularity 
by marketing a line of sportswear under his name and auctioning signed 
basketballs. He also had his own trading card. 

Prior to Kidd's junior season, Laporte chose to move the Pilots up a divi- 
sion in order to play against better competition, even though St. Joseph's 
had only one-third the enrollment of most Division I schools. Kidd re- 
warded his coach's confidence in him by leading the Pilots to the Cali- 
fornia Division I State Championships in both his junior and senior years. 
In his junior year, Kidd tallied 754 points, 237 assists, 309 rebounds, and 
145 steals in leading his team to a 31-3 record. His performance helped 
him earn All-American honors from Street and Smith and Parade — two of 
the most respected rankings for high school basketball players. 
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Kidd continued to improve through his senior year, posting 886 points, 
345 assists, 258 rebounds, and 249 steals to lead his team to a 32-3 record. 
He completed his high school career as the sixth all-time leading scorer in 
California prep history and the new state record holder for career assists 
with 1,155. His outstanding play earned him the 1992 Naismith Award as 
the nation's top high school basketball player, and he was also named na- 
tional player of the year by USA Today. But while Kidd's amazing statistics 
and long list of awards received a great deal of media attention, it was his 
unselfish play and uncanny ability to 
feed passes to. his teammates that 
gained the respect of his coaches and 
fellow players. Everyone agreed that 
Kidd's graduation from St. Joseph's of 
Notre Dame in 1992 marked the end 
of an era at the school. 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

College — The University of 
California Golden Bears 

Despite stmggling with his college 
entrance exams, Kidd was recmited 
heavily by a number of top college 
basketball programs, including Ari- 
zona, Kentucky, Kansas, and Ohio 
State. Some experts even suggested 
that he was good enough to skip col- 
lege and go straight to the NBA. His 
strong performance during a summer 
pro-am league in San Francisco — in 
which he was named most valuable 
player — proved that he could play at a professional level. "Jason Kidd is 
the only player I've seen in 32 years of coaching who could possibly skip 
college and go straight to the NBA," proclaimed University of Califomia- 
Los Angeles (UCLA) Coach Jim Harrick. 

Although Kidd initially planned to attend an out-of-state college, he even- 
tually decided to attend the University of CaMomia (commonly known as 
Cal) at the urging of his parents. Even though the university was not 
known as a basketball powerhouse, Kidd's parents had been impressed 
with Cal's head coach, Lou Campanelli, and his strong emphasis on aca- 
demics. In addition. Cal was only a few miles away from Kidd's family

home, so he could continue to receive support from his family and friends 
as he began this new stage in his life. In addition, Kidd had played pick-up 
games at Cal while in high school and he knew several of the players. As 
the beginning of the 1992-93 season approached, Kidd expressed confi- 
dence that he would be a star at the college level. "I think the transition 
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from high school to college is not that great for me as it might be for some 
players/' he explained. "Playing with the pro players and college players in 
the summer, I have an idea of what it's going to take." 

The year before Kidd joined the Golden Bears basketball squad, Cal posted 
a 10-18 record. Some experts predicted that Kidd could turn the team 
around within two seasons and lead them to the NCAA Final Four. Cal 
marketed their new star heavily. The team scheduled five home games at 
the Oakland Coliseum, which had more than twice as much seating ca- 
pacity as the school's 6,578-seat Harmon Arena. 

Despite these high expectations, the 
season got off to a rocky start. In the 
middle of Kidd's freshman year, Cam- 
paneUi was fired amidst controversy. 

According to rumors, CampaneUi had 
been pressuring his players in a nega- 
tive and stressful way. But players and 
their parents denied these allegations. 

Todd Bozeman, the assistant coach 
who had recruited Kidd, took over the 
head coaching job. 

As the season progressed, the Bears 
continued to improve. The squad fin- 
ished the season with a 21-9 record, 
earning the Bears an invitation to the 
NCAA tournament for only the sec- 
ond time in 33 years. Kidd excelled in 
the 1993 tournament. He hit several game-winning shots, including one 
against the Duke Blue Devils in the second round of the Midwest 
Regional. Kidd single-handedly eliminated the two-time defending na- 
tional champions from the NCAA tournament, and in the process earned 
himself a spot on the cover of Sports Illustrated. Cal's surprising tourna- 
ment run ended in the next round, however, when they lost to the 
University of Kansas Jayhawks. 

Kidd ended his freshman season averaging 13 points, 7.7 assists, 4.9 re- 
bounds per game. He also averaged 3.8 steals per game, which set an 
NCAA freshman record. Kidd became only the fifth freshman ever to be 
named to the AU Pacific-10 Conference team. He was also named Fresh- 
man of the Year by Sporting News and USA Today. Impressive statistics were 
not Kidd's only contribution to his team's success, however. Flis court sense 
and hustle also helped motivate his teammates to play their best.

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In his sophomore year of college (1993-94), Kidd led the nation in assists. 
He averaged 16.7 points and 9.1 assists per game, and also set a school 
record for career steals. Kidd was named a first-team All-American and 
the Fhc-10 Conference Player of the Year — becoming the first sophomore 
and the first player from the University of Califomia to earn that honor. 

NBA — The Dallas Mavericks 

Kidd did not return to Cal for his junior and senior years. Instead, he de- 
cided to make himself eligible for the 1994 NBA draft. He was selected as 
the second overall pick in the draft by the Dallas Mavericks — behind 
Glenn "Big Dog" Robinson of Purdue but ahead of Grant HiU of Duke. 
Kidd was thrilled to have the opportunity to play for the Mavericks. He 
had followed the team as a child and had even kept a Mavericks cap in his 
mother's car, dreaming that he would someday play in Dallas. He signed a 
contract worth $52.4 million over nine years. 

Prior to starting his pro career with the Mavericks, though, Kidd had to 
deal with several legal problems. An airline clerk named Alexandria 
Brown claimed that Kidd was the father of her son, Jason Jr., bom in 1993. 
Brown filed a paternity suit against Kidd, and he was ordered to pay child 
support. A young woman named TamekaTate also sued Kidd for $250,000 
for allegedly hitting and verbally abusing her. Due to conflicting stories 
from witnesses, however, the judge decided to drop the charges. Then, a 
month before he started playing for the Mavericks, Kidd left the scene of 
an auto accident that he was involved in and that he may have caused. He 
was arrested for speeding and misdemeanor hit-and-mn, fined $1,000, 
and ordered to serve 100 hours of community service by coaching basket- 
ball at the Boys and Girls Clubs. Kidd later claimed that these experiences 
helped him mature. "When you do something bad, something good can 
come out of it," he stated. He received a great deal of negative press during 
this time, but he helped improve his reception in the Dallas community by 
making major contributions to charities. 

Kidd joined a stmggling team in Dallas, just as he had at Cal. In fact, the 
Mavericks had only managed to win 13 of their 82 games during the 1993- 
94 season. Kidd provided the team with a badly needed dose of hustle and 
playmaking ability. In his rookie year he averaged 7.7 assists and 1.9 steals 
per game, which ranked him in the top 10 in the NBA in both categories. 
He also posted four triple-double games (games in which he achieved 
double digits in three statistical categories — usually points, rebounds, and 
assists), the most in the NBA. Kidd suffered a season-ending ankle injury 
in February, and his team failed to make the playoffs. The Mavericks still

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improved significantly over the previous season to finish with a 36-46 
record in 1994-95. 

Kidd shared Rookie of the Year honors with Grant Hill of the Detroit 
Pistons, and he was the only unanimous choice to the NBA All-Rookie 
team. He earned these honors despite the fact that he made only 38 per- 
cent of his shots from the field, a low percentage that showed how highly 
voters regarded his ability to pass off to teammates and to make plays 
happen. Kidd's outstanding play during his rookie season led many people 

to compare him to Magic Johnson. 
The great Los Angeles Lakers guard 
was Kidd's role model. "I wiU probably 
always pattern my game after Magic 
Johnson," he stated. "He was a total 
player. He always had fun on the court 
but at the same time he took care of 
business and he made everybody bet- 
ter around him. He brought his team 
to another level." 

During his second NBA season, 
Kidd averaged 16.6 points per game 
and was named to the starting team 
for the annual All-Star game. But the 
Mavericks struggled that year and 
their record dropped to 26-56. Ihit of 
the reason for the team's decline 
could be traced to conflict between 
Kidd and another young star on the 
Mavericks, Jimmy Jackson. The two 
players had trouble getting along 
both on and off the court. As a competitive but quiet player, Kidd some- 
times had problems communicating with his teammates. In fact, he once 
went six weeks without speaking to Jackson. Mavericks Coach Jim 
Cleamons tried to make peace between his two stars, but Kidd demanded 
to be traded. 

The Phoenix Suns 

In December 1996 the Mavericks traded Kidd to the Phoenix Suns for 
three other players. "This is for our future," said Suns Coach Danny Ainge. 
"Jason Kidd is a franchise player. He's a perennial AU-Star. I knew he was 
unhappy in Dallas, and I think he'll be excited with starting over fresh in a 
new city. If he can rekindle that fire he had in his first and second years.

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he'll be a superstar." Although Kidd was sorry to leave Dallas and many 
good friends, he was excited to join one of the strongest offenses in the 
NBA. He chose the jersey number 32, which represented the triple-double 
statistics he hoped would someday become his season averages. Unfor- 
tunately Kidd hurt his shoulder in his very first game in Phoenix and was 
out for most of the 1996-97 season. 

Kidd came back in the 1997-98 season to repeat his feat of posting four 
triple -doubles, tying Grant Hill for most in the NBA. Making full use of his 
ballhandling and defensive sldUs, Kidd led the Suns to the NBA playoffs 

with a 56-25 record. Although they 
lost to the San Antonio Spurs in the 
first roimd, Kidd earned a spot as a re- 
serve in the All-Star game that year. 

Kidd had an amazing season in 1998- 
99. He achieved seven triple -doubles 
(out of a total of 18 in the entire 
league) and averaged 16.9 points and 
an NBA-best 10.8 assists per game. 
He was also named the NBA Player 
of the Month in April. Unfortunately, 
the Sims again lost in the first round 
of the playoffs, this time to the Port- 
land Trailblazers . 

Kidd started out strong in the 1999- 
2000 season, but he fractured his left 
ankle in March. The injury forced him 
to sit out the last two months of the 
season and the first three games of 
the playoffs. He returned in time to 
help the Suns progress past the San Antonio Spurs to the second round of 
the playoffs, where they faced the Los Angeles Lakers. Although Kidd 
played well and achieved his first-ever triple-double in a playoff game, the 
Suns lost the series. His individual statistics remained impressive despite 
his injury. He led the NBA in triple -doubles with five and in assists with 
an average of 10.1 per game. He started in the All-Star game and was also 
honored for his defensive sldUs, making the All-Defensive Second Team. 

In the fall of 2000, Kidd contributed his talents to the U.S. men's basketball 
team at the Olympic Games in Sydney, Australia. As the starting point 
guard and one of three captains, he helped Team USA bring home the gold 
medal.

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The 2000-01 season marked the third consecutive year that Kidd led the 
NBA in assists (averaging 9.8 per game) and triple -doubles (with seven), 
and he was once again selected to play in the All-Star game. The Suns fin- 
ished the season with a 51-31 record, but they were knocked out in the 
first round of the playoffs. 

Kidd's off-court legal troubles also returned in 2001, when he was arrested 
for hitting his wife, Joumana, during an argument. He spent a night in jail, 
paid a fine, and underwent counseling with a sports psychologist. fGdd 
expressed remorse for his actions, sending a letter of apology to Suns sea- 
son-ticket holders and making an apology to fans at mid-court after a 
home game. He blamed his behavior on career-related stress and the 
death of his father in 1999 from a heart attack. He also claimed that the ar- 
rest had a positive effect on him by helping him learn to communicate 
better and express his emotions in a more appropriate way. He said that 
the development of these skills not only improved his home life, but also 
helped make him a stronger team leader. 

The New Jersey Nets 

In July 2001, Kidd was traded to the New Jersey Nets. Many observers be- 
lieved that the Suns decided to trade him because of the negative publicity 
his behavior had brought to the team. Despite such rumors, however, 
Kidd received a warm reception in New Jersey. In fact, he was named co- 
captain of the Nets — a team that had finished 26-56 the previous year 
and had not posted a winning season since 1997-98. 

Kidd set a goal for his new team of winning 40 games in the 2001-02 sea- 
son. He also promised to lead the Nets to the playoffs. New Jersey 
shocked many observers by winning seven of their first eight games under 
Kidd's dazzling on-court leadership, and the team continued to perform 
above expectations throughout the grueling NBA season. The Nets con- 
cluded the season with a 52-30 record, which marked the first time the 
team had won over 50 games in a season since its entry into the NBA in 
1976. The Nets tallied the best record in the Eastern Conference, making 
them the top- seeded team heading into the 2002 playoffs. 

New Jersey had only made it past the first round of the playoffs once before 
in its franchise history. But powered by Kidd's performance, the Nets pro- 
gressed aU the way to the NBA finals. He was the top scorer for his team in 
11 of their 20 playoff games, and he even averaged a triple-double in the 
conference finals against the Boston Celtics — thus becoming the first play- 
er since Magic Johnson in 1983 to achieve triple-double stats in a confer- 
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ence championship. The Nets were swept in the finals by the defending 
champion Lakers, but they had come a long way in one season. 

Kidd gave his teammates credit for the Nets' surprising run. "I think that 
you cannot measure what's inside somebod/s body and what I mean by 
that [is] heart," he stated. "These guys, my teammates, have been knocked 
down, been tortured in their short careers in New Jersey, and we surprised 
a lot of people."The 2001-02 campaign also marked Kdd's fifth appear- 
ance in the All-Star game of his eight-year career, and he finished second 
to Tim Duncan of the San Antonio Spurs in voting for the NBA's most 
valuable player. 






One of the League's Best 
Point Guards 



Today, Kidd is widely considered to 
be among the best point guards in 
the NBA. He is acknowledged as a 
strong all-around player who con- 
tributes by scoring, rebounding, and 
making assists, as weU as by blocking 
shots and making steals. But it is 
Kidd's remarkable passing ability that 
most distinguishes his play. "I never 
talk to him about [his passing]," said 
Nets Coach Byron Scott. "It's just like 
Picasso when he's doing a paint- 
ing — you don't bother an artist, you 
let him do his work." Rudy Tomjan- 
ovich, the head coach of the Houston 
Rockets who had coached Kidd in the 
2000 Olympics, added: "That Kidd's a special player. He gets lost in the 
game. He's like Magic Qohnson] or [Larry] Bird or the special few who see 
things that other guys just don't see. He has a knack for making the big 
plays, and it there's a way to win, Jason Kidd will find it."

Kidd has played for three NBA teams, and aU of them have irnproved their 
records with him at point guard. He ranks fourth aU-time among NBA 
players in career assist average, at 9.4 per game, and ninth aU-time in ca- 
reer steal average, at 2.11 per game. Kidd celebrated his 5,000th career as- 
sist in January 2002, and he hopes to beat John Stockton's record of more 
than 15,000 assists before his career is over.

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has asked for a seven-year contract worth approximately $120 million. This 
amount may not be feasible for the Nets — or any other NBA team — given 
salary cap restrictions. The Nets have said that they wiU do everything pos- 
sible to keep Kidd in New Jersey. The team's best hope for keeping their 
star player may be to remain a contender for the NBA championship. 
Toward that end, the Nets acquired several promising players before the 
2002-03 season, including seven-foot, two-inch center Dikembe Mutom-

During the 2002-03 season Kidd 
began taking rnore shots per game, 
which raised his scoring average to 
19.6 points per game but lowered his 
assists to 8.5 per game. By the begin- 
ning of March, the Nets had posted a 
38-22 record and were leading their 
division. "The Nets wiU be a blueprint 
for any team out there," Kidd stated.

Kidd met his wife, Joumana Samaha, while he was playing in Phoenix and 
she was working as a local television reporter. They have a son. Trey (known 
as T.J.), who was bom in 1999, and twin daughters, Miah and Jazelle, bom 
in 2001. Kidd also has another son, Jason Jr., from an earlier relationship, 
during his college years. 

Kidd and his family have lived in Saddle River, New Jersey, since he joined 
the Nets in 2001. Regarding the well-publicized incident in which he hit 
his wife, Kidd says that his abusive behavior is a thing of the past and that 
his marriage is stronger than ever. As his wife Joumana explained, "The 
important thing is that Jason made a mistake, acknowledged it, and did 
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everything he could to make it better. We didn't sweep it under the carpet 
Like a lot of people do. He's a role model and people saw him fall. And like 
one fan said to me/It's not how you fall, it's how you get up.'" 

Kidd continues to attend counseling voluntarily to help him control his 
temper and avoid violent outbursts. He says that he no longer allows his 
career to interfere with his home Life. "You can really get caught up in this 
job," he explained. "Family should always be number one, no matter what 
your job is. [The incident] helped me 
put things back in order and see 
them a lot clearer, not just at home 
but on the court, too. Any time [your] 
home is in order, you can do every- 
thing else well." 

Kidd blows a kiss to his wife before 
every free throw. The tradition started 
when Joumana asked him to wave to 
her on camera when he was at an 
away game. He thought that would 
be embarrassing, but he blew her a 
kiss before shooting a free throw. The 
kiss has now become part of the ritu- 
al he uses to focus his concentration 
before he shoots. 

HOBBIES AND OTHER 
INTERESTS 

In his spare time, Kidd enjoys playing 
golf and listening to rhythm and blues 
music. He has also collected baseball cards since he was a child. His most 
prized possession is his Ken Griffey Jr. card. He also collects basketball 
memorabilia. 

Kidd has been involved in charity work throughout his NBA career. While 
he played with the Mavericks, for example, he bought 30 season tickets so 
that underprivileged children could attend games. After the terrorist at- 
tacks of September 11, 2001, Kidd donated 500 tickets for each of New 
Jersey's home playoff games to police, firefighters, and relatives of the 
World Trade Center victims. Kidd has also donated money to churches to 
build basketball courts. Some of his charity work is handled through the 
Jason Kidd Foundation, which hosts an annual charity golf event, and the 
Jason Kidd Basketball Scholarship Fund at the University of California.

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Tony Stewart 1971-

BIRTH 

Anthony Stewart — known as Tony — was born on May 20, 
1971, in RushviUe, Indiana. He was named after the legendary 
race-car driver A.J. (short for Anthony Joseph) Foyt, who won 
the Indianapolis 500 four times in his career. Tonyas father. 
Nelson, was a traveling salesman, and his mother, Pam, was a 
receptionist in a doctor's office. Tony's parents divorced when 
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he was a teenager, though they remained good friends. His mother later 
married Mike Boas. Tony also has a younger sister, Natalie. 

YOUTH 

Tony Stewart grew up in Columbus, Indiana, a quiet, middle -class suburb 
located less than 50 miles from Indianapolis Motor Speedway — site of the 
annual Indianapolis 500 auto race. His family home had a large garage in 
the backyard where his father was always tinkering with cars. Nelson 
Stewart competed in some amateur races as a hobby, and he often took the 
family to watch short-track races on nearby tracks. From the time he was a 
baby, Tony shared this interest in cars 
and racing. For example, he always 
wanted to look at his father's car mag- 
azines instead of picture books. 

Throughout his childhood, Tony was 
attracted to anything with wheels on 
it. A favorite family photograph shows 
him sitting on his mother's vacuum 
cleaner while wearing a mbdng bowl 
on his head as a helmet. As a boy he 
raced Big Wheels and bicycles against 
other kids in the neighborhood. Tony 
also enjoyed staging make-believe 
races with his toy cars on an oval- 
shaped, braided rug. "To him, the dif- 
ferent braids made lanes; that was his 
racetrack," his mother recalled. "We'd 
haul that rug wherever we went, be- 
cause that thing kept Tony busy for 
hours."

Starting to Race 

When Tony was five years old, his father bought him a go-kart with an en- 
gine. He raced it around the backyard so often that he tore up aU the grass. 
"Tony carved a definite oval into our backyard, and he would just go 
around and around on that go-kart," his mother remembered. "It wasn't 
long before we decided he needed to be out on a real track someplace." In 
1978, when he was seven years old, Tony drove in his first organized go- 
kart race at a track in Westport, Indiana. He won his first championship in 
1980 in the four-cycle engine rookie junior class at the Columbus Fair- 
grounds.

Stewart enjoyed staging 
make-believe races 
with his toy cars 
on an oval-shaped, 
braided rug.

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Before long, Tony and his father were traveling to races across the Midwest 
run by the International Karting Federation (DCF) and the World Karting 
Association (WKA). Although they could not afford the top-of-the-Iine 
karts and equipment used by some other teams, they were very success- 
ful — thanks to Ton/s driving skill and Nelson's mechanical ability. Tony 
won the DCF Grand National Championship in 1983, and he claimed the 
WKA National Championship in 1987.

Tony attributes much of his success 
as a young driver to his father. "He 
never let me settle for second," he re- 
called. "He didn't like it when we ran 
second, and he knew that I didn't like 
it when we ran second. D he saw that 
I wasn't giving 100 percent, then he 
was on me pretty hard about it. He 
pushed me to be better. He never 
pressured me to be the best race car 
driver in the world, but he did pres- 
sure me to be the best race car driver 
that I could be. . . . That's probably 
why you see so much fire in me to- 
day, because he always wanted me to 
be the best that I could be." 






Of course, Tony admits that his rela- 
tionship with his father was not with- 
out conflicts. During his teen years, 
Tony went through a lazy, goof- 
around phase where all he wanted to 
do was hang around with his friends. 
One day, his parents went to visit rel- 
atives and asked him to mow the 
lawn while they were gone. When they returned. Nelson was furious to see 
that Tony had not mowed the lawn and instead spent the day playing base- 
ball. That evening, a friend called to ask Nelson whether he knew of any 
good karts for sale. Nelson arranged to seU Ton/s kart in order to teach his 
son a lesson about hard work and responsibility. Tony saw the buyer pick 
up his kart while he was belatedly mowing the lawn. "Seeing that kart dis- 
appear down the street absolutely destroyed me," he noted. "I finished 
mowing the yard, but I was literally crying my eyes out the whole time." 



Luckily for Stewart's racing career, the situation turned out for the best. A 
few weeks later he was hired to race an enduro kart for a race team. 
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Enduro karts are also known as laydown karts because of the driver's po- 
sition in the cockpit. They raced at large, well-known racetracks and went 
over 100 miles per hour. They provided an excellent training ground for 
young drivers who hoped to continue moving up through the ranks of 
auto racing. 

Tony's parents divorced when he was in high school. Although he lived 
with his mother, he continued to go racing every weekend with his father. 
"Their divorce never stopped either of them from being a strong presence 
in my life," he noted. "Together or separately, they always provided the 
right amount of discipline for me." While his parents' divorce was difficult 
for him at the time, he later acknowledged that it was probably the best 
thing for everyone concerned. 

EDUCATION 

Stewart attended Columbus North High School. When he could make 
time in his racing schedule, he played trombone in the school's marching 
band. He graduated from Columbus North High School in 1989. 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

After graduating from high school, Stewart moved up to race three-quar- 
ter (TQ) midget cars. These open-wheeled machines had more power 
than karts and usually raced on oval dirt tracks. In 1991 he was given an 
opportunity to drive sprint cars in a series organized by the United States 
Auto Club (USAC). He was so successful that he was honored as the 
USAC Sprint Car rookie of the year. 

USAC sanctions races for three divisions of open -wheeled cars — midget, 
sprint, and Silver Crown. Over the next few years, Stewart was hired to 
drive cars in aU three divisions. This experience helped him to become a 
more versatile all-around driver. "I [got] an education in racing that you 
couldn't have bought at any price," he stated. "All these rides took me to 
every sort of short track there is: dirt tracks, paved tracks, flat tracks, 
banked tracks, fast tracks, slow tracks. Because of that, I never fell into the 
common trap that snags so many young drivers: they develop a fixed style 
which helps them go fast at one type of track, but hurts them at another." 

Although Stewart spent a lot of time racing in the early 1990s, he did not 
earn enough prize money to support himself. He worked at a series of odd 
jobs to help make ends meet. For example, he worked at McDonald's in 
Columbus, at a friend's brick plant, and as the go-kart track operator at a 
family fun center. "It wasn't an easy life in those short-track days," he re-

called. "I slept in the backseat of my car more than once, too broke even to 
think about a motel room. I went to racetracks praying I'd win enough gas 
money to get back home." 

In 1993 Stewart earned $3,500 in prize money at a single race. It was then 
that he decided to give up his part-time jobs and become a full-time race- 
car driver. The following year he won the USAC National Midget Cham- 
pionship. In 1995 he made history by winning the national championship 
in aU three USAC divisions. Stewart thus became the first driver ever to 
hold the midget, sprint, and Silver Crown titles in the same year. In fact, 
only one other driver — open -wheel legend Ihncho Carter — had won aU 
three championships in his career. Winning USAC's Triple Crown required 
Stewart to compete in 58 national events over a ten-month season, always 
juggling the schedules of the three classes of races. 

Joining the Indy Racing League 

Stewart's success in the USAC ranks attracted the attention of John 
Menard, the owner of a team in the Indy Racing League (IRL). The IRL 
was founded by Tony George, owner of the Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
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(home of the Indianapolis 500). George had become involved in a dispute 
with Championship Auto Racing Teams (CART), the organization that 
handled Indy Car racing in the United States. He felt that CART's rules 
had made Indy Car racing so expensive that it was impossible for young, 
talented American drivers to break into the sport. The popularity of Indy 
Car racing declined as more and more 
promising young drivers began rac- 
ing stock cars in events organized by 
the National Association of Stock Car 
Auto Racing (NASCAR). Stock cars 
are like those sold in auto showrooms, 
but with souped-up engines, wide 
tires, and aerodynamic body work. 

Stock car racing provided a more af- 
fordable alternative to the sleek, high- 
performance, open-wheeled sports 
cars used in Indy Car racing. George 
blamed CART for the decline of Indy 
Car racing in the United States. He 
decided to form a new racing league 
for Indy Cars with the Indianapolis 
500 as its centerpiece. 

The IRL was created specifically to 
give young drivers like Stewart an op- 
portunity to race Indy Cars. Stewart 
began competing for Team Menard 
during the 1996 IRL season and fin- 
ished second in the first race he en- 
tered. For Stewart, the most exciting 
part of his rookie season was getting 
a chance to compete in the Indianap- 
olis 500. "When you grow up an hour 
away from this place, it's just in your 
blood," he explained. "Growing up in 
Indiana, racing here is the biggest 
thing you can hope for." Stewart qualified second for the 1996 race with an 
average speed of 233.1 miles per hour. Another Menard driver, Scott 
Bra)rton, qualified on the pole (in the first position). Sadly, Bra)rton was 
killed in a crash during a practice session. Stewart started the race from the 
pole position and led 44 of the first 55 laps before falling back after a pit 
stop. Although he was forced to drop out of the race on lap 82 with engine 
trouble, he was still named Indianapolis 500 rookie of the year for 1996. 
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"[I got] an education in 
racing that you couldn't have 
bought at any price, " 
Stewart said about his 
experience driving race cars 
in all different divisions.

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Stewart went on to claim IRL rookie-of-the-year honors that season. In 
1997 he won the IRL championship for Team Menard. 

As Stewart continued to demonstrate his driving skills in different types of 
race cars, he began to attract the attention of NASCAR teams. At this 
point, Stewart was not certain whether he wanted to race stock cars. For 
one thing, they were much larger than anything he had ever raced before 
(midget cars weigh less than 1,000 pounds, for example, while stock cars 
weigh over 3,000 pounds). In addition, he knew that the NASCAR circuit 
was highly competitive and that new drivers often had trouble being suc- 
cessful. He ultimately decided to ease into stock-car racing slowly. 

Stewart signed a contract with Joe Gibbs Racing, a successful NASCAR 
team owned by the former coach of the Washington Redskins professional 
football team. At first he competed in both NASCAR and IRL events. He 
appeared in five races in the Busch Grand National Series — the second- 
highest NASCAR division, after the \Mnston Cup — during the 1997 sea- 
son while also racing in the IRL. The following year he competed in all 11 
IRL events as well as 22 Busch series races. Although Stewart enjoyed rac- 
ing in both leagues, he knew that he would have to make a choice eventu- 
ally. "I knew in the back of my mind that sooner or later, there would 
come a day when something would push me toward one form of racing or 
the other," he stated. "Maybe it would be a case of the two schedules hav- 
ing too many conflicts, or maybe I would simply discover that I wasn't 
happy enough in one series or the other. But at that point in my life I was 
doing my best to put that day off as long as I could." 

Competing in the NASCAR Winston Cup Series 

In 1999 Joe Gibbs decided that Stewart was ready to move up to the 
NASCAR \Mnston Cup series. Stewart left the IRL and committed himself 
to racing NASCAR, although he made sure that his contract still allowed 
him to race in the Indianapolis 500. The NASCAR Winston Cup racing 
season begins in February each year with stock car racing' s most presti- 
gious event, the Daytona 500 in Daytona Beach, Horida. The teams race at 
tracks around the country almost every weekend through November, for a 
total of over 30 events. 

Throughout the season, the drivers earn points based on their finishing 
position in races. They also earn bonus points for leading the most laps in 
a race and a variety of other criteria. At the end of each year, the driver 
with the most points for the season is named the NASCAR Winston Cup 
Champion. The Winston Cup championship is recognized as one of the 
most difficult titles to attain in all of sports. The series features numerous 
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Stewart works on his car during the Winston 500, part of the NASCAR Winston

high-caliber teams and drivers, as well as lots of media attention and fan 
pressure. In addition, V\^ston Cup drivers must be able to handle a vari- 
ety of tracks and conditions. For example, some races are held on small, 
half-mile oval tracks, like Martinsville in Virginia and Bristol in Tennessee. 
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Other events are held on twisting, asphalt road courses, like Watkins Glen 
in New York and Sears Point in California. Finally, some races take place 
on giant super- speedways, like Daytona in Florida and Talladega in Ala- 
bama. 

Stewart immediately proved that he could compete in the Winston Cup 
series. The rookie surprised many observers by qualifying in the front row 
for his first race, the season -opening Daytona 500. He claimed his first vic- 
tory in September 1999 at Richmond, Virginia, in just his 25th start. He 
ended up winning two more races that year — in Phoenix, Arizona, and 
Homestead, Horida — to become the first rookie to win three races in the 
modern history of NASCAR. Stewart finished the season ranked fourth in 
the Winston Cup point standings, which was the best finish for a rookie in 
over 30 years. 

Perhaps the most impressive feat of Stewart's 1999 season came on 
Memorial Day, when he did "double duty" by racing in both the IRL's 
Indianapolis 500 and NASCAR's Coca-Cola 600 on the same day. After 
finishing ninth in the Indianapolis 500, he flew to North Carolina by heli- 
copter, jumped into a completely different type of race car, and finished 
fourth in the Coca-Cola 600. He drove 1,080 rrules (he withdrew from the 
V\^nston Cup race with 20 rrules to go due to handling problems) to be- 
come the first driver ever to complete both races in the same day. 
Afterward, he was taken from his car in an ambulance and treated for de- 
hydration and exhaustion. 

During the 2000 Mnston Cup season, Stewart proved that his rookie year 
had not been a fluke by winning a series-high six races. He claimed two 
victories at Dover in Delaware, and he also won at Michigan, New Hamp- 
shire, Martinsville, and Homestead. Unfortunately, his performances the 
rest of the year were inconsistent, so he could only manage a sixth-place 
finish in the season point standings. 

Stewart had an up-and-down year in 2001. The season began on a tragic 
note when NASCAR legend Dale Earnhardt was killed during the Day- 
tona 500. "It was hard to come to grips with the fact that the next time we 
went racing. Dale wouldn't be there," Stewart said later. "I had never seen 
a V\finston Cup race, on television or from the driver's seat, that didn't have 
Dale in it." Stewart was involved in the multiple-car accident that took 
Earnhardt's life. In fact, Stewart's crash was the most spectacular part of 
the wreck. His car flew high into the air and then rolled end- over- end 
down the track, eventually coming down on the hood of his teammate 
Bobby Labonte's car. Luckily, Stewart came away with only a concussion 
and a bruised shoulder. He went on to win three races that year — at

Richmond, Sears Point, and Bristol — and finish second in the Winston 
Cup point standings. The victory at Richmond in May was the tenth of his 
career; he achieved that milestone in only 79 starts. 

Stewart did "double dut/'once again on Memorial Day, 2001. This time, 
he used a special diet and workout regimen to help him prepare for the 
gmeling day. He ended up finishing sixth in the Indianapolis 500 and third 
in the Coca-Cola 600. He not only completed all 1,100 miles, but said he 
was ready to drive a short-track race later that evening. A writer for Auto 
Racing Digest called Stewart's perfor- 
mance "an almost unrivaled feat of 
• skill, precision, and concentration." 

Earning a Reputation as 
NASCAR's "Bad Boy" 

Over the course of his first three 
Winston Cup seasons, Stewart was 
involved in several incidents — both 
on the track and off — that helped 
him earn a reputation as NASCAR's 
"bad boy." He often had trouble con- 
trolling his temper, which he attrib- 
uted to his passion and intensity 
about driving race cars. "I can't help 
it; when it comes to my racing. I'm in- 
tense," he stated. "Everybody fikes to 
win, and I'm no different. But I guess 
I'd have to add this: I'm not a good 
loser. In fact. I'm a bad loser, plain 
and simple, and I'm not ashamed of 
that." 

One memorable incident took place during Stewart's rookie season in 
1999. He and fellow driver Kenny Irwin collided several times in the first 
150 laps of a 500-lap race at Martinsville. The last collision knocked 
Stewart's car into the wall and out of the race. As the remaining cars cir- 
cled the track slowly under the yellow caution flag, Stewart got out of his 
car and waited for Irwin to come around. Then he removed the fireproof 
heel pads from the bottoms of his driving shoes and threw them at Irwin's 
windshield. Still angry, Stewart ran over to Irwin's car, leaned into the pas- 
senger-side window, and tried to grab his fellow driver. Stewart received a 
fine of $5,000 from NASCAR, and footage of this incident was replayed 
often on television to demonstrate Stewart's hot temper. 
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Stewart often had trouble 
controlling his temper, which 
he attributed to his passion 
and intensity about driving 
race cars. "I can't help it; 
when it comes to my racing, 
I'm intense. Everybody likes 
to win, and I'm no different 
But I guess I'd have to add 
this: I'm not a good loser. In 
fact. I'm a bad loser, plain 
and simple, and I'm not 
ashamed of that."

Another incident took place at Daytona in 2001, during the Winston Cup 
series' first stop at the track following Earnhardt's death. Track officials put 
a new safety rule in place that prohibited cars from dropping below the 
yellow line on the inside of the track in order to pass. Stewart was charg- 
ing toward the front of the field when he felt he was forced to drop below 
the line to avoid a collision. NASCAR officials waved a black flag at 
Stewart, signaling that he was required to puU into the pits as a penalty for 
breaking the rules. Stewart chose to ignore the flag and finish the race, be- 
lieving that officials would later review the television footage and see that 
he had only broken the rules in order to avoid causing an accident. He 
ended up finishing sixth, but NASCAR penalized him by dropping him to 
26th position. After the race, Stewart engaged in a heated argument with 
NASCAR officials and received a fine of $10,000. On his way back to his 
garage, he slapped the tape recorder out of the hand of a reporter who 
asked him about the incident. 

Another high-profile incident occurred at Bristol in 2001. Stewart was run- 
ning fourth when rival driver Jeff Gordon bumped into his car on the last 
lap of the race. Stewart spun out and ended up finishing 25th. After the 
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race ended, Stewart followed Gordon onto the pit road and bumped into 
his car, causing Gordon to spin out in the pits. This incident earned 
Stewart another $10,000 fine and probation from NASCAR. Some mem- 
bers of the media started calling him "Tony the Temper" or "Tony Tantrum" 
because of his sometimes angry and aggressive behavior on the track. 




Stewart added to his bad-boy reputa- 
tion by making statements that some 
reporters or fans found insulting. For 
example, he once remarked that the 
fans at Talladega were the most ob- 
noxious in all of NASCAR. He claimed 
that he never meant to offend peo- 
ple, but only tried to be honest in an- 
swering questions. "Fm not such a 
bad guy. Really. I don't enjoy being in 
the middle of controversy, and I don't 
like being 'NAS CAR's bad boy,' which 
is a term I hear a lot," he noted. "I've 
been in hot water occasionally with 
the media, and with various officials. 
Sometimes it feels like I've gotten as 
much notoriety by misbehaving as I 
have by winning races and champi- 
onships. I haven't ever looked for 
trouble, but it sure has seemed to 
find me."

The 2002 season started out badly for 

Stewart. After winning a practice race » 

and finishing second in a qualifying 

race, he was an early pick to win the Da)^ona 500. But his engine failed 
just two laps into the race and he ended up finishing last. This turn of 
events meant that he started the season ranked 43rd in the Winston Cup 
point standings. Stewart came back to log two consecutive top-five finish- 
es in the next two events, however, and then recorded a win at Atlanta in 
March. He went on to claim another victory at Richmond in May. 



In August, though, Stewart's temper threatened to ruin what was begin- 
ning to seem like a promising season. He was thrilled to qualify on the 
pole for the Brickyard 400, a NASCAR race held at Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway. He hoped to win on his home track in front of his family and 
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friends. But his car faded as the race went on and he ended up finishing a 
disappointing 12th. Frustrated and angry, Stewart tried to return to his 
garage without talking to any reporters. One free-lance photographer 
began chasing him, and Stewart turned around and punched the man. He 
received a $10,000 fine and was placed on probation by NASCAR. The in- 
cident embarrassed Stewart's sponsor. Home Depot, which fined him an- 
other $50,000. At this point Stewart decided to seek anger-management 
counseling. "I need to do something to make it to where I can control my 
anger better," he stated. "It's obvious over three-and-a-half years, I can't 
do it on my own, so I'm going to seek professional help and get somebody 
that can help me learn how to control my emotions." 

The week after he punched the photographer, Stewart came back to claim 
his third victory of the season at Watkins Glen. He turned in consistently 
strong performances week after week to end up with a total of 15 top-five 
finishes over the course of the season. By the time the series moved to 
Talladega in October, Stewart had taken over the lead in the Winston Cup 
point standings with only six races remaining. 

Traditionally, the Winston Cup champion acts as a sort of ambassador for 
NASCAR during the year of his reign. He is expected to attend press con- 
ferences and promotional events, and he is often asked to comment on 
rule changes and other racing issues. When it became apparent that 
Stewart might claim the 2002 championship, some people complained 
that he would not be a good representative for NASCAR. Stewart only 
added to this impression when he rejected the whole idea of being an am- 
bassador, saying that he was trying to win a points title, not a political of- 
fice. 

But other people believed that Stewart — who has often been called a 
"racer's racer" because he cares more about winning races than about win- 
ning over fans or sponsors — would be a fine representative for the sport. 
"In the broad sense, a champion is called on to represent NASCAR, and I 
am convinced he can meet that challenge," said NASCAR official Jim 
Hunter. "He is definitely not vanilla. He is Neapolitan, and you get a little 
bit of everything with Tony Steward. We know he can charm Godzilla 
when he wants to. We also know that when he puts on his game face and 
gets ready to race, leave him alone, get out of the way." 

Winston Cup Champion 

On November 17, 2002, Stewart clinched the 2002 Winston Cup cham- 
pionship by 38 points over Mark Martin at the season-ending event at 
Homestead, Horida. When the race at Homestead concluded, Stewart

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found himself surrounded by a mob of fellow drivers, team owners, and 
crew members. "To have your peers come out there and congratulate you 
like that, I don't care what check Wnston writes, I don't care how many 
trophies they give me, the feeling and satisfaction of seeing those guys out 
there is more than money can buy,"he said. 



The prestigious Winston Cup Cham- 
pionship marked the ninth driving 
title of Stewart's amazing career. "If I 
had to retype my resume tomorrow. 
I'd put the Wnston Cup champion- 
ship at number one,"he stated. "All of 
the championships I've been a part of 
were hard to acquire. None of them 
were easy. They had their unique set 
of circumstances, obstacles, and chal- 
lenges to overcome. But my heart tells 
me that this cham.pionship — the 
Winston Cup championship — is my 
greatest accomplishment in racing." 

The difficulties he had to overcome 
during the 2002 season made the 
championship even sweeter for Stew- 
art. "To start the season off the way 
that we did — to be able to rebound 
from aU that, along with aU the other 
things we went through — and to 
have kept our focus to go out and get 
the most points week in and week 
out, I stiU have a tough time believing 
what we've accomplished," he noted. 
Stewart won $9.16 million in prize money for the 2002 season, which 
ranked a close second behind Jeff Gordon's all-time earnings record. At 
the end of four seasons of NASCAR Wmston Cup racing, Stewart had 
chalked up 15 victories, $21 million in earnings, and $85,000 in fines. 
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When he clinched the 2002 
Winston Cup championship, 
Stewart found himself 
surrounded by a mob of 
fellow drivers, team owners, 
and crew members.

At the season- 
ending awards banquet, he drew laughs by presenting NASCAR officials 
with the certificate from his anger-management course. Stewart also 
amused reporters by pulling out a camera and snapping pictures of pho- 
tographers at a press conference.

As the 2003 season approached, Stewart said that his plan was to relax, 
have fun, and keep things in perspective for the good of his race team. "I 
feel a little more relaxed going into this season, because I don't feel I have 
anything to prove. My goal this year is to have fun, strictly to have fun," he 
stated. "I'm just trying to be smart and look out for the team. Those guys 
went through a lot last year. We all went through a lot last year. I'm just 
trying to make things a little more efficient, a little easier to where those 
guys aren't worrying about, 'Well, what happens if he has a bad day?' It just 
makes life easier for all of us. I'm just trying to look outside my circle and 
say, there are more people involved here, and what can I do to help the 
race team?" At the same time, Stewart hoped to bring Joe Gibbs Racing 
another \Mnston Cup championship. "Winning one makes you want to 
win another, and we've done a lot of things to make ourselves better for 
this year,"he explained. 




Struggling with Fame 

Stewart is widely recognized as one of the best and most versatile race -car 
drivers in the world. According to his namesake, the great A.J. Foyt: "In 
my lifetime, there's probably been only two or three guys I've known who 
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could drive just about anything they sat down in. And Tony Stewart is one 
of 'em." Many NASCAR fans appreciate Stewart's work ethic, driving skills, 
and passion for racing. "Nobody in this sport ever gave me anything,"he ex- 
plained. "I was not a rich kid. I didn't have a single door open up for me be- 
cause I was a famous driver's son, or a famous driver's brother. Any oppor- 
tunity that came my way, I earned. Every ride I was ever offered was based 
on my performance, my reputation, or both."

Some fans also enjoy Stewart's hon- 
esty and willingness to speak his mind. 
"There are so many people who give 
the cookie-cutter answers down here," 
Stewart once said. "The people that 
support me are tired of that. I'm not 
here for a popularity contest." Most of 
his fellow drivers like and respect him, 
and say that he sometimes expresses 
frustrations that they aU feel. At the 
same time, Stewart has alienated some 
race fans with his angry outbursts and 
aggressive behavior. In fact, he is one 
of the drivers most likely to be booed 
on the WTnston Cup circuit. 

Stewart admits that he has stmggled 
to deal with some aspects of his fame. 
Although he tries to be accessible to 
the people who support NASCAR, 
Stewart wants fans to understand that 
drivers need to be able to live a nor- 
mal life. "People ask what it's Kke to 
be a Winston Cup driver," he said. 
"Well, it's great, as long as that's aU 
you want to be. But if you want to be 
a living, functioning human being at 
the same time, it has its drawbacks. 
rU be the first to admit that I haven't always handled all this in the most 
graceful way. But, in my defense, when you grow up the way I did, you 
don't spend a lot of time preparing for how you'll react to being famous."

One of the aspects of the job that bothers Stewart most is the autograph- 
seekers that crowd into the team garages and pit areas where the cars are 
being prepared. "Sometimes they catch you at the wrong time, and you're 
intense," he explained. "You may be in a bad mood or maybe focused on 
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something and not paying attention to them and the/11 think that you're a 
bad person because they didn't get the autograph they wanted right then. 
Not that you didn't want to sign it right then. When I get focused on rac- 
ing, that's all I'm worked about. 1 don't let outside distractions distract 
me." While Stewart wikingly signs autographs at promotional events, he 
reserves the right to refuse to sign while he is working. "I'm sorry, but 1 
don't feel like 1 owe anybody an autograph," he stated. "1 don't feel like 1 
owe anybody anything more than my 
best effort in the race they bought 
tickets to. On that score. I've never 
cheated anybody out of a penny." 

Though several of Stewart's close 
friends have lost their lives in auto 
races, he says that his love for racing 
makes it worth the risk. "I'm well 
aware that you can lose your life 
doing what 1 do," he said. "But 1 be- 
lieve this: I've got a better chance of 
dying of cancer than of getting killed 
in a race car. I've got a better chance 
of kHLing myself on some interstate 
highway than on some speedway.

HOBBIES AND OTHER INTERESTS 

Stewart describes himself as a laid-back person off the racetrack. In his 
spare time he enjoys fishing, playing pool, and riding motorcycles and aU- 
terrain vehicles (ATVs). He also tikes to challenge his friends to races with 
remote -control cars or in simulated racing games. 

Stewart is involved in charity work, though he tries to keep his good deeds 
private. He has used his own plane to fly sick children to races, for example, 
and he saved the life of an abused greyhound he heard about while racing 
in Horida. "I hate to say this because it wiU ruin my bad-boy image," he 
noted, "but deep down inside I am a caring person."

BIRTH 

Michael Dwayne Vick was bom on June 26, 1980, in Newport 
News, Virginia. His mother, Brenda Vick, was 16 years old and 
unmarried at the time of his birth. His father, Michael Boddie, 
decided that he was too young to handle the responsibility of 
raising children and left the family to join the military in 1984. 
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Boddie returned after a few years, however, and married Brenda Vick 
when Michael was nine. After rejoining the family, he took a job as a 
painter and sand-blaster in the Newport News shipyards. Michael has an 
older sister, Christina (bom in 1979), a younger brother, Marcus (bom in 
1984), and a younger sister, Courtney (born in 1991). 

YOUTH 

Vick was raised in a three-room apartment in a public housing project in 
Ridley Circle, Virginia. Despite her young age, Brenda Vick taught her son 
valuable lessons about hard work and determination while he was grow- 
ing up. While her mother watched the children, Brenda finished high 
school and worked at Kmart to provide food and clothing for her family. 
She eventually got a job driving a school bus. Throughout Vick's child- 
hood, she often warned him and his siblings against repeating her mis- 
takes, telling them, "Don't have children when you're young." 

Vick first learned to throw a football at the age of three. He often played 
catch with his father, who was a very athletic man, in the courtyard of their 
apartment complex. As Vick grew older, he played in pick-up football 
games with his older cousin Aaron Brooks, who went on to play in the 
NFL with the New Orleans Saints. 

Vick was a happy youngster whose curiosity often got him into trouble. 
When he was six years old, for example, he glued his eyelids together with 
Super-glue and had to wait a week before his eyelashes grew long enough 
for the glue to be cut out. After his father left the family, Vick started get- 
ting into trouble at school for being dismptive in class. His mother worried 
that he might get involved with a bad crowd if she didn't find something 
for him to do after school. She pushed him to join the neighborhood Boys 
and Girls Club, where he played a variety of sports with other children — 
including future NBA star AUen Iverson — and received coaching and 
guidance from volunteers. When he was not at the Boys and Girls Club, 
Vick could be found fishing and crabbing in the James River. 

EDUCATION 

Vick entered Ferguson FFigh School in Newport News as a freshman in 
1994. He started the year as the quarterback of the junior varsity football 
team, but he was promoted to the varsity team after throwing for 20 
touchdowns in the first six games of the season. Ferguson High School 
closed during his sophomore year, so Vick transferred to Warwick High, 
also in Newport. He immediately earned the starting quarterback position 
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on Warwick's varsity football team. In only his second game at Warwick, 
Vick set a district record by passing for 433 yards on only 13 completions. 

Vick's coach at both of his high schools was Tommy Reamon, who had 
played professional football for the Kansas City Chiefs in 1976. Reamon 
paid special attention to Vick, enroUing him in summer camps and con- 
ducting private practice sessions to 
help him improve his passing and 
running skills. Reamon also put Vick 
through a tough conditioning pro- 
gram, which included Lifting weights 
and throwing 100 passes a day. Fi- 
nally, the coach helped Vick develop 
into a leader by emphasizing the im- 
portance of off-held behavior and 
communication skills. Vick formed a 
close relationship with Reamon and 
credits his high school coach for his 
later success. 

During his senior year, Vick passed for 
1,668 yards and 10 touchdowns, and 
added another 10 rushing touch- 
downs. Over the course of his high 
school career, Vick racked up 4,846 
yards passing for 43 touchdowns, and 
1,048 yards rushing for 18 touch- 
downs. Unfortunately, his terrific indi- 
vidual performances were not enough 
to turn the team into a championship - 
caliber squad. The team posted a 20-13 
record over four seasons and never 
reached the playoffs with Vick as quar- 
terback.

Despite the mediocre performance of 
his team, Vick received a great deal of 
national attention as a senior. He was rated the fifth-best quarterback 
prospect in the nation by SuperPrep, a college recruiting publication. He 
was also named to Parade magazine's high-school all-American team. 
Closer to home, though, Vick never even received first-team district hon- 
ors. That award went to rival quarterback Ronald Curry — a four- time all- 
state selection from nearby Hampton High School. "I lived in his shadow," 
Vick recalled. "At the end of my senior year I ended up second-team 
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eveiything. The papers would have a huge picture of Ronald Curry, with 
poor little Mike Vick down in the corner about the size of a stamp. I never 
held it against Curry— just the opposite, I was happy for him. But being 
second was something I had to deal with, and deal with a lot." 

Upon graduating from Warwick High in 1998, Vick was heavily recruited 
by a number of strong college football programs, including Syracuse, 
Clemson, and Georgia Tech. On a recruiting visit to Syracuse, Vick went 
out for the evening with Donovan McNabb, the school's star quarterback. 
(For more information on McNabb, see Biography Today, April 2003.) 
McNabb was a senior at that time and wanted Vick to take his place after 
he graduated. Though the two African-American quarterbacks stayed in 
touch and eventually competed against each other in the NFL, Vick chose 
a different college. "I didn't want to walk in the same footsteps as 
[McNabb],"he explained. "I wanted to go to a place where I could start my 
own legacy." Vick ultimately decided to attend Virginia Tech because it 
would allow him to stay closer to his family. His younger brother, Marcus, 
followed in his footsteps and is expected to be the starting quarterback at 
Virginia Tech in 2003. 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 
College — The Virginia Tech Hokies 

During his freshman year at Virginia Tech in 1998, Vick was red-shirted, 
meaning that he practiced with the team but did not appear in any games. 
According to college athletic rules, athletes are eligible to play a sport for 
up to four years. Major college football programs often red-shirt promising 
athletes during their freshman year to give them time to adjust to the col- 
lege game while retaining their full four years of eligibility. Red-shirting al- 
lowed Vick to gain experience while keeping his four full years of college 
eUgibiUty. His high school coach. Tommy Reamon, was the one who sug- 
gested that the Virginia Tech coaching staff give Vick a year to mature and 
prepare for college-level football. The Hokies posted a 9-3 record that year, 
including a victory over Alabama in the Music City Bowl. 

The time Vick spent watching from the sidelines paid off during his second 
(or red-shirt freshman) year with the Hokies. As Virginia Tech's starting 
quarterback, Vick led the nation in passing efficiency with a rating of 
180.4 — the second -highest total ever and the highest for a college fresh- 
man in NCAA, history. He also set a new school record by moving the ball 
for an average of 9.3 yards per play. Vick led his team to a perfect 11-0 sea- 
son and a number two national ranking. The Hokies earned a spot in the 
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Michael Vick (#7) of the Virginia Tech Hokies. 



2000 Sugar Bowl agairist the powerful Horida State Seminoles in a contest 
to decide the NCAA championship. 

The Hokies got off to a poor start and found themselves down by a score of 
28-7 early in the game. At this point, Vick gathered the team around him 
and said, "Yo, it ain't going down like this. Somebody's gotta step up. I 
guess it's going to be me." Led by Vick, the Hokies mounted a tremendous 
22-pomt comeback effort to take the lead late in the third quarter. Florida 
State recovered, though, and ended up winning the game and the national 
championship by a score of 46-29. But Virginia Tech earned the respect of 
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its opponents and football fans across the country with its gutsy perfor- 
mance. 

Coaches and sportswriters reserved special praise for Vick's spectacular 
play against Florida State. Displaying both his rifle arm and dazzling foot- 
work, he had ripped the Seminoles defense for 225 yards passing and 97 

a 



yards mshing by the final whistle. "I'm 
proud of my performance," Vick said 
after the game. "If I could change 
anything about this season, I wouldn't 
change anything. Even tonight. I 
wouldn't change a thing. We went out 
there and played as hard as we could. 
We showed everyone we are champi- 
ons. There is no way we don't have the 
respect of this nation right now. I 
think everyone knows we are one of 
the top teams in the nation." 

Vick received a number of prestigious 
awards at the conclusion of his stellar 
1999 season. He was named Rookie 
of the Year and Offensive Player of 
the Year for the Big East Conference 
— making him the first Division I foot- 
ball player ever to win both awards in a 
single year. He also tied a record for 
highest finish by a freshman by end- 
ing up third in the voting for the 
Heisman Trophy, which honors the 
top player in college football each 
year. Vick's honors also included the 
inaugural Archie Griffin Award as 
the season's Most Valuable Player, as 
well as an ESPY Award as the na- 
tion's top college player.

Vick turned in another strong performance during 2000, his second year of 
eligibility. He passed for 1,234 yards and ran for another 607 while leading 
the Hokies to another great season. The team finished with a 10-1 record, 
with the only loss coming against Miami while Vick was sidelined with an 
ankle injury. Virginia Tech earned a spot in the Gator Bowl, where they 
faced the Clemson Tigers. Vick passed for 205 yards and one touchdown 
and mshed for 19 yards and another touchdown against Clemson, leading

yy A few weeks after the 2001 Gator 

Bowl, Vick announced that he had

two college seasons, that he was too dependent on his running ability, and 
that he was too small (at six feet) to be an effective pro quarterback. 

But the Atlanta Falcons disagreed with such assessments. They traded

lect Vick. Vick thus became the first African-American quarterback and the 
youngest player ever taken at number one. The Fdcons signed Vick to a 
six-year, $62 million contract. Vick used $1.5 million of his signing bonus 
to buy his family a new home. "Tm proud of what he has done as an ath- 
lete," his father stated. "But Tm also proud of the man he has become." 

When Vick joined Atlanta, the Falcons were in the midst of a rebuilding 
phase. The team had only made the playoffs six times in its 35-year histo- 
ry. After battling their way to a Super Bowl appearance in 1998, the 
Falcons had posted a dismal 9-23 record over the next two seasons. 
Nevertheless, the Falcons decided to bring Vick along slowly during his 
rookie season. He appeared in eight games in 2001, usually when the out- 
come was no longer in doubt. He started two games when Atlanta's regu- 
lar starting quarterback, Chris Chandler, went down with injuries. 

Although Vick struggled at times and made some rookie mistakes, he im- 
pressed his coaches and teammates with his unflappable calm on the field. 
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In his first-ever NFL appearance — against San Francisco in the 49ers' 
home opener — Vick came into the game with the Falcons stuck deep in 
49er territory. The San Francisco crowd was screaming, trying to rattle the 
highly publicized rookie. Amidst aU of the noise, Vick walked into the 
Falcons' huddle, calmly puUed a ChapStick out of his helmet, moistened 
his Ups, and popped it back into his helmet. "Are you kidding me?" Atlanta 

running back Jamal Anderson re- 

membered thinking. "He just started 

laughing, and then everyone else did 
too. And I'm thinking, 'This is the 
coolest guy on the planet.'"

Vick's rookie statistics were not over- 
ly impressive. He admitted that he 
had a hard time famiUarizing himself 
with the more complex professional 
game. Vick completed 50 passes out 
of 113 attempts for 758 yards and two 
touchdowns. His completion rate of 
44.2 percent would have placed him 
squarely at the bottom of the Nation- 
al Football Conference (NFC) rank- 
ings if he had thrown enough passes 
to qualify. But his biggest problem 
was committing turnovers. In fact, he 
once gave up three fumbles in a sin- 
gle game. On the plus side, Vick 
rushed 29 times for 300 yards, which 
gave him a soUd average of over 10 
yards per carry. The Falcons finished 
the season below .500 and failed to 
make the playoffs. 



Things began to look up for Vick and 
yy the Falcons in 2002, though. Vick be- 
came Atlanta's starting quarterback 
and greatly improved his all-around game over the course of the season. 
He gave a hint of things to come in the season opener, when he completed 
his fost 10 pass attempts. In the eighth game of the season, against the di- 
vision-leading New Orleans Saints, Vick posted nearly 300 yards in total of- 
fense and scored two rushing touchdowns. He was voted NFL Player of the 
Week in recognition of his performance. A few weeks- later, Vick set a sin- 
gle-game record for a quarterback with 173 yards rushing against the

season with nearly 3,000 yards pass- 
ing and 111 yards rushing (top 
among NFL quarterbacks) for a total 
of 24 touchdowns. He was named to 
the NFL Pro Bowl team in honor of 
his performance. 

The Falcons overcame an up-and- 
down season to make the playoffs for 
the fourth time in team history. In the 
first round, they registered a shocking 
upset of the Green Bay Packers in the 
notoriously chilly conditions of Lam- 
beau Field. Vick impressed many ob- 
servers with his poise during the 
game. In the second round of the 
playoffs, Atlanta faced off against the 
Philadelphia Eagles — a team that 
boasted its own athletic young Afri- 
can-American quarterback, Vick's old 
friend Donovan McNabb. The two 
stars had similar styles of play and 
were often compared in the media. 
"It's great to be compared to Dono- 
van," Vick noted. "The things that he 
accomplished over the last three years 
of his career are the things I want to 
accomplish as my career goes on. We 
both bring a lot to the table. We're 
both the new breed of quarterback. 
It's the first time we both are going 
head to head. The whole world will 
be watching. I'm pretty sure you can 
expect a lot of excitement."

A New Breed of NFL Quarterback 

Vick's athletic abilities far exceed those of a traditional quarterback. He can 
run 40 yards in 4.25 seconds, for example, which makes him one of the 
fastest players in the NFL. He also possesses a 40-inch vertical jump and 
can throw a football 80 yards. Like traditional passing quarterbacks, Vick has 
a laser arm and the ability to think quickly and strategically. But he also has 
the running speed and open-field moves of a traditional option quarterback. 
In fact, ESPN analyst JoeTheismann called Vick "the best running person in 
football." Steve Sabol, president of NFL Films, added that "He's hard to 
compare to another quarterback. I'd compare him to maybe Gale Sayers 
[one of the NFL's great running backs]. He's capable of creating a moment 
of pure wonder. I remember that was the same feeling I'd get when I'd 
watch Gale Sayers. [Vick is] one of the guys that widens the boundaries and 
extends the parameters." 

Some of the strongest compliments about Vick's talents come from his fel- 
low NFL players. "It's unbelievable, man," said Falcons comerback Ashley 
Ambrose. "He makes it looks so easy. It's ridiculous. I've never seen any- 
body like that in my life." Norman Hand, defensive tackle for the New 
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Orleans Saints, claimed that "He's the best I've ever played against. We've 
never seen the likes of him in the NFL." "He's the hardest guy in the league 
to tackle — harder than any mnning back I've faced," added Chicago Bears 
linebacker Brian Urlacher. "He's going to be really good for a long time." 

As he begins his third year in the NFL, Vick plans to continue to get better.

RETROSPECTIVE 

Ted Williams 1918-2002 

American Professional Baseball Player with the 
Boston Red Sox 

Six-Time Major League Batting Champion 



BIRTH 

Theodore Samuel Williams was bom on August 30, 1918, in 
San Diego, California. This is the date that Wiliams provided, 
but there is some controversy surroimding the date because 
his birth certificate originally read August 20. His mother. May 
Venzer, was a lieutenant in the Salvation Army — a charitable 
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religious group — when she met his father, Sam Williams, who was then a 
soldier and later became a photographer. Williams had one brother, Danny, 
who was bom two years after him. 



YOUTH

May and Sam WiUiams raised their 
family in a modest home in San Diego 
that was purchased with the help of a 
friend. Although the WUiamses were 
expected to repay the benefactor. May 
habitually poured her earnings back 
into the Salvation Army, and Sam 
earned little income as an occasional 
photographer. May worked long hours, 
and her commitment to the Salvation 
Army often required nighttime ser- 
vice. Sam's schedule was unpredic- 
table also. In fact. May's and Sam's 
schedules were so erratic that the 
WUiams boys were often locked out 
of the house awaiting a parent's re- 
turn. Ted spent much of his time on 
those evenings swinging a bat in the 
backyard. 

As a young boy, Williams developed a 
strong interest in hunting and fish- 
ing. This was fostered in part by an 
older neighbor who served as a sort 
of surrogate father to him during his 
father's frequent absences from the 
WUiams household. 



"J can tell you exactly when 
it started, "Williams said 
about his love affair with 
baseball. "It wasn't when I 
was 10 or 11. It happened 
when I was 12. 1 had never 
followed major-league 
baseball. The only players 
I had ever heard of were 
[Babe] Ruth and [Lou] 
Gehrig. And then I read that 
Bill Terry had hit .400, and 
that really excited me. Four 
hundred! I don't think I even 
knew what you had to do to 
hit .400, but I could tell that it 
was something wonderful. I 
knew I wanted to do that, too. 
Hit .400. 1 was so excited that 
even though it was dark out 
. . .1 got my little bat, ran 
out to our little backyard, 
and began to swing." 



WUiams's love affair with baseball 
began when he was 12 years old. "I 
can teU you exactly when it started," 
he recalled. "It wasn't when I was 10 

or 11. It happened when I was 12. I 

had never followed major-league 

baseball. The only players I had ever heard of were [Babe] Ruth and [Lou] 
Gehrig. And then I read that Bill Terry had hit .400, and that really excited 
me. Four hundred! I don't think I even knew what you had to do to hit 
.400, but I could teU that it was something wonderful. I knew I wanted to 
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do that, too. Hit .400. 1 was so excited that even though it was dark out . . . 
I got my little bat, ran out to our Uttle backyard, and began to swing." 

VWUiams's baseball swing was a constant preoccupation for him. Even 
during those early days in his backyard, he dreamed of playing on a major 
league field. With that goal in mind, the youngster studied how to be the 
best hitter he could be. By the time he was 14 years old, Wiliams was in- 
cluding himself in baseball games at a local park, forsaking Sunday school 
and other activities to play games with both adults and other kids. His 
mother was supportive of her oldest son's enthusiasm for the sport, even 
though she was discouraged by his lack of interest in the Salvation Army. 
She bought Wiliams a baseball glove and helped him make a baseball 
uniform. Still, when he had the opportunity to play baseball for money 
with a local team, she forbade it on the grounds that the team was spon- 
sored by an establishment that sold liquor. 

Williams's early skHls on the baseball diamond helped him gain self-confi- 
dence. But like many other teenagers, he remained insecure about other 
things. He was particularly self-conscious about his physical appearance. 
He was taller than most of his peers — he eventually reached a height of six 
feet, four inches — and he had trouble gaining weight. He drank countless 
malted nailk shakes in an attempt to add bulk to his frame, sometimes 
drinking four or five in a single day. 

EDUCATION 

After completing elementary school in the San Diego area, WQliams moved 
on to Hoover High School. He quickly emerged as one of the top pitch- 
ers on the school's baseball team. But for all of his skills on the mound, 
he earned even more recognition for his hitting. Teammates and oppo- 
nents alike marveled at his skill with the bat. His offensive prowess was 
so feared that teams occasionally walked him intentionally with the bases 
loaded. 

Williams's exploits on various San Diego baseball diamonds soon attracted 
the attention of major league scouts. His father suddenly realized that his 
oldest son might be able to make a living playing baseball, and he subse- 
quently became much more involved in the boy's baseball activities. Be- 
fore long, Sam Wiliams was acting as his son's agent. He turned down 
modest contract offers from the New York Yankees and St. Louis Car- 
dinals, convinced that a better deal would come along. 

In the meantime, a new Pacific Coast League baseball franchise opened 
in San Diego. The Padres, as the team was called, immediately contacted 
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VWliams to see if he wanted to play for them. ThriUed with the opportunity 
to stay at home and yet play professional baseball, VWliams signed a con- 
tract to play for the team for only $150 per month, far less than he would 
have made with the Yankees or Cardinals. But the agreement also stipulat- 
ed that VWliams, who was only 17 years old at the time, could not be trad- 
ed until he was at least 21. The contract also said that upon being dealt to a 
major-league team, his mother would 
receive ten percent of the money 
earned from the sale of her son's 
services. 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

The San Diego Padres of the 
Pacific Coast League 

VWUams made no attempt to hide the 
fact that he was awestruck to be a 
member of the Padres. "Everything 
was new," he remembered. "Seeing all 
the players and seeing them up close 
and getting that experience to be a 
professional ballplayer. ... I thought I 
was in a fairyland. It was all like a 
dream for a year and a half." 

The Padres moved V\^ams off of the 
pitcher's mound and into the out- 
field, where he did not particularly 
distinguish himself. At the plate, however, he showed signs of being a big 
league hitter. He posted some notable hitting streaks during his one and a 
half seasons with the club, and during his second season he rang up 98 
runs batted in (RBIs) and 23 home runs. 

People affiliated with the Boston Braves and the New York Giants recog- 
nized that the young slugger had plenty of potential, and both clubs made 
offers to purchase Williams's services. Ultimately, though, the Boston Red 
Sox out-hustled the other teams to add Wiliams to its roster in 1938. The 
acquisition was controversial, though. In striking the deal with the Red 
Sox, the Padres had broken their promise to keep Ted Wiliams until the 
age of 21. To make matters worse, they refused to pay May Wiliams a per- 
centage of the asking price even though her son's contract with San Diego 
explicitly called for it. Many believe that the Red Sox ended up paying May 
Wiliams the money she had been promised by the Padres in order to buy 
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Williams made no attempt 
to hide the fact that he was 
awestruck to be a member 
of the Padres.

her son's contract. After leaving San Diego, Williams continued to support 
his family financially, but he rarely visited home. 

Life in the Minors 

Soon after Williams arrived at the Red Sox training camp in 1938, Coach 
Joe Cronin recognized that the 20-year-old player needed more seasoning 
before he could play in a Red Sox uniform. His fielding was weak and he 
had some trouble with the higher-caliber pitching of the major leagues. 
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But he nonetheless attracted a fair amount of attention, in part because 
the town's sportswriters saw that the young slugger had a somewhat 
cocky attitude. Indeed, V\^Uiams's self-confidence was evident within days 
of his arrival in Boston, and stories about him soon began to circulate. One 
well-known story held that at one of the team's first batting practices, vet- 
eran star Jimmie Foxx stepped to the plate to take his swings. Another 
player turned to \MIliams and told him, "Wait until you see Foxx hit." 
Williams responded, "Wait until he sees me hit." Although Williams later 
claimed that the exchange never took place, he admitted that such a quote 
was not out of character for him. 

At the end of spring training, Wiliams 
was transferred to Minneapolis, a mi- 
nor league team for the Boston Red 
Sox. In baseball, some players start 
their professional careers in the major 
leagues. But many more start out 
playing for a team in the minor 
leagues, also called the farm system. 

The teams in the minor leagues are 
affiliated with those in the major 
leagues. There are a variety of minor 
leagues, which are ranked according 
to the level of competition. The top or 
best league is Class AAA (called Triple 
A); next is Class AA; then Class A; 
then below that are the rookie leagues. 

Players hope to move up through the 
system to a Class AAA team and then 
to the major leagues. 

After moving to the Minneapolis farm team, Wiliams received instmction 
from HaU of Famer Rogers Hornsby. Williams paid close attention to Horns- 
by's tips, because he was determined to make it to the major leagues. "I 
want to become such a great hitter that when I walk down the street peo- 
ple will say, 'There goes Ted Williams, the greatest hitter in baseball,"' he 
once said. "Then I'll be happy. That's aU that interests me in this world — 
to be the greatest hitter in aU baseball." 

Wiliams quickly emerged as the most controversial player on the Minne- 
apolis roster. He was the club's biggest home run threat and showed a flair 
for producing a hit when it was most needed. But even though he im- 
pressed people at the plate, he worried his coach in the field. He constant- 
ly argued with the fans, and on one occasion he simply sat down in the

middle of the field during play. He also threw tantrums when his perfor- 
mance was not up to his standards or when teams intentionally walked 
him. On several occasions he threatened to quit the game altogether. He 
nearly destroyed his career when he punched a glass water cooler and 
shattered it, cutting his hand severely. 

Playing for the Red Sox 

Despite his immaturity, Vrilliams moved up to join the Red Sox roster in 
1939 and immediately made a name for himself. During his rookie year he 
led the league with 145 RBIs, beating out Yankee Joe DiMaggio — who 
would be compared to Williams throughout their careers — and teammate 
Jimmie Foxx for baseball's RBI title. His tremendous home mns made him 
a fan favorite, and within months it seemed that he had befriended count- 
less police officers, fire fighters, restaurant ernployees, cab drivers, and 
children throughout the city. But Williams also attracted a fair amount of 
negative publicity. On one occasion he brought a gun to Fenway Park, 
where the Red Sox played, and shot several pigeons and a number of 
scoreboard lights. Many people expressed disgust about WiUiams's juve- 
nile behavior, but the slugger ignored them. 

After a while, the Boston sportswriters decided that Wiliams should have 
a nickname. WiUiams told them to call him "The Kid," a name that had 
been given to him by clubhouse assistant Johnny Orlando during his first 
day of training camp. WiUiams began to refer to himself in the third person 
as "The Kid," a nickname that everybody seemed to think was pretty ap- 
propriate. The name reflected not only his youthful exuberance, but also 
his sometimes childish mood swings and tantmms. 

After posting such an amazing rookie year, Wiliams raised expectations 
for himself among the fans and the press. But during his second year in 
the league pitchers began to serve him more difficult breaking balls to hit, 
and he struggled at times. As his productivity at the plate dropped, his 
fielding began to suffer as well. Harold Kaese of the Boston Transcript sub- 
sequently wrote a critical column in which he claimed that WUiams pos- 
sessed "extreme selfishness, egoism, and lack of courage." Kaese went on 
to blame the young player's immaturity on "his upbringing. Can you 
imagine a kid, a nice kid with a nimble brain, not visiting his mother and 
father all of last winter?" 

The personal attack stunned Williams. Writing in his autobiography. My 
Turn at Bat, he stated that prior to the clash with Kaese, "I was willing to 
believe a writer was my friend until he proved otherwise. Now my guard's 
up all the time, always watching for critical stuff. If I saw something. I'd 
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read it 20 times, and Fd bum 
without knowing how to fight it. 

How could I fight it? ... I was 
moody a lot. Fd go in speUs. 

Jimmie Foxx was always in my 
comer, but he called me a 
'spoiled bo/ that year, and I 
guess I acted like one. If I got 
mad and didn't run out a 
ground ball, Cronin would chew 
me out, which was right, and Fd 
be sorry and full of remorse, so 
the next couple times Fd sprint 
like mad to first base even when 
I was a sure out. That was also 
the year I got booed for making 
an error and then for striking 
out, and the unfairness of it hit 
me. I vowed that day Fd never 
tip my hat again." 

1941 — A Year to Remember 

Wiliams started the 1941 sea- 
son with a bang. By May 15 he 
was hitting .339, with several 
impressive home runs under 
his belt. On that day Joe DiMag- 
gio began a record-setting, 56- 

game hitting streak that played a part in his being named the Most 
Valuable Player for the year. But Wiliams began to make headlines of his 
own, as his batting average continued to spiral upward.

At one point in the season, WiUiams's batting average had climbed up to 
an incredible .427, and fans around the country debated whether the slug- 
ger would be able to keep a .400 average for the entire year. Wiliams was 
up to the challenge. For the remainder of the season, he not only kept his 
average above the .400 mark, but also contended for the "Triple Crown" — 
awarded to a player who leads the league in batting average, number of 
home mns, and number of RBIs (he ended up leading the league in aver- 
age and home runs, but not in RBIs). 

As WUiams entered the last day of the season, he was batting .3995, 
which rounded to the .400 mark. Coach Cronm gave WiUiams the oppor- 
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tunity to sit out the final day and preserve the mark, but the Red Sox star 
decided to play in both games of the doubleheader that was scheduled. "If 
I couldn't hit .400 aU the way I didn't deserve it, "he later said.

year later \AfiUiams carved out another 
amazing season, winning baseball's 
Triple Crown with a .356 batting aver- 
age, 36 home runs, and 137 RBIs. Once 
again, though, he was passed over 
as the league's Most Valuable Player, 
losing to New York Yankee Joe Gor- 
don. 

Called into the Service in 
World War II 

But WfiUiams's focus soon changed. In 
December 1941, the Japanese bombed 
the naval base at Pearl Harbor in 
Hawaii. That marked the begiririing of 
direct U.S. involvement in World War 
n. After the bombing, lATUiams's mili- 
tary draft status changed. Although he 
had been classified as HI- A, signifying 
that his mother was dependent upon 
his income for her well-being, he was 
reclassified as I-A making him imme- 
diately eligible for the draft. When he 
requested that the draft board review 
his reclassification, his patriotism was 
questioned in the press. 






VNfiUiams subsequently enlisted in the 
U.S. Navy in 1942 as a second lieu- 
tenant in naval aviation. During his 
military training, he displayed amazing math skills for someone with only 
a high school education. His hunting background also made him one of 
the camp's top rifle marksmen. Instead of entering combat, though, he 
was made an instructor. He was transferred to a combat squadron shortly 
before the war ended, but as he prepared to leave San Francisco for battle, 
the war ended and V\TLliams was discharged.

The Red Sox Win the Pennant 

Williams returned to the Red Sox in 1946 — the only year that he won the 
pennant (league championship) with the baU club. During Williams's ca- 
reer the powerful Yankees often beat out the Red Sox for the privilege of 
playing in the World Series, but in 1946 Boston would not be denied. Led 
by Williams, the Red Sox built an early lead in the division standings. By 
the halfway point in the season, he was leading the league in most offen- 
sive categories. 

On July 14 of that year, in the first game of a doubleheader against Cleve- 
land, Williams stroked three home runs. In the second game, Cleveland 
shortstop and manager Lou Boudreau tried a strategy that came to be 
known as the "Boudreau shift." He positioned aU of the infielders on the 
right side of the field, where Williams usually pulled the ball. Instead of 
pushing the baU to the vast open area on the left side of the diamond, 
Williams tried to drive the baU through the crowded side of the field. As 
the strategy gained pubUcity he felt continuaUy chaUenged by other teams 
to defeat variations of the shift by hitting the baU through it instead of 
around it. 
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VWUiams's average dropped and — when it appeared that he would lose 
the Triple Crown because of opponents' shifts — he became frustrated. 
Still, the team rolled on and won the American League pennant. The 
owner of the Red Sox arranged a victory celebration, but V\TUiams did not 
show up. Rumors of his lack of team spirit clouded the newspapers the 
next day. 

Because the National League pennant race had not yet concluded, the 
Boston management set up an exhibition series to keep the team fresh. 
V\TUiams got hit in the elbow by a pitch during the first game of the series, 
though, and he also struggled with a virus. He used neither of these fac- 
tors as an excuse when he performed poorly in the World Series against 
the St. Louis Cardinals. Against a version of the Boudreau shift, he hit five 
singles and walked five times. He had no extra base hits and did not make 
a strong impact in the series, which the Cardinals won in seven games. 
V\niiams's critics seized on his mediocre performance. They claimed that 
he was not a clutch hitter and that he was more concerned with individual 
statistics than team victories. 

The following season, V\TUiams's stormy relationship with the press con- 
tinued. In fact, the feud caused him to miss out on winning the Most 
Valuable Player award once again. He had rolled to a great year in 1947, 
hitting for a .343 average with 32 home runs and 114 RBls. But he lost in 
the MVP balloting by one vote, as one of Boston's writers failed to place 
him among the league's top ten players. As a result, the award went to 
DiMaggio. Had that writer voted for V\TUiams as even the ninth best player 
of the year, Williams would have won the honor outright. 

Between 1948 and 1950, the Red Sox fell into a pattern under new Coach 
Joe McCarthy. They started out each season slowly, then began to close 
ground on the frontrunner, occasionally overtaking them, and then lost in 
the end. In 1949 V\TUiams's team lost the pennant on the last day of the 
season, and Williams himself lost the batting championship during his last 
at-bat by walking instead of getting a hit. A hit would have made him the 
only player ever to win three Triple Crowns. 

In the 1950 season Williams's image with fans declined when he spat and 
made obscene gestures toward them and members of the press during sev- 
eral games. One spitting incident even prompted the Boston management 
to issue an apology on behalf of V\TUiams. Rumors began to circulate that 
V\TUiams might be traded, but in the All-Star game that year he injured his 
elbow, limiting his trade value. An ensuing operation resulted in the re- 
moval of 15 bone chips. He lost some of his extension and power and had 
to tolerate stiffness in the elbow through the remainder of his career.

Called into the Service in Korea 

In 1952 VMiams was called into the Marines to fight in the Korean War. 
Although he had been relegated to the role of a pinch hitter for most of 
that season because of a leg injury, Williams was forced into the spotlight 
for what many thought would be his last day in the majors — April 30, 
1952. He was presented with gifts, one of which was a book containing 
the signatures of more than 400,000 well wishers from across the country. 
In an uncharacteristic gesture of gratitude he tipped his hat to the crowd. 
On what many anticipated would be his last at-bat, he hit a home run 
against the Detroit Tigers. 

During the Korean War, VNfiUiams entered into combat as a pilot. He flew 
in 39 missions, many of them as the wing man (partner aircraft) of one of 
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America's most famous pilots — the 
war hero, astronaut, and U.S. Senator 
John Glenn. \Wliams came close to 
losing his life on at least one occasion 
in Korea. His closest call occurred 
when his plane was hit by anti-air- 
craft fire during an air attack. "The 
funny thing was I didn't feel any- 
thing," he recalled. "I knew I was hit 
when the stick started shaking like 
mad in my hands. Then everything 
went out, my radio, landing gear, 
everything. The red warning lights 
were on all over the place." Members 
of his squadron tried to communicate 
with him, but the radio was out and 
WTUiams did not hear their command 
to eject. He flew over the ocean with 
the intention of landing in the water. 
Much of the area was iced over, how- 
ever, and V\^ams pressed on for 
land. He finally located an airstrip 
and landed the plane, which by now 
was largely engulfed in flames. "He 
was coming in at 200 miles per hour," 
said one observer. "He skidded about two or three thousand feet in a 
burning plane on one of those old Marsden mattings that looked like a 
waffle. He didn't blow, and he got out of it. It was a miracle thing."

After 
returning home to the United States, lATUiams originally intended to relax 
and spend some time fishing, but his business manager convinced him to 
return to the Red Sox. 



lATUiams did well throughout the remainder of the 1953 season, but broke 
his collarbone in spring training the following year. He finished the 1954 
season with a .345 average, but missed out on the batting title because he 
had not taken the necessary minimum number of at bats. In 1955 lATUiams 
retired in order to avoid high alimony payments as part of a divorce settle- 
ment. He came out of retirement in mid-May and quickly showed that he 
was still among the league's best hitters. But once again, his limited num- 
ber of plate appearances disqualified him from consideration for the 
league batting title. 
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End of a Career 

In 1957 Williams had a year that many consider to be as noteworthy as the 
magical 1941 season in which he hit .406. At the age of 39 he hit .388, a 
remarkable average for any player. He began to use a heavier bat — 35 
ounces as opposed to 31 ounces — and began to concentrate less on pull- 
ing the ball. As he peppered the entire field with hits, teams realized that 
defensive shifts aimed at stopping him had lost much of their effective- 
ness. In September, however, Williams was victimized by the recurring 
virus that had been plagued him for the past several seasons. The slugger 
was kept out of the lineup for more than two weeks. When he returned, 
he set a record by getting on base in 16 consecutive plate appearances. He 
started the string with two home runs and hit two more over the course of 
setting the record. As the season entered its final days, it appeared that 
Wiliams had a chance to reach .400 again. Despite their sometimes ugly 
spats with the slugger, most fans and reporters rooted him on. But he fell 
just short in his bid for a second .400 season. 

Bouts with food poisoning, a gimpy ankle, and pulled muscles kept Wi- 
liams from getting off to a great start in 1958, and he was kept out of the 
starting line-up for the All-Star game 
for the first time since his rookie year. 

But WUiams grew stronger as the 
season progressed and went on to 
claim his sixth batting championship 
with a .326 average. 

The injury bug visited Williams once 
again in 1959. A pinched nerve in his 
neck forced him to change his batting 
stance, and his hitting suffered as a 
result. He hit .254 and was asked to 
retire at the end of the season. In- 
stead, Wiliams demanded the op- 
portunity to redeem himself in 1960. 

After the Red Sox agreed to sign him 
at the $125,000 salary he had made 
the previous year, Wiliams cut his 
own pay to $95,000. 

In 1960 Wiliams hit for a .316 aver- 
age and stroked 29 home runs, none 
more memorable than the last, which 
occurred on the final at-bat of his ca-

The Kid's Legacy 

Wiliams ended his career among the 
all-time leaders in nearly every offen- 
sive category.

His .483 on- 
base percentage is stiU the highest in 
major- league history. His remarkable 
feat of maintaining a batting average 
of .406 over an entire season, which 
he achieved in 1941, has not been 
duplicated since. "I didn't realize how 
much .400 would mean to my life," 
Wiliams acknowledged. "I mean it

Thanks 
in part to his efforts, a special commit- 
tee honoring players from the Negro 
Leagues elected P^ge and Gibson to 
the Hall of Fame in the 1970s. 

WUiams remained involved in base- 
ball following his retirement. He 
managed the Washington Senators 
for four years, from 1969 to 1973. He 
also served as a batting instmctor 
from time to time with the Red Sox. 
WiUiams played in several nostalgic 
reunion games in the 1980s and was 
honored at Fenway Park on May 12, 
1991, on the 50th anniversary of his 
accomplishment of batting .406. In a 
speech before the game, Wiliams al- 
luded to his famous refusals to tip his 
hat to fans during his playing career, 
then said that "today, I tip my cap to 
a-a-a-l-l the people in New England, 
without question the greatest sports 
fans on earth." And he took a base- 
ball hat out of his pocket and waved 
it in the air. 



As the years passed, WUiams became a beloved public figure in Boston 
and across the country. He seemed to meUow with age and became more 
open in interviews. Most people forgot about the controversies that had 
surrounded his career and focused instead on his legendary accomplish- 
ments. "Fm just a loveable old guy, now," he explained. Wiliams graduaUy 
gained a reputation as an avid fisherman, a spokesman for worthy charita- 
ble causes, and a promoter of the U.S. Marine Corps. In 1991, he received 
the Presidential Medal of Freedom — the highest honor awarded to civU-

ians in the United States. In a statement accompanying the award, Presi- 
dent George Bush called him "an American legend, a remarkable figure in 
American sports, and a twice -tested war hero." 

Williams always remained an enthusiastic fan and supporter of the game 
of baseball. "I think the ballplayers today, overall, are better than the/ve 
ever been," he once said. "I watch them on TV and they fly through the air. 
They make spectacular plays." Nevertheless, he added, "I wouldn't trade 
one day from the years I played. I just feel that I truly played in the greatest 
era." 




The Passing of a Legend 

In late 1991, Williams suffered the first of a series of strokes that left him 
partially blind and caused numbness on one side of his body. One positive 
outcome of his failing health was that it helped him to establish a closer 
relationship with his grown children. His son, John Henry WUiams, moved 
to Horida to care for him and assumed responsibility for his business deal- 
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ings. A few years earlier, VWUiams had fallen victim to a scam artist who 
convinced him to donate money and memorabilia to a joint business ven- 
ture. The scam artist was eventually sent to prison for his actions, but 
VWUiams was unable to recover his money or legal expenses. John Henry 
was determined to see that no one would take advantage of his father

In 1994 W^ams participated in the 
opening of the Ted WTUiams Museum 
and Hitters Hall of Fame in Hernan- 
do, Florida. The following year, a tun- 
nel under Boston Harbor was named 
after him. V\^ams made his final ap- 
pearance in Boston in 1999, when he 
went to the AU-Star Game at Fenway 
Fhrk to take part in a celebration for 
the Team of the Century. When the 
former slugger came onto the field in 
a golf cart, he received a standing ova- 
tion from the crowd and was quickly 
surrounded by adrriiring current All- 
Stars as well as baseball heroes from 
years past. 

In 2000 WiUiams had a pacemaker 
implanted in his chest to regulate his 
heartbeat, and the following year he 
underwent open-heart surgery. He 
died of cardiac arrest on July 5, 2002, 
in Inverness, Florida. As word spread 
of the legend's passing, tributes poured 
in from baseball fans, celebrities, and 
politicians across the country. "No one knows what kind of career num- 
bers he would have had, and what records he would have broken, if he 
hadn't spent those five years as a pilot and member of the 'greatest gener- 
ation,"' said John Kerry, the U.S. Senator from Massachusetts. "This guy 
was courageous, bigger than life, tough as naUs, and he had that rare abili- 
ty to sum up perfectly in his very character so many things — a generation, 
a game, a country.

In a solemn ceremony, they mowed his number 9 
into the leftfield grass where he once played, placed a single red rose in 
the bleacher seat where his longest home run had landed in 1946, and 
posted a message on the scoreboard that read, "At bat, number 9, batting 
.406." A U.S. Marine Corps honor guard raised the American flag to half 
mast and played taps. "There goes the greatest hitter that ever lived," the 
announcer said, as fans and players observed a moment of silence. 




MARRIAGE AND FAMILY 

WrUiams married and divorced three times. He had a daughter, Barbara 
Joyce (known as Bobby Jo), with his first wife, Doris Soule, to whom he 
was married from 1944 to 1955. He married Lee Howard in 1961, but their 
union was short-lived. In 1968 he married Delores Wettach, with whom 
he had a son, John Henry, and a daughter, Claudia. He lived in Crystal 
River, Florida, until his death in 2002. 
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Unfortunately, an ugly legal battle developed among Williams s children 
after his death. A few hours after he died, his two younger children — 
John Henry and Claudia — sent his body to a cryonics chamber in Ari- 
zona to be frozen. Cryonics is an unproven technology that is used to 
preserve bodies in hopes that they can be regenerated, or brought back 
to life, at some time in the future. But Williams's older daughter, Bobby 
Jo, and many of his friends were outraged by this action. They remem- 
bered that Williams had expressed a desire to be cremated, and his 1996

will supported their statements. Some 
people accused John Henry of trying 
to profit from his father's death by 
freezing his body and selling his DNA.

Williams was an expert fisherman who 
enjoyed fishing in the coastal waters 
of Rorida until a few years before his 
death. He even co-authored a book 
about fishing.

BIRTH 

Joel Andrew Yelas was born on September 2, 1965, in Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii. He has been known by the nickname Jay (taken 
from his initials) since his childhood. His father, Joe Yelas, was 
a high school teacher and administrator. His mother, Kim 
(Griffiths) Yelas, was a kindergarten teacher. He has one young- 
er sister, Lisa. 
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YOUTH 

Yelas lived in a suburb of Honolulu until he was 12 years old. He loved 
being on the ocean and spent a great deal of time waterskiing and fishing 
for perch or crabs. Every summer Yelas and his family would visit relatives 
on the U.S. mainland. His maternal grandparents lived in Oregon, where 
the young boy learned to enjoy hiking, camping, and fishing for trout or 
salmon. "These times we spent together as a family gave me a love of 

sports and the outdoors," he stated. 
"This love is the foundation for all 
the decisions that brought me to the 
place I am today." 

Yelas's paternal grandparents had a 
cabin on a lake in upstate New York. 
This lake was where he caught his first 
bass. "One morning when I was eight 
or nine years old, standing alone down 
on the dock of my grandfather's cabin, 
I threw out a black jitterbug and be- 
gan reeling it in, working it slowly on 
the surface," he recalled. "When a 13- 
inch bass took the bait, I thought I 
would bust with excitement! That was 
the first bass I caught on my own." 

The Yelas family moved to the main- 
land permanently when Jay was in 
eighth grade. They lived in Phoenix, 
Arizona, for two years before moving 
to Santa Barbara, Cafifomia. Yelas still 
enjoyed fishing and began to pursue the sport competitively during this 
time. "I transformed overnight from a happy-go-lucky kid out for a good 
time with Dad to a fierce competitor," he noted. "I began to live to out-fish 
everyone on the lake." 

At first Yelas poured his energy into trout fishing. It was not until his junior 
year of high school that he discovered bass fishing. Yelas was trout fishing 
with a buddy at Lake Cachuma in Cafifomia when "suddenly the hum of 
an outboard motor shattered our peaceful morning as a shiny, sleek bass 
boat slid into our sleepy little cove," he remembered. "Our new guests had 
my full attention. I watched in awe as the two anglers in their flashy bass 
rig jumped up, ran to the bow, and threw their trolling motor in the water. 
V\fithout a sound, they picked up their crankbaits and stood side by side, as

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they quietly eased down the bank, casting and retrieving, casting and re- 
trieving. "After watching the bass fishermen pull out a couple of nice-sized 
bass, the two teens decided that bass fishing looked like fun. When they 
tried it the following weekend, Yelas caught his second bass and became 
hooked on the sport. "It was on a crawdad Hellbender crankbait at Lake 
Cachuma," he remembered. "It was at this time, at 16 years of age, that I 
really got into bass fishing." 

From this time on, Yelas went bass fishing every chance he got. He entered 
his first team bass fishing tournament in 1983, during his senior year in 
high school. Even though he snapped his rod during the competition, he 
decided to become a professional bass 
fisherman. "I remember the day I told 
my dad I was going to be a pro fish- 
erman," Yelas laughed. "His exact 
words were, 'Oh no you're not.' [But] 
he is my biggest fan these days." 

EARLY INFLUENCES 

Yelas met Bill Sedar — a 68-year-old 
local bass-fishing expert — around the 
time that he decided to tiy to make a 
career for himself in fishing. Sedar 
became a close friend and mentor to 
the young man. "He was a barrel full 
of fishing knowledge, and I was quite 
the sponge," Yelas recalled. "He taught me more about bass fishing than 
anyone, and I credit him with laying the solid foundation for my career as 
a pro bass fisherman." Yelas continues to make a special trip to Lake 
Cachuma each year to fish with Sedar.

Yelas attended lolani, the private school where his parents taught in 
Honolulu, through the seventh grade. When the family moved to Phoenix, 
he completed eighth grade at All Saints Episcopal Day School, then trans- 
ferred to Sunnyslope High School in ninth grade. His family moved to 
Cafifomia when he was in tenth grade, and he graduated from San 
Marcos High School in Santa Barbara in 1983. "I know moving to new 
schools and starting over is difficult for many kids," he noted, "but I 
learned to roll with the punches, making new fiiends and scouting out 
what new sports teams these schools had to offer." 
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Yelas caught his first seven pound bass on December 24, 1982, in California. 




Yelas went on to attend Oregon State University, where he studied fish- 
eries management. In order to prevent him from being distracted from his 
studies, his father made him sell his fishing boat before he started college. 
But Yelas buckled down and got such good grades during his freshman 
year that his father let him buy another boat. "Jay arranged his classes at 
Oregon State so he could fish Friday through Monday," his father noted. 
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Yelas started competing in team fishing tournaments during his sopho- 
more year of college. Working with two different partners, he fished in 
every contest in Oregon over the next three years, hr 1986 he and one of 
his partners, Jerry Harris, won the U.S. Bass Team Championship for the 
state of Oregon. In the meantime, Yelas stuck with his studies. He earned 
a bachelor's degree in Resource Recreation Management from Oregon 
State in 1987. 






CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 



Working His Way Up through the 
Pro Ranks 

Once Yelas graduated from college, 
he was ready to begin his career as a 
full-time professional bass fisherman. 
His parents loaned him $30,000 to 
buy a new, 18-foot bass boat and to 
pay for fishing equipment and tour- 
nament entry fees. "Our deal was 
that if he got his degree, we'd support 
a try as a pro," his father explained. 
Yelas decided to focus his attention 
on several pro bass-fishing circuits in 
the West that were sponsored by vari- 
ous organizations. He moved to Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, in order to be at the cen- 
ter of these circuits. 



When he was just getting 
started, Yelas competed up 
to 40 weekends per year 
and spent the time between 
tournaments traveling and 
living out of his van.

Yelas started off his career with a 
bang by finishing sixth in the first 
professional bass-fishing tournament 
he entered — the 1987 U.S. Open at 
Lake Mead in Arizona — and collect- 
ing $8,000 in prize money. Thanks to yy 

his hard work and success, he was 

able to pay back his parents within a short time. Yelas spent the next three 
years fishing in every Western tournament he could find. He competed up 
to 40 weekends per year, and he spent the time between tournaments 
traveling and living out of his van. "I always looked at that period of time 
as being similar to a minor-league experience in basebaU,"Yelas explained. 
"I played every day, got lots of experience, had plenty of success, and after 
three years felt like I was ready for the big leagues. In bass fishing, that 
means the Bassmaster Tournament Trail." 
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Bassmasters tournaments are sponsored by the Bass Angler Sportsman 
Society (BASS), an international fishing organization with 600,000 mem- 
bers. The Bassmasters Tournament Trail is a series of 10 high-profile tour- 
naments that culminate in the season-ending Citgo Bassmasters Classic 

World Championship. Most bass-fish- 
ing tournaments take place over sev- 
eral days. The competitors have a 
limit, or maximum number, of fish 
that they can count toward their catch 
each day. At the end of the tourna- 
ment, the angler whose total catch has 
the highest weight is declared the 
winner. Yelas entered his first Bass- 
masters tournament in April 1989 on 
Lake Mead. He placed 12th and caught 
the biggest fish of the entire event, a 
five pound, 12 ounce bass (5-12 in 
fishing shorthand). The following year 
he moved to Jasper in East Texas, near 
the Sam Rayburn Reservoir, to be 
closer to Bassmasters tournaments in 
the South and East.

Becoming a Born-Again Christian 

Throughout the early years of his pro 
career, Yelas's entire life centered 
around bass fishing. "I had turned 
into a selfish individual who traveled 
around the country doing something 
I loved without giving a rip about 
anyone or anything else," he admit- 
ted. "My world revolved around two 
things: me, and how many bass I 
caught." In his drive to be the best in 
his sport, Yelas was willing to try any- 
thing to get an edge over his feUow 
anglers. In the late 1980s, he began 
searching for a spiritual foundation that would help him reach his poten- 
tial as a fisherman. He read many books about philosophy and religion 
during this time. He eventually became involved with the New Age move- 
ment, which encourages individuals to tap into the unlimited power with- 
in themselves. But Yelas continued to feel empty spiritually, and both his

fishing career and his family life suffered as a result. "When I look back 
now, I can see what a dangerous time this was for me," he recalled. "I set 
off on a spiritual journey without the Bible, the Truth, as my guide. It was 
like trying to boat across the ocean with the wrong map. I got lost." 

Yelas had attended an Episcopal church regularly as a child, and he had 
learned many Bible stories and basic facts about the Christian faith. But 
it was not until 1993 that Christianity made a real difference in his life. 
While he was driving home from a fishing tournament in which he had 
performed particularly poorly, he prayed to God for guidance. It was at 
this time that he became a born-again Christian. "I became a Christian 
on February 28, 1993, and I still thank God every day for revealing 
Himself to me. He filled a spiritual void in my life, making my life com- 
plete,"Yelas stated. "I was amazed at how God changed my heart once I 
humbly prayed to receive Christ as my Savior. He doesn't demand that 
we conform to some list of good and bad things we must or must not 
do, but rather changes our hearts.

A short time after he became a bom- again Christian, Yelas experienced a 
string of successes in Bassmasters tournaments.

Yelas believes 
that God transformed his fishing career from this time on, helping him to 
become successful so that he would gain a platform to share God's mes- 
sage with others. "My conclusion is that it was a period of time in which 

God said, 'OK, now that you have

firmly establish you as a top pro so 
that I can use you in the future to 
share My gospel and tell other fish- 
ermen of My love for them,"' he 
noted.

Establishing Himself on the 
Bassmasters Tour 

Yelas won his first tournament on the 
Bassmasters tour — the Maryland Top 
100 on the Potomac River — during 
the summer of 1993. He caught a total 
of 20 bass that weighed 54 pounds, 11 
ounces and earned $46,000 in prize 
money, which he used to buy a house. 
In 1995 he won the second-biggest 
event of the year, the Bassmasters 
Superstars tournament on the Illinois 
River near Peoria. He claimed $50,000 
in prize money and attracted the at- 
tention of several sponsors. 



All the top professional fishermen 
are sponsored by companies that 

yy make fishing-related products. The 

sponsors pay the fishermen a salary 
in exchange for using their products, displaying their logos on boats and 
clothing, and making promotional appearances. Sponsorship money 
helps the top fishermen bridge the gaps in their earnings between tour- 
nament victories. 

Yelas claimed the third Bassmasters tournament victory of his career in 
1997 at the Missouri Invitational at Lake of the Ozarks. The following year 
he moved to Tyler, Texas. Over the next few years he posted a string of 
solid performances but failed to win any tournaments. He broke a four- 
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year winless streak to capture his fourth career victory in 2001 at the 
Missouri Invitational on Table Rock. 

By this time, Yelas had firmly established his reputation as a talented and 
consistent angler. He had qualified for the annual Bassmasters Classic — 
known as the Super Bowl of bass fishing — in 11 consecutive seasons by 
earning points for strong finishes in different BASS tournaments. Yet he 
had never done particularly well in the Classic. His best finish was third 
place in 1993, but he was never a threat to win that tournament. In fact, 
his total catch weighed eight pounds less than the winner's. 




Winning the 2002 Bassmasters Classic Championship 

Yelas struggled through the 2002 BASS events he entered. He won only 
$15,000 in prize money over the course of the season and barely earned 
enough points to qualify for the Bassmasters Classic. But he took great 
care with his preparations and pre-fishing practice sessions and entered 
the tournament with high hopes. 

The 2002 Classic was held on Lake Lay near Binningham, Alabama. Each 
of the 40 anglers that qualified for the tournament were issued two stan- 
dard tackle boxes. They were allowed to fill these boxes, but they could not 
bring along any other fishing gear. Yelas spent 15 hours packing his boxes. 
His equipment included 60 crankbaits (diving lures with three hooks), 100 
Berkley Power Worms, 100 6-inch Berkley Power Lizards, 40 Berkley Power 
Craws (plastic crayfish), 40 Berkley Power Grubs, 25 spinnerbaits in various 
weights, a variety of surface lures, 150 hooks, 60 sinkers, fishing line, scis- 
sors, a scale and measuring board, glue, a flashlight, sunglasses, and sun- 
screen. In a separate bundle he brought seven rods and seven reels. 

Once the tournament began, Yelas concentrated his efforts on a spot he 
had discovered during pre-fishing practice. It was located at the north end 
of Lake Lay, about a quarter-mile from Logan Martin Dam. He noticed 
that when water was released from the dam, it flooded some shallow 
areas and created prime habitat for big bass. He fished this area using a 
prototype Berkley Jay Yelas Power Jig tipped with a Berkley Power Frog. 
Yelas's strategy worked so well that he led from the opening day of the 
tournament. In fact, he was ahead by nearly 10 pounds going into the final 
day. "It's been a dream week for me," he acknowledged. "Everything is 
going so much better than I anticipated. I predicted that 35 pounds would 
win the tournament, and I've got 35 pounds after just two days." 

During the three-day tournament, Yelas ended up catching 14 fish total- 
ing 45 pounds, 13 ounces to become the 2002 Bassmasters Classic World 
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Yelas landed the biggest bass at the 2002 Bassmaster Classic. 



Champion. "This is just the thrill of a lifetime for me. Winning the Classic 
makes your career as a professional fisherman," he said afterward. "What 
an unbelievably humbling experience it was. . . . The hand of God was on 
my fishing in a way that I have never experienced before in my entire ca- 
reer." Yelas's catch for the tournament included the largest bass caught by 
any competitor each day, making him the first angler ever to sweep the 
daily "big fish" awards at a Bassmasters Classic. "I could do no wrong aU 
week at the Classic," he acknowledged. "I caught the big bass every day of 
the tournament, an unprecedented feat in Bassmaster history." 

Yelas's victory — the fifth of his career — was worth over $200,000 in prize 
money. But he maintained that the sweetest part was the support he re- 
ceived afterward. "The best part of winning the Classic for me has been aU 
of the very sincere congratulations I have received from everyone," he 
noted. "Friends, acquaintances, fans, and peers alike have all been so very 
gracious in their congratulations. Everyone seems genuinely happy for me. 
Thank you. You don't know how good that makes me feel. It is the best 
part of winning."

Claiming the 2002 FLW Angler of the Year Title 

Yelas capped off his 2002 season and cemented his place among elite sport 
fishermen by capturing the FLW Angler of the Year title. The FLW tour 
(short for Forrest L. Woods, the tour's founder) sponsors six major profes- 
sional bass-fishing tournaments each year. It is the main national rival to 
the Bassmasters tour, though many top fishermen compete in both. Yelas 
had not participated in the FLW tour since 1997, when it made a rule re- 
quiring competitors to display only 

the logos of tour sponsors, rather than a 

the logos of their individual sponsors. 

Out of respect for his personal spon- 
sors, Yelas chose to fish only in tour- 
naments that allowed freedom in en- 
dorsements. But in 2002 Yamaha out- 
board motors — one of Yelas's major 
sponsors — signed on as a sponsor of 
the FLW tour. Yamaha asked Yelas to 
participate in the tour, and he agreed. 



On the FLW tour, fishermen earn 
points based on their finishing posi- 
tion over the six events. The winning 
angler in a tournament gets 200 
points, second place earns 199 points, 
and on down the line. The competitor 
who accumulates the most points 
during the season wins the prestigious 
title of FLW Angler of the Year. Al- 
though Yelas performed consistently 
on the FLW tour in 2002, defending 
champion Kevin Van Dam performed 
better. In fact, Wn Dam held a seem- 
ingly insurmountable lead of 28 points 

entering the final tournament on Lake Champlain in New York. This 
meant that Yelas would have to finish more than 28 spots ahead of ^kn 
Dam in the standings in order to claim the Angler of the Year title. 

Yelas recognized that he was not in a favorable position. "Kevin had such a 
big lead that I had virtually thrown in the towel and dismissed my chances 
of wiiming as nonexistent," he admitted. "Up until this tournament, Kevin 
had a perfect record as a closer. Every time in his career that he had led a 
tournament or an Angler of the Year race going into the last day or last 
tournament, he had always won." 



"The best part of winning 
the Classic for me has been 
all of the very sincere 
congratulations I have re- 
ceived from everyone.

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But 2002 was a different story. Feeling very little pressure to perform, Yelas 
relaxed and finished ninth in the final tournament. In the meantime, Van 
Dam fell apart and finished 44th, handing Yelas the Angler of the Year title 
by seven points. "That's not much," Yelas noted. "That's just one fish in a 
season."The victory brought Yelas $25,000 and a new boat, as well as the 
opportunity to have his picture on collectors' boxes of Kellogg's Com 
Hakes. It also demonstrated his consistency, just as his Bassmasters Classic 

victory had shown his ability to per- 
form under pressure. "They're two 
entirely different titles," he explained. 
"The Bassmasters Classic says the 
most about somebody who can with- 
stand the pressure and the spotlight. 
Angler of the Year shows consistency 
from tournament to tournament."

Thanks to his dual titles, Yelas found 
himself in great demand over the next 
several months. He received hundreds 
of phone calls and e-mails from fans, 
the media, and sponsors. He did nu- 
merous interviews and made promo- 
tional appearances across the country 
on behalf of his sponsors. He also 
wrote a book. Titled Jay Yelas: A Cham- 
pion's Journey of Faith, Family, and 
Fishing: An Autobiography, it was pub- 
lished in 2003. "It's not a how-to book 
about how to catch fish. It's just an 
autobiography about a fisherman," he 
stated. "My main motivation to write 
the book is to share the wisdom I 
learned over the years. If someone can take that book and read it and take 
something in it and apply it and give them a better quality of life, then my 
Classic victory wouldn't just benefit me, but help others, too." 



Sharing His Love of Bass Fishing 

Yelas has joined the ranks of the world's most successful professional bass 
fishermen. His victory in the 2002 Bassmasters Classic raised his career 
earnings to over $1 million, placing him sixth on the BASS all-time money 
list. He has posted five career victories on the Bassmasters tour, in addition 
to 15 finishes in the top three, and 47 finishes in the top 10. He has col- 
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Yelas with the Bassmaster World Champion trophy, in the middle 
of a fireworks display, 2002. 
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lected paychecks in 66 percent of the events he has entered on the pro 
tour, and he has qualified for 12 consecutive Bassmasters Classics. 

Despite his success, Yelas claims that making a career as a professional 
bass fisherman is not as easy as it might seem. "A professional fisherman 
today has to be part businessman, part public speaker and educator, and 
part salesman for his sponsors. You have to work at all facets of those 
things to be successful today," he explained. "A lot of people think, 'What 
an easy job that must be, fishing.' But it's fishing against the best fisher- 
men in the world. It's not that easy." 



Yelas also dislikes some of the politics 
of his sport. For example, prior to the 
beginning of the 2003 season An- 
heuser Busch — the makers of Busch 
and Budweiser beers — signed on to 
sponsor the BASS Angler of the Year 
program. In order to participate in the 
program, competitors are required to 
put the Busch logo on their boats and 
clothing. Due in part to his religious 
beliefs, Yelas refuses to promote alco- 
hol. He is angry that BASS entered 
into a sponsorship arrangement that 
would force anglers to promote a spe- 
cific product against their will. Yelas 
ultimately agreed to participate in the 
Angler of the Year program, but he planned to refuse to accept any prize 
money from the program as a form of protest against the Busch sponsor- 
ship. "This will give me a great platform to share my faith with those who 
will listen," he explained. "A man who turns down $100,000 cash based on 
the principles of his faith will really have an audience. People will be curi- 
ous. It will be an opportunity for me to glorify Jesus Christ, my priceless 
Lord and Savior!"

Although some aspects of his career can by difficult, Yelas still loves fish- 
ing. His favorite place to fish is Lake PoweU in Arizona. "It's the most 
beautiful lake in the country with its deep, clear water and high red rock 
walls," he noted. "It's like fishing in the Grand Canyon. I can fish all day 
and never see another boat. Fishing is fair, but the lake surroundings with 
its history and natural beauty more than make up for it." 

Yelas's favorite lures are spinnerbaits, jigs, and crankbaits. "I consider the

stated. "And it is an excellent year-round bass bait." The biggest bass Yelas 
ever caught was an 11 pound, 11 ounce monster from Lake Toho in Flori- 
da in 2001. His biggest one-day total catch in a tournament was five bass 
weighing 36 pounds, nine ounces, also from Lake Toho in 2001. It was the 
third-biggest stringer (total catch) in BASS tournament history. 

Yelas enjoys sharing his love of bass fishing with others. "Fve always loved 
to bass fish, and it's just a God-given talent," he said. "I still love it, and 
plan on doing it as long as the Good Lord lets me." Yelas feels that his 
sport has a lot to offer in terms of role models for young people and fami- 
lies. "I think people are disgusted with sports scandals and spoiled ath- 
letes and they're looking for positive things they can do with their kids," he 
stated. "One of the advantages pro fishing has over other sports is that 
fishermen are a good bunch of guys." 

MARRIAGE AND FAMILY 

Yelas met his wife, JiUian, in 1989 while he was living in Phoenix. JiU knew 
very little about bass fishing at that time. "When we met and Jay told me 
he was a professional bass fisherman, all I could think about was those 
Sunday shows on TV," she remembered. "I couldn't fathom it."

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Yelas took the unsuspecting young 
woman on a fishing trip for their 
second date. "She never lets me 
forget that trip to the lake," he said. 
"I put her in my boat, and pro- 
ceeded to launch it by just backing 
down the ramp and stomping on 
the brakes. By the time I parked 
and made it back to the ramp, the 
wind had blown her 50 yards out 
into the middle of the lake. I 
yelled, 'Come and get me.' She 
yelled, 'How?' I said, 'Just put the 
trolling motor down.' She said, 
'What's a trolling motor?' It turned 
into quite an event." 

Yelas and his wife have two daughters, Hannah and Bethany. Both girls 
enjoy fishing and travel with their father to tournaments when their 
school schedules permit. "I'm on the road 240 days a year, and time away 
from family's the hardest thing, "Yelas noted. The family lives in Tyler, Texas, 
which Yelas describes as "a fantastic little city that has just about every- 
thing you would find in a big city." 

HOBBIES AND OTHER INTERESTS 

In his spare time, Yelas enjoys playing golf and gardening. He is an active 
leader in the Fellowship of Christian Anglers Society (FOCAS). He also 
makes promotional appearances for his sponsors, which include Skeeter 
boats, Yamaha outboard motors, Berkley power bait, Daiwa rods and reels, 
Motorguide trolling motors, Lowrance electronics, and Sadler Smoke- 
house.
